A NEED long felt in my own practice was supplied by Dr. Bell's 
admirable monograph on "Diarrhoea and Dysentery," and a 
desire for some better guide in the treatment of intermittent fever has 
been the inspiration which has induced me to undertake the labor of 
the present compilation. I have culled from the literature of our school 
— wherever a fact could be found or a principle deduced — and the 
indulgence of my professional colleagues is asked for the many omissions 
and imperfections. At the same time, I also ask their earnest co-oper- 
ation in perfecting the work, so that should a future edition be found 
necessary, it may be made worthy the demands of the times and the 
possibilities of our law of cure. This can only be accomplished by 
united action ; the experience of any one, no matter how extensive, will 
alone be insufficient. A somewhat extended personal acquaintance has 
convinced me that but comparatively few of our practitioners use a 
repertory in selecting the remedy ; hence, a bracketed comparison has 
been substituted in its place, as more likely to meet the wants of the 
majority. 

I cannot too strongly urge that marginal notes of omissions, correc- 
tions and clinical verifications may be made, that the future may pro- 
duce a more perfect work on The Therapeutics of Intermittent 
Fever.

INTERMITTENT FEVER. 



THE CAUSE. 

A PHYSICIAN is rart^ly to l»e met with who cannot at once nui! 
with apparent certainty, formulate a (Aeorj for the caiue of 
iol«riuittenl fever. Thu uuiveranl kuowled^ ig only equaled by the 
variety of theories eutertaiiied, aad the failures iu><e[)urablc from the 
attempt to treat the theory of the coiMe, and the name of the disease, 
instead of the totality of the symptoms — subjective and objective — 
presented by the patient. The natural result of this attempt to follow 
the teachings and practice of Allopathy, is the charge, so often made 
by our medical brethren of the opposite school, that "Homteopaths 
are not honest in their practice;" and this charge haa been more fre- 
quently base<l upon what they have seen of our treatment of this 
disease, than of all other diseases combined. Allopatliy affirms that 
Intermittent Fever cannot be cured without Quinine, because Quinine 
18 the antidote of "Marah Miasm," which is the eatuie of intermittent 
fever; and many homtBopatha — departing from the law of cure, and 
neglecting their Materia Medica — honestly cherish a similar delusion. 

The object of this work is to deal with therapeutic lUcte, not with 
speculative theories. The author has no theory to advance ; and none 
to disprove except such as interfere with the eucceeafiil homceojiathic 
treatment of this bile tioir of our profession. As yet we are unable 
to offer an intelligent explanation of the cause of sporadic or epidemic 
intermittent fever, that will bear the test of scientific investigation. 
Hahnemauu's one fad is worth more at the bedside thou all the theo- 
ries that have ever been advanced. 

The following is a brief notice of some of the prevailing theories 
uid the treatment based upon them : 
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" Intermittent fever is a neurosis. Its phenomena, as chill and heat 
are distinct ; their origin must also be distinct. The heat is due to the 
action on the sympathetic system ; the chill to the spinal system." — 
Lord, on Int. Fever. 

" We believe intermittent fever is a neurosis, whose seat is especially 
in the ganglionic system, and therefore only nerve remedies, and par- 
ticularly such as act on the vaso-motor part, can cure." — Wurmb and 
Caiipar on Int. Fever. 

"Acute cases must always be treated by cerebrospinal remedies; 
chronic cases by organic remedies." — BurVa Characteristics. 

"Ague remedies may be divided into two classes, viz.: Quinine, 
Gelsemium, Eucalyptus, Nux vomica, Areenic, and Cedron, which 
have the power of destroying protozoa, infusoria, and cryptogamic 
fungi; and Eupatorium, Cornus, Salicine, Arnica, Natrum mur. and 
Hydrastis which have not that power, yet correspond to the periodicity 
of the paroxysm." — Hale's Therapeutics, p. 609. 

Bartlett, 8alisberry, and others who maintain the cryptogamic theory, 
have many followers in our school; and here Carbolic acid. Salicylic 
acid. Sulphite of Soda, etc., must be used to destroy the germs. 

GrauvogFs theory of splenic congestion and constitutional divisions, 
has many advocates. But it requires a Grauvogl to detect the consti- 
tution, and splenic congestion ; or a Lord, or Wurmb and Caspar, to 
select the cerebro-spinal or sympathetic remedy ; or a Burt, Hughes, 
Hale, or Kafka to classify the remedies. 

THE MALARIAL THEORY, 

(Marsh Miasm), 

Is, however, most generally accepted. The evidence advanced in 
its support is the prevailing occurrence of epidemics, where this poison 
presumably exists. It is supposed to be the result of decaying vegeta- 
ble and other organic matter, and is found along rivers with low, 
swampy, alluvial shores, subject to frequent overflow ; near bodies of 
stagnant water; in the neighborhood of recently dug canals, cellars, 
or freshly plowed virgin soil ; near marshes, particularly on leeward 
siJe of prevailing winds. It is confined near the earth, seems to spread 
in a horizontal direction ; and its progress may be cut off by walls, 
hedges, high banks, and dense forests. Unlike the poison of Diphtheria, 
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Riibeidn, Scnrlatiua. Variola, and Typbus, it is neither contngioua 
nnr iufectinua; but also unlike tbem, eacb attack only reurtere the 
Bj-stc^m more liable to a subsequent one. 

But, on the other hand, it baa long been known that the fever may 
exist on a dry, or even on a sandy soil, and in rocky, raountainouB 
regions where it is oft«n more extensive and severe than in the adjoin- 
ing low country. Ziemesen says: "On the Tuscan Appeninee fevers 
are found at the height of 1,100 feet; on the slopes of mountains of 
Ceylon at 6,500 feet ; on the Pyrenees at 5,000 feet ; and on the Andes, 
in Peru, at 10,000 and 11,000 feet; while at the sjinie time the neigh- 
boring plains are entirely free, or are only visited in a very mild form." 
There are large tracts of lands where all the conditions of malaria 
exist, and yet no intermittent fever ; and other districts where no con- 
ditions of miasma are to be found, and vet ague is endemic every season. 
The fever occurs in a sporadic tbrm where miaama never prevails, and 
the patients had never been in a malarial region. Mnret^iver, the in- 
hnbitantfl of a valley where the disease prevails removing to a moun- 
tainous region where it is unknown, are often attacked with interniittent 
fever. The niicroscopist, with his most powerful lens, has never yet 
been able to detect the miasm; and chemical and spectral analysis are 
alike powerless to solve the problem. 

A recent mm'jgraph by G. H. Wilson, M.D., of Meridan, Conn., 
meml>er of the State Board of Health, presents some valuable and 
Bitggefttive facts which go far towards clearing up the question of 
malaria, as one of the causes, at least, in the production of epidemic 
interniittent fever. The evidence, although negative in character, 
proves ]»retty conclusively what ague U not, if it do not prove what 
it is. If it can be shown that malaria is a phantom, it may prevent 
Quininiem and drugging and lead to a more successful — the homteo- 
pathic — treatment of our patients. 

"The movement of the present malarial epidemic in Omnecti cut and 
other parts of New England, is illustrateii by a map with isochronal 
lines, showing the extent and direction of its annual progress during 
the past twenty-three years. The data upon which the article k based 
have been obtained from personal observations, reports of medical men 
and others in nearly every town in the three States of Connecticut, 
Haasachusetts and Rhode Island, and are believed to l>e reliable. 

"It will be seen that the course, as shown by the successive w&vea, 
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and later, by the concentric lines of its annual progress, indicates an 
advance in one definite direction, independent of any known or recog- 
nized influence, whether atmospheric, telluric, magnetic, or climatic, 
and through the most diverse conditions of surface, soil, humidity, and 
temperature, general and local. 

" We are unfortunately constrained by long usage to denominate the 
class of diseases under consideration malarial, and so in a sense endorse 
by word, what in the argument we must disown. Our inability to say 
what the cause of ague is, does not debar us, however, from proving 
what it is not. In fact, if the question can be cleared of the halo of 
error, which has hitherto surrounded it, the truth may more readily 
appear ; and the object of this pap^ is to show, how" little its conclu- 
sions agree with the favorite opinions of laymen and physicians, from 
Lancisi down, regarding the cause of ague, and its future in Con- 
necticut. 

" In this epidemic we may be sure that ague is not produced by " heat, 
moisture, and decay, " arising from ponds, reservoirs, swamps, or low 
grounds, overflowed by freshets, or exposed by evaporation ; for new 
cases arise at any and all seasons of the year, and upon the highest 
land, as it has done in one-third of the towns in the State; nor by un- 
covering lately submerged lands, for in most towns no such lands exist. 
Not only does the disease not appear under the conditions appropriate 
to the paludal theory, but it does not confine itself to, or remain in, 
the alluvial tracts, even when established upon them. 

"Not from * disturbance of earth,* by grading, ditching, or railroad 
building in the country, or by laying down sewers, or gas or water pipes 
in towns; for these operations have been going on for ages, while no 
ague came because of them, and it appeared at the same relative time 
in territory whose surface had or had not been disturbed. Not from 
the * transportation of clay, manures, or other decaying and fermenting 
substances, from New Jersey and New York,* or of sawdust in the 
river beds, floated down from the mills of the north ; for in several 
towns so affected none of these things have been introduced to this 
day, and in others, the disease failed to appear at the time called for 
by the theory. 

"Not from 'stagnant, or even foul water,' no matter how offensive to 
smell or taste, for water with these qualities has always existed in 
many towns free from ague ; and, on the other hand, many tracts of 
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dry nud snnfly soil have been ita favorite haunta. Not from haritlu» 
vuilar'ue iii tlie water, which would be carried with the current: while 
ague moves up stream, Etid againtt the current of every principal river 
in Connecticut. It cannot be from germs carried by winds; for the 
direction for the year, in the State, and in New England generally, ia 
north of west, and is very rarely, and for a abort time only, in the 
direction of the ague movement, 

" Probably no error ia ao common among the people of towns, aa that 
it may be caused by imperfect drainage, by the filth of housea. Doubt 
leaa bad conditions lower the vitality and decreaae the resisting power 
of the ayatem, and promote the liability to suffer from exposure to 
specific influence, but no anioUtit of filth or degree of debility will 
prwluce one case of ague </« novo. 

"Ague ia specific, and can ouly be produced by its own cause. That 
ague is found in all these conditiona ia fortuoaK; for the handy hypo- 
theeis of local influence, and the daily use of talkative laymen and 
laey physictana; but poaf boe is aat propter hoe. These alleged catiees 
of ague might have been left to the defence of their inveiitorfi, and not 
have burdened this paper, but for the benefit of the contrast which 
the leeaona and concluaiiina of the map present to the unsettled con- 
dition of thought on that subject 

" In its invasion of this 8tate the ague crossed, diagonally but de- 
cidedly, every one of our main rivera. Btarling on the coast, west of 
the Housatonic, it croaaed its valley the next year, but did not ascend 
it, more than about fifteen miles, in as many years. It nest crossed 
the Naugatuck, within five miles of its mouth. The Quinnipiac, it 
first reached and croaaed, in South Meriden, sixteen milee from £ast 
Haven; the Connecticut at MiddJetown, twenty-five miles from the 
Sound; and the tributaries of the Tanits in Coventry, forty miles from 
the sea. 

" I would mention that in RhiMle Island, also, it entered at Wealerly, 
and Jiaased through the 8tatc to the north-east, leaving the aouth-eaet 
and nortb-weflt portiuna unaffected. ***** 

"In conclusion, it appears that New England is now suffering from 
an epidemic of intermittent, which has moved from the first, and ia still 
moving, north -eaaterly, with an irregular front, continuoua in time, but 
Bometimea iuterrupted in manner. It ia not too much to suppoee, that 
it came over from Long Island and New Jersey, and possibly further 
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south, as well ae from tlie same regiim over Wesl«hest«r Couuly, N.Y,; 
tliat its front exlendB from the Hudson on the went, to BitKznni'? Bay 
on the east; that it has moved a hundred miles iiurth und east, and 
Btill reaches oril its favors to those helated oorthnicn and downeasters, 
who have hitherto mocked us." 

On suuh evidence — iiuite as strong against as in favor of the mala- 
rial tlie<iry — we may be pardoned if we doubt the existence of such 
an apent in the production of intermittent lever. And when we are 
asked to nbandtm the eerlaintU» of our law of cure, and accept a treat- 
ment based ujkju the antidoting of an unknown jioison, ns houiieo- 
pathe, we should respectfully decline. We know quite as much of the 
nature of those poisons which produccMcarlatlna, diphtheria antl typhus 
as we do of that which produces iDt«rmitt«nt fever; yet the success of 
the antidotal treatment so-called is sot such an would warrant any 
homceopath in abandoning the teaching of his Materia Medica for it. 
This search after a hypothetical cause, and the adoption of a trealment 
based upon its supposed discovery, have been the fatal "Scylla" upiin 
which has stranded many a honireopathic success. The element of ac- 
curacy once removed, our practice degenerates into empiricism. 

It would, no doubt, be a great satisfaction to Ik able to explain the 
cau»e of intermittent fever; and it would be equally gratifying to be 
able to tell why all persons, subjected to the same exposure, 
are not attacked ; just as it would be a satiHfaetion to In- able to ex- 
plain the cause of many phenomena in jthysical science existing all 
about us. Such knowledge might aid us in a sanitary way in prevent- 
ing the disease or moditying its severity ; but it could never be of tie 
sligliteat benefit in its hoinceopathic treatmeut. When once we de- 
part from Hahnemann's method of individualizing each case, we enter 
upon the sea of doubt and uncertainty upon which our allopathic breth- 
ren, without a compass, have ever sailed, " If our school ever gives' up 
the strict inductive method of Haiinemanti, we are lost, and deserve 
only to lie mentioned as a carricature in the history of medicine-" — 
Constantine Uering. 

lialc — in condemning the indiscriminate use of Quinine — says; "Un- 
less the physician is absolutely certain that the attack is due lo mias- 
matic poisoning, he should wait until the disease shows its true char- 
acter." How Ls it possible for the physician to be "absolutidy certain" 
that he u dealing with miasmatic poisoning? And how can that knowl- 
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edge change the Bymptoms presented by the patie»t, or eoahle us with 
mure ease, or greater certainty, to §elect the remedy? There is a very 
nice distinction between certain and sure. I am certain the sun will 
rise; 1 am sure it has risen. The successful treatment of intermittent 
fever requires that the physician should not only be eerlain, hut »ure- 
I am mire I have a sick man to treat who presentfl certain symptoms ; 
but I am not certain that he has been poisoned with miaitma, nr has 
been within a hundred miles of it; and I am quite uncertain whether 
the " cerebro-spinal " or "Hympathetic" is affected; or whether to select, 
or how to select, a eerebro-spinal or organic remedy, — There are many 
remedies which affect both nervous systems; my patient require* hut 
one. Bui rif thin, I am sure, thahfhe objective and aubjeetive sympiontB 
of whiek he oomplaim are in every respect Hmilar to those produced on 
ike beaUhy subject by Cinchona. For me and my patient this simple 
foct is all-sufficient. It approximates a mathemattcnl demonstration. 
There are no doubts or uncertainties about it. My patient does not have 
to wait until I can demonstrate the truth or falsity of some favnrit* 
theory, which, whether right or wrong, could never change the ehar- 
acteriatics of his case, so fur as the selection of the reme<iy is con- 
cerned. 

EXAMINATION OF THE PATIENT. 

The first step in indi\-idualization — the keystone of the homraopaihie 
arch — begins with an examination of the patient. It is impiisi'ihle to 
examine a [latient in genercd; and prescribe fur him in particular. Be- 
fore we can select a remedy for a given case we must first ascertain the 
particular symptoms of which the patient complains, which form the 
picture of the disease ; and this is oflen a most difficult t^k. 

Hahnemann says: "The totality of the symptoms which characterize 
a given ease, being once committed to writing, the most difficult part 
is accomplished." 

Dunham says: "Do you say that this is an easy matter? Gentle- 
men, it is the most difficult part of your duty. To select the remedy 
after a masterly exaniiuation and record of the case is comparatively 
easy. But to take the case requires great knowledge of human nature, 
of the history of disease, and, as we shall see, of the "Materia Medica." 

"Make haste slowly" never bad a bett«r illustration in medical 
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science than in tliis advice; as no disease demands a closer observ- 
ance of tustructioDS, or a rnqre strict adherence to principle for il£ 
siieeeegfiil treatment, than intermittent fever. 

The symptoms occurring before and during the chill, heal, sweat and 
apifrexia; the tijne of occurrence of parusysm; the parts of the body 
in which the chill first nmkes its appearance ; the regularity of its etages; 
the decree or absence of Ihimt, and lime of ila appearance; aa well fl8 
the constitutional ailments aroused by the fever, are all to be caretiilly 
noted, 

" Till the present time, pathology has only been acquainted with one 
single intermittent fever, which has been called ague. It admits of no 
other difference than the interval which exists between the paruxysms; 
and upon this are founded the particular denominations, quotidian 
i«rtian, quartan, etc. But, besides the variety which they present in 
regard to the periods of their return, the intermittent fevers exhibit yet 
other changes that are much more important. Among these fevers 
there are many which cannot be denominated agues, because their at- 
tacks consist solely of lieat ; others are characterized by cold only, suc- 
ceeded or not by perspirations; while yet others freeze the body of the 
patient, and inspire him notwithstanding with a sensation of hent, or 
even create in him a feeling of cold, although he secnis very warm to 
the touch; in many, one of the parossysms is cunfiod to shivering or 
cold, which is immediately succeeded by a comfortable sensation, and 
that which comes aHer it consists of heat followed by perspiration or 
not. In one case, it is heat which manifests itself first, and cold suc- 
ceeds; in another, both the cold and heat give place to apyrexia; while 
the next paroxysm, which sometimes does not occur liefore an Interval 
of several hours, consists merely of perspiration ; in certain casee no 
trace of perspiration is perceptible; while in others the attack is com- 
posed solely of perspiration, without cither heal or cold, or of perspi- 
ration that fiuws during the beat alone. There exist, likewise, innumer* 
able differences relative to the accessory symptoms, the particular kind 
of headache, the bad taste in the mouth, the st^imach sickness, the vomit- 
ing, [he diarrho^A, the al)iwnce or flegrce of thirst, the kind of pains 
felt in the body and limbs, sleep, delirium, spasms, changes of the 
Lemper, etc., which manifest themselves before, during, or oiler the cold, 
htit, or sweating stages, without taking into account a multitude of 
other deviations. These are usually intermittent fevers that are very 
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different from one another, each of which demands naturally that mode 
of homoeopathic treatment most appropriate to it individually. Il must 
be confessed that they may almost all be suppressed (a case that bo 
frequently occurs) by large and toorTUous doses of Cinchona or Quinine 
— that is to say, Cinchona prevents their periodical return and destroys 
the tyj>e. But where this remedy is employed in intermittent fevers, 
where it is inappropriate (as is the case with ail epidemic intcrmittents, 
which pass over whole countries, and even mountains), the patient is 
not at all cured, because the character of the disease is destroyed; he 
ia still indisposed, and often much more so than he was before; he suf- 
fers from a peculiar chronic bark complaint, oflen incurable, and yet 
this is what physicians term a cure." — Note to § 233, Organon. 

The physician of the " rational " (?) school searches only for general 
conditions. To be ahle to diagnose ague and its quotidiau, tertian, or 
quartan form is enough for him ; it aatisiies the supposed demands of 
science, andenahleehim to prescribe some preparation of Cinchona (see 
Organon, p. 195). Either the ready facility of this generalizing prac- 
tice with the entire absence of consistency in its application, or a praise- 
worthy, yet unsuccessful attempt to utilize the pathological theories of 
Allopathy, have induced many very excellent men of our school to 
abandon if they ever possessed a knowledge of Hahnemann's inductive 
method, for this "short cut" to success. This can be better illustrated 
by the following comparison of

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There are many remedies that would fulfill the requirements of Dr. 
Holcombe*8 Arsenic case. Each one of Dr. Burt*8 organic remedies is 
apparently well indicated. On the other hand, there is but a single 
remedy that will meet the requirements of Dr. Johnson's. It does not 
aid us in finding the remedy to know that the paroxysm is not of the 
typical form, or that gastric or cerebral disturbance be present, or that 
malarial poison has profoundly impressed the sympathetic ganglia, or 
even to know that he feels as he did in his former attack. We want a 
statement of the case in graphic figurative language, not in the ab- 
stract terms of science. We want a clear statement of the objective 
and subjective phenomena which precede, accompany or follow the 
various stages of the paroxysm.

"A simple, fresh, uncomplicated case of intermittent fever," etc., may 
be promptly cured by twenty -five or thirty other remedies as well as 
Quinine ; but Arsenic, alone, will cure that of Dr. Joslin's. To know 
that Quinine, or any other remedy, has cured intermittent fever is of 
no value to the homocopatli ; unless he be given the particulars in which 
this fever, cured by Quinine, differed from other similar fevers; and 
generalization can never give him this knowledge. 

" There are diversities in the form in which intermittent fever appears 
in different persons and in different epidemics; that these forms require 
different remedies, and that thus there is a form which is capable of 
being cured by Arsenic, and by nothing else ; a form capable of being 
cured by Quinine and by nothing else ; and so of other drugs. In this 
view, when a case of intermittent fever presents itself, the question can 
never be: Is Arsenic a better remedy for this disease than Quinine is? 
Does it offer greater chances of a cure? There can be no better or worse. 
The question is between right and wrong ; suitable and not suitable. 
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The (iiieatiun ehoulil be always; Which remedy eorresiwnds to thia 
particular cu^c, unii is thereiure, indicated in it ?" — Dunham, Vol. II, p. 
201. 

THE GENUS EPIDEMICUS. 

As the prevailing cough which occurs during epidemic whooping- 
oough is relieved by the genus of the epidemic ; or the acut« angina 
occurring when diphtheria is prevalent is also most readily coDtrolJed 
liy the remedy which controls the epidenuc; so also may our attention 
be directed to the curative remedy iu intermittent fever by carefully ob- 
serving the character of the prevailiug disease. This is especially the 
case in sea-side intermittents which so often find their similiiiinm in 
Arsenicum, Gelsemium, or Natrum Muriaticnm. Where the epidemic 
breaks out after an overflow of a river, Bryonia, Capsicum or Kbus tox. 
may frequently be called for; or during epidemic dysentery occurring 
in autumn Colchicum may relieve every case. Cinchoua, Eucalyptus, 
Eupatitrium, Ipecacuanha and other drugs are often thought of in this 
oontiection, wheu a careful study will lead to the remedy retjuired. 

Hahnemann calls attention to this feature of disease in the following: 
"Epidemics of intermitteuts occurring in places where such fevers 
are not epidemic, partake of the nature of chronic diseases, and are 
composed of a Heriee of acute attacks. Each epidemic poseesBee a 
peculiar uniform character, common to all individuals attacked by the 
epidemic disease. By observing the complex of symptoms peculiar to 
all patients, this common character wiil be found to point out the 
bonio&opathic (specific) remedy for all cases in general. This remedy 
will also usually relieve patients who, previous to this epidemic, bad 
onjoyed good health, and who were free from developed psora. 

WHEN TO ADMINISTER THE REMEDY? 

Although this has never been a *|ucation of much c<inlriivcrHy, yet 
I the prevailing practice bus been to administer Aconite, Gelsemium, 
I Veratrum viride, or some other favorite during the paroxysm, for the 
J double purpiwe of "doing something" and "controlling the fever." 
b£very observing physician who has had much experience in the Ireat- 
Fment of intermittent fever will testify that this plan rarely has any 
Kjwrceptible effect upon the paroxysm, unless it be to render it more 
Kobecure. This "doing something" can be successfully accomplished 
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with sac. lac, if it be absolutely necessary to do anything. The easiest, 
safest, most satisfactory and scientifie method is that of Hahnemann, 
and no cause for regret will ever follow its adoption. 

Hahnemann says, Organon, § 236: "In these cases, the medicine is 
generally most efficacious when it is administered a short time after the 
termination of the paroxysm, when the patient has partially recovered 
from it. During the intermission the medicine will have time to de- 
velop its curative effect in the organism, without violent action or dis- 
turbance ; while the effect of a medicine, though specifically adapted to 
the case, given just before the next paroxysm, would coincide with the 
renewal of the disease, thereby creating such counteraction and distress 
in the organism, as to deprive the patient of much strength, and even 
to endanger life.* But if the medicine is given just after the termina- 
tion of the attack, when the fever has entirely subsided, and before the 
premonitary symptoms of the next paroxysm have time to appear, the 
vital force of the organism is in the most favorable condition to be 
gently modified by the medicine, and restored to healthy action." 

§ 287 : " If the feverless interval is very brief, as in some severe fevers, 
or if it is disturbed by the afler-effecte of the preceding paroxysm, the 
dose of homoeopathic medicine should be administered when the per- 
spirati(m diminishes, or when the subsequent stages of the paroxysm 
decline." 

§ 238. " One dose of the appropriate remedy may prevent several 
attacks, and may actually have restored health ; nevertheless, we may 
perceive threatening indications of a new attack, and in this case only, 
the same medicine should be repeated, provided the complex of symp- 
toms continues to be the same. " 

If, after the exhibition of the proper remedy, the next paroxysm be 
earlier and more aevere, or later and milder than preceding one, the 
action of the remedy should not be interfered with; wait for succeeding 
paroxysm, which may be lighter still or not return at all. 

§ 245. "Perceptible and continued progress of improvement in 
an acute or chronic disease, is a condition which, as long as it lasts, 
invariably counter indicates the repetition of any medicine what- 
ever, because the beneficial effects which the medicine continues to 

* There are proofs of this, unfortunately, in the too frequent cases of where a 
moderate allopathic dose of Opium, administered to the patient during the cold 
stage of the fever, has quickly deprived him of life.

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k exert u rapidly approaching its perfection. Under these cireum- 
I BtaiiceB every new doee of any medicine, even of the last one that 
Iproved beneficiul, would disturb tlie process of recovery." 

To many, as it was to HahDeuiann for yeara, this its one of the most 

■ perplexing problems in practice. Tlioae who have given it a trial are 

■ couvince<l not only of the aouiiilueas of Hahnemann's teaching, but of 
litB s(i|terior success in practice. Those who have never tried it can 
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THE SIMILLIMUM. 

The selection of the remedy is the question of questions — the one of 
'vital import to the physician as well as his patient. Ouce unmistak- 
'ftbly found, a cure will ae certainly result. The potency question, in 
comparison, sinks into insigniticaace. The more perfect the simillimum, 
the quicker and surer the cure. On the other hand, if the remedy be 
not the pro|)er one, no matter how high or how low the potency, how 
crude the drug, or how massive the dose, we will utterly fail; or, at 
most, only partially cure by suppressing the attack. We are slow to 
leam the great Icsjob inculcated by Hahnemuun i'rom the first to the 
last page of the Organon: that it is quality, not quantity, that 
cures ; that the proper selection of the remedy is of much greater 
moment than the quantity to be given ; that diseage m not an entity, 
and cannot be expelled from the m/»lem by quantity; nor can quaniiiy 
take the. place of, or atone for, ait improper or imperfed selection of 
the remedy. 

Dunham says; "The selection of the remedy for a case of sickness, 

a process of comparison. We compare the symptoms of the case 
with the symptoms which drugs have produced in the healthy ; and we 
ilect the drug of which the symptoms are most similar to those of the 
p&tient. We seek a parallelism between drug symptoms and those of 
the patient. The symptoms of a case of sickue^, like the physiological 
phenomena of healthy persons, are not always and during all time the 
■ame; they vary from day to day, from hour to hour or from minute to 
minute. Indeed it might properly be said that life is, in so far as every 
physiological process is concerned, a series of oscillations within physio- 
logical limits; now action is vehement, now mild; waste is now in ex- 
cess, now in deficit. 

" Jtut 80 it b with morbid phenomena or s^'mptoms, whether they be 
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of nntiirnl. or of arlificial or dnig, disease. We are tlien iiififituting 
comparUouH between, aa to speak, oecillaling am! wmtimially shlfling 
series of phemjmena, 

"Now, the point of import«Dce here ia that tkia osciilatinn aud ehiil- 
ing require time, and that therefore our summary of the Bymptome 
must cover not merely the moment of time at which we olwerve ihe 
patient, but also some prerioua time during which the symptoms may 
have beeu different from those of the present time. This remark ap- 
plies both to the drug and the case. It is necessary not simply for the 
purpiae of getting a fiiU picture of the case, but also to make certain 
that there is a complete parallelism between tho case and the drug ve 
think of giving the patient. 

" Two lines, each an inch long, may appear to be parallel. If we 
would be certain whether or not they are so, let us project each line 
until it Is a foot long. We shall then more easily see the divergence 
or convergence if there be any. Just so, at some particular moment, 
the Bympioms of a case and of a drug may appear to be very similar; 
but if we compare the succession and order of the syniplonjs, for the 
space of a (fay or two, with the succession and order of the drug symp- 
toms, we may notice a marked difference. 

"This is illustrated by comjiaring the symptoms produced by two 
drugs in thu healthy prover. There is a period in the artion of each, 
when, to my mind the symptoms of Aconite and Carho vegetnbilis are 
very similar, and yet, taking a broader view of these drugs, we can 
scarcely find any more unlike. 

" Shall 1 shock any of my hearers by stating this necessity for taking 
into consideration tbe course and succession of symptoms in selecting 
a remwiy and shall I be told that strict homceopathy requires that a 
prescription shall be made for the symptoms that are present, the rem- 
edy to be changed when the symptoniB change? I believe that some con- 
sciencious physicians too closely follow this method — too closely for the 
best success. I.et us take a practical instance; a case of intermittent 
fever. The patient has certain symptoms which precede and usher in 
the chill. Then, for two hours or more, he has tbe symptoms which 
constitute the chill ; then, after an interval, those which constitute the 
hot stage; then those of the sweating stage; after which comes a period 
of from ten to forty hours, constituting tbe apyresia, during which the 
patient probably may have some symptoms which serve to characterize 
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his cnse, aod imlividuHlizc it. Wt niiij' see the patient during one or 
I nil of tliesc periiHls. Uia svmplomB at tile differeut times »rc certainly 
very difierent. Is it our custom, ia it good practice, to give the patient 
a diflerent remedy, corresponding to euch of theBestogea; or, would the 
I uic«sl faculty of selection lead us to select for euch stage the same rem- 
edy, to which a survey of the whole case would bring iia? The former 
' in not our custom. It would not be gootf practice. We could nr)t so 
I eeiect. On the contrary, we extend our lines of s)-niptoma — unless they 
I correspond with the complete paroxysm and apyrexia — and then we can 
I judge of their paralleliam. We seek a remedy which produces just 
I such cold, hot and i^weating stages, in just such order and with just such 
concomitant symptoms, and ihut likewise produces such 8ympti>me in 
the apyrexia. Do you iM)int me to ctiaes in which no such parallelism 
is found, and yet a successful prescription ia made? I reply that, aa I 
said at first, we are like the Israelites, and must make bricks whether we 
have straw or not. We must prescribe from our Materia Medica as it 
ia. Where we can do no better, we must prescribe on a few sj-mptoma. 
on an inference or an analogy, rather than refuse to prescril>c at all, 
Yet nobody will deny the greater certainty of the prescriptioli where 
such a parallelism can be established. In such a cose then we follow 
the patient along a series of violent oscillations, between cold, heat, 
sweat, and the normal state again, and this we do, to a greater or less 
extent, in very many illnesses in which the oscillations are not so vio- 
lent. I believe that a broad enough consideration of this subject would 
lead phjiticians to abstain from alternation of remedies even in the few 
instances in which Hahnemann sanctioned it, and would deter them 
from the error, as I deem it, of leaving a patient several remedies to be 
taken, variously, as different phases of sensation or objective phenomena 
succeed each other. But to be able to prescribe in this large-viewed 
way for your patient, you nmst have studied the Materia Medica in the 
same comprehensive way; you must have studied the connection and 
succession of the syraptoma. A mere rejwrtory study for the case in 
hand will not suffice. * • • * « Seeking the means to cure the 
patient then, we look among drug pro%*ing8 lor a similar series of phe- 
nomena. Let us suppose that we find one, which corres|jonds pretty 
well. Not exactly, however, for here are certain symptoms character- 
istic of that drug of which the patient has not complained. We ex- 
ile the patient as regards those symptoms. Ko! his symptoma 
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that line are quite different. We try another eiinilar drug, comparing 
its eyuiptoniB with the patients, and questioning the patient still further; 
and ihUB the comparing and trying proceed until we find a fit. This 
is a mental process, so expeditious sometimes that we are hardly aware 
how we eng^e in it. But it shows how difficult it is to take a caao 
unices we have some knowledge of the Materiii Mcdlca, and liow much 
an extensive knowledge of the Materia Alediea aids us in taking the 
case; and this explains why the masters in our art have given us such 
model cnaen. 

"To cure an intermittent fever we must: 1, Study the patient 
during the apyresia, to form an exact idea of the functional action, 
regular or otherwise, of all the organs. 2. Observe all the symptoms 
of the pyrexia in its three stages 'if eold, heat and sweat. 3. Par- 
ticularly note if a stage is absent, and which among them is the moat 
marked. 4. Expressly depend upon the biiarre, singular, exceptional, 
phenomena, because they, above all, are characteristic, and figure in 
the fint rank of the symptoms to which the drug must correspond in 
order to cure." — A. Cuarue, M.D. The following:

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THE POTENCY. 
The greatest culamity that iu practice can befall a bomceopatliic 
physician, is to acquire a routine habit of thinking that a remedy c^iii 
cure only certain conditiona or di§eiis^e, nnd uo others. Tliis usiiully 
is the first step in a rimtiiie habit of pi-eseribing, and keejis lime and 
pace with that other habit of thinking ihat, " the potency I use is the 
only successful one." The objections that "there is no power iu poteu- 
tized drugs, hence I have never used them ;" or, " 1 do not believe they 
can possibly cure, or I would use them ;" or, " I cannot understand how 
tliey are made," are offered as objections daily by the allopatli to our 
low dilutions and even drop doses of the tincture. Truth is truth, 
whether we believe it or not. The potency, whether high or low, will 
never be aifected in the slightest degree by such objectious. Faith 
can have no place in science, where a fact can be demonstrated by 
experiment. The question of potency can only be settled by the 
test of exjierience ; and each individual member must make the experi- 
ment for himself. Those who never use but one potency can never 
have any experimental knowledge of any other. Hahnemann asked to 
have his great discovery, under the rules he laid down, subjected to the 
teat of practice, and the &ilures published to the world. Submit the 
potency question to the same test, write out the case, in extengo, with 
the remedv and potency, and publish the failures ; the profession can 
then decide whether it was in the selection of the remedy used, or in 
the potency. Columbus had no difficulty in making the egg stand. 
The calling of hard names can neither decide the question, nor Tcctm- 
cile the conflicting views. In the interests of science, published facts, 
which bear on their face the stamp of reliability, should, both in justice 
to ourselves and others, be accepted as such, irrespective of potency, 
instead of being met ivith the weapons used by the cotem|Miraries of 
Hahnemann and .lenner. Hahnemann decreased the dose as 
he increased his knowledge of Materia Medica. Can wc 
adopt a better rule?

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Dunham says : " Nothing will gain the uunfidencc of a patient bo 
surely as meee»s. His confidence, once gained by ewrem, cannot be 
ahakeiiby the form of your dose! Yes; it may though! If he sees that 
while yotir doctrines require you to give amall doeea, you yet dissemble 
and Juggle, and, by using large pills and lozenges and mixtures, try to 
make it appear that you are giving as large doses as your Old-School. 
ni-'ighbor, he will suspect that your faith in the system you profess is 
u )t really strong, and he will hai-e doubts of both you and your system. 
The sick man who feels that you are curing him, cares nut a straw for 
th? logical improbabilities of your doctrines, nor for the Bcientilic dif- 
ficviltiea attending the explanation of the action of your little dose, 
Lii-ge or small — much or nothing — if under your auspices, his 
hiaiih return, he will have faith equally in yourself and in your 
methods." 

"Patients are like soldiers; they believe in a man who believes in 
himself. We say this with all humility, for, in a matter of science, 
belief in one's self is faith in the laws one has undertaken to carry out 
in practice. And if the physician show confideuce In his methods, his 
patients will yield themselves implicitly to his guidance. The preju- 
dice in favor of large anil many doses is a relic of past ages, when the 
practitioner was paid, not for his skill and personal services, but for iho 
medicines he furnished." 

A hommopathic cure is as beneficial to our patients as an allopathic 
one; and if it be quicker, surer, safer, and more pleasant, why not cure 
him homcBopathically. 

CHARACTERISTIC. 

I am convinced that io the treaimcnt of intermittent fever, as well 

as of many other afleotions, we pay too much attention to the local 

manifestations of diseases — to the local symptoms of the drug — and too 

lillle to the general symptoms of the patient and the constitutional 
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aclicii of the remedy. For this rowon we fail to gel a true picture of 
the flisease — the totality of the symptonn!, objective ami siihjec live — 
aud are apt to fall into the routine practice of treating the disease in- 
ateml (jf the patient. This is ettpefially true in that large claaa of 
chronic intcrmittenls, in which the p»ora of Hahnemann — the consti- 
tutional dyscrasiie of the German pathologists — becomes such an im- 
portant factor. 

In " masked intermittetits," also, where the character of the disease 
ie not marked by the usual chill, heat, and sweat, our only guide is tlie 
constitutional symptoms of the patient. In this way we may relieve 
a multitude of ailments, as well as interna ttenta, for whose local symp- 
toms and tissue lesions we have bs yet been unable to find an analogy 
in our drug provings. For this reason, and to make the book a more 
complete work of reference, I have added some of the leading pecu- 
liari^es of each remedy under 

C'HAKAt'TERISTIC. 

Dunham aays: " The fact cannot be too often called to mind, nor too 
strongly insisted upon, that our most characteristic indications for the 
use of a drug, which presents well-defined general symptoms, as Arsenic 
does, and indeed as every well proved drug does, are derived not from 
its local action upon any organ or system, not from a knowledge of 
the particular tissues it may affect, and how it affects them, but upon 
Che general constitutional symptoms and their conditions and concomi- 
tants. If this were not so. in the presence of how many maladies, of 
the iatiraate nature of which we are wholly ignorant and which never- 
theless we cure, should we be utterly powerless for good. 

" A caee wilt serve to illustrate not merely this point but also another, 
viz: the detection and treatment of what is sometimes called 'masked 
intern) ittents,' by which is meant a disease clearly resulting from 
marsh -malaria, but which nevertheless does not manifest itself by the 
customary paroxysm of chill, heat and perspiration, which con- 
etituie intermittent fever. 

" A precocious child in Dutchess Co., twelve years old, had complained 
for more than eighteen months of a severe pain in left ear. She was 
brought to my office for treatment, with the statement that for this 
affection she had been treated, both locally and constitutionally for an 
inflammation of the middle ear, by some of the most distinguished 
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surgeons of the city of New York hut with no good reault. I could 
discuver no distinct signs of locul leflion, but nevertheless supposed it 
to be a case of otalgia, and from a very close correapoudetice of the 
case, as described to nie, with the symptoms of Chamoniilla, gave that 
drug. 8he got no better. I then learned, that she had been under 
the care of a goorl homixopathic physician, who, if it had beeu simple 
Otalgia, wouhl surely have cured her. This fact induced me to ecrutl- 
ni^e the ease very carefiilly before I prescribed again. Visiting the 
patient repeatedly at her residence, at difierent times in the ilay, I 
found that the attacks of pain were regularly and distinctly paroxys- 
mal ; that they were attended by the peculiar thirst so characteristic 
of Arsenic, by the restlessness and angtiiah, and followed by the pros- 
tration, eijually characteristic. Furthermore, concomitant syiiiptoms 
of an Arsenic gastralgia and diarrhoea were also present. It then 
occurred to me that this was probably a case of masked intermittent. 
The situation of the house and the topography of the neighborhood 
fkvored the idea. On the strength of the symptoms recited, I gave 
Arsenic *'"'. Within five days the pains had ceased to appear, but 
in their stead came a regular paroxysm of chill, fever and sweat, indi- 
cating the existence of quotidian intermittent fever. These paroxysms 
recurred for four days, gradually dimiuishiug iu intensity. They then 
ceased, leaving the patient well. 

'■ Whatever, then, may be the local name of the disease, whatever pa- 
thological name it may bear, if the general symptoms correspond to 
those of Arsenic, in the way that I have pointeti out, do not hesitate - 
a moment to give that drug."

The remedy is not at fault ; it acts just as 
promptly in intermittent fever as in any other disease.

ACONITUM NAPELLUS. 

Characteristic. — Aconite is most frequently iadicated in recent 
cases occurring in joung persons, especially girls of a full pleth- 
oric habit who lead a sedentary life; persons easily affected by 
atmospheric changes, 

On rising from a recnmbent posture, the red face becomes deathly 
pale, or he becomes faint or giddy and falls over ; he fears to rise 
again ; often accompanied by vanishing of sight and nnconsciousness. 

Great fear and anxiety of mind, with great nervous excitability ; 
aftaid to go out. to go into a crowd where there is any excitement 
or many people, to cross a street. His coQnt«nance is expressive of 
fear ; his life is rendered miserable by it 

Hahnemann says ; " Whenever Aconite is chosen homcBopathically, 
yon mnst. above all. observe the moral symptoms, and be carefol 
that it closely resembles them : the anguish of mind and body ; the 
restlessness ; the disquiet not to be allayed." 

Agi^ravatioil. — In the evening ami night the pains are iiiBcpport- 
able ; in a ivarni room ; when ming in bed. 

Amelioration. — During the day; in the open air; while at rest 
. (esevpt at night in bed); after perspiration; from wine.

Type. — QuotidluQ ; quarlan. No regularity ; pcrkidifity not 
marked. Apt to become synnclial, or iuflnmmatory gymptums with 
congestion of lociU organs, as head and chest, may form a complicntioD.

Heflt. — With thirst. Toteardu eve)iing, dry heat in the face, with 
anxiety; high fever; dry burning heal, vjliich extends from head and 
face ; burning heat, with chilly shivcrings running up the buck, Oreai 
fear; nervous exoilability ; restlesimees and anitiotts tossing aboitt. Covgh 
during heal, with palpitation and pleuritic stitches in the chest (cough 
during chill and heat, Bry. — *ough before and during the chill, 
Rhus). Red face while lyiny, and jiale face and fainting when riaiitg 
up. Great thirtt for targe qvantitieg of water ; everything ehe tattea 
hitter (thirst for large quantities in every stage, Bry., Natr. m. — 
only during heat, Ipec). Can not bear to be covered, yet fears t« be 
uncoveretl (Camph., Sec). 

SwCAt. — Mvgl be covered as soon as sweat begins; covered or affected 
parts sweat most profusely, (Ant. t.) or perspiration only on side ofi 
which he lies (Cinch., Nitr, ac.) — sweat on single parts only (Bry.).

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Is rarely indicated, ^sr «e, as the remedy to cure (but fretjuently 
used during paroxysm when not indicated). Cause, often the charac- 
teristic indication ; then it acts promptly and cures permanently. 

"Aconite is never to be given first to subdue the fever, and then 
some other remedy to meet the case ; never to be alternated with other 
drugs for the purpose of controlling the fever. If the fever be such 
as to require Aconite, no other drug is needed. If other drugs seem 
indicated, oue should be sought which meets the fever as well ; for 
many drugs beside Aconite produce fever, each after his kind." — 
Dunham, I, p. 87.

49, after a fatipuing walk, sought a cool re- 
treat to rest ; she enon began to feel rigors passing down her back, 
followed by shuddering and indescribable aching &om the head to the 
lower extremities; could scarcely endure contact with twd -clothing, 
and this sensitive and sore feeling was all over the body ; great thirst; 
thick, white coatiug on the tongue; tumefied countenance, expressive 
of much pain. Pulse not much accelerated; chilliness and heat in 
rapiil alternation; intolerable aching; thirst and dry skin continued 
all night In the p.m., frlghtfiil pains tending to the head. Aeon." 
in water. First doee had a quieting efiect ; pains less ; ekiu moist ; 
eenfiitivenees to contact removed; slept till morning. Made a good 
recovery.

iESCULUS HIFFOCASTANUM. 

Characteristic. — Most suitable to persons with bemoirhoidal 
tendencies, who snffer from gastric, bilious or catarrhal troubles. 

CouBtAut baofcache — severe, dull, aching pain — affecting the sacrum 
and hips, sacro-iliac articulations, worse when walking or stooping 
forward. 

Back gives out at that point when walking, mnst sit or lie down.

( Gels .), with heat and burning in the rectum and anus. Bcvere chilli- 
nfss, with rigor; cannot get warm. 

Heat.^Flushes of heat over the face, occiput, neck, and (ihoulderB 
iir over whole liody. In evening fever from 7 to 12 p.m., skin hot and 
dry, palms and soles burn, disposed to yawn and stretch ; head aches as 
if it would burst. Lungs feel engorged; heart beats violently.

Iq France during the continental wars of the Empire, the blockade 
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of ihe Eunipean porta by the English navy was so rigi J, that Pe 
hark — the recoguiKed specific for intermittent fever — was effeotnaliy 
exi-luded. 

It was during this time that a vigoroua search by the feculty for a 
Eubstitiite fur bark, brought Into experimental use many remediee, and 
among others Arsenic and .^^sciilus. 

The Bvlletifi da Science Medicalet, in 1808. Vol. II., p. 660, published 
a large number of cures obtained by the bark of the horse-cheatuut. 
Dr. Kunque reports 43 cases; Dr. Cazin 2 cases of tertian and one of 
double tertian ; and Dr. Lncrois in an epidemic of intermittent fever 
in the department of Loire el Cher, succeesfully treated over "200 cases 
with J^ulus alone. 

GUNIGAL.

During the paroxysm she 
Buffered cruelly in the throat and could swallow nothing; it seemed to 
ber ns if the inside of her throat were rubbed with a live coal ; she was 
thirsty and the difficulty of swallowing was so great that she could not 
drink ; moreover, saliva flowed abundantly and her whole mouth was 
lined with mucus. Being interrogated, she told me that, in the interval 
of the paroxysms, her throat always hurt her, but in a less degree ; she 
wafl constipated and sometimes suffered from hemorrhoids. The numer- 
ous physicians previously consulted were unaminous in attacking the 
intermittent with the antiperiodic, par exeellenee. Quinine, and always 
■without eflect. In consideration of the periodicity of the Bym|)tom8, 
the sore throat, the constipation, the hemorrhoidal affection, all patho- 
genetic effects of .iii>culu8, 1 gave this remedy 30th, and two doses of three 
globules each, sufficed Ui relieve the jiatient of all her sufferings. — A. 
Chauoe.

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Constipation; no desire for, and no ability to pass stool until there 
is a large accumulation ; with great strainiag. must grasp the seat 
of closet tightly; stools hard, knotty, covered with mucus; or soft 
clayey, adhering to parts (Plat); of uarslug infants, tcom artificial 
food; inactive rectum. 

Urine voided while straining at stool, or cannot pass it without 
soch straining. 

After menses; exhausted mentally and physically (Carb. an., Cocci. 

Leucorrhcea; acrid, profuse, running down to heels in lai^e quan- 
tities, relieved by cold bathing.

All irritntiiig things: salt, vinegar, jtepjier, bread 
eniml)a, immediately start cough. AversioD to meat (Am.). 

Apynxia.^ Continual etnpty erudatiims which afford relief, Oreal 
laantuite of the whole body; great exhaustion and iucliuatiun to lie down; 
uncoDiiuerable dispositiou to lie down. 

If patient has had freiiueiit attacks of painter's colic. Rarely indi- 
cated, but wheu required, chronic constitutional ailments will almost 
always !« present. Often completes a cure begun by Bryonia, and 
should always be thought of as the next remedy if symptoms corre- 
apond. 

AMBRA GBISEA. 

Characteristic. — Adapted to bilious or nervous-bilions tempera- 
ments ; lean persons ; children, especially yoong girls who are nervooB. 
exltable, weak. 

Ranula, with fetid breath. 

Sleepnesaness; after buslnesB embarrassment, mast get ap (Act 
rac.). 

Frequent ineffectual desire for stool which cansea ajixlety; at this 
time the presence of other persons becomes unbearable (while u^lIla^ 
lug, Natr. ra.). 

Metrorrhagia between menstrual periods at every little accident as 
a longer walk than usual, or every hard stool. 

Violent congh in spasmodic paroxysms, with eructations and hoarse- 
ness. 

Aggravation. — Warm drinks ; warm room ; lying down ; at night ; 
too little sleep. 

Amelioration. — After eating; cold air; cold food and drinks. 

Type. — No periodicity. 

Time, — In the forenoon. Fever, without chill, 7 to 8 p.m. 

Chill.— Of single parts of body, with heat of face. Chill, with laa- 
sitnde and sleepiness, relieved by eating {sweat lessened by eating, 
Anac); chills before dinner. Skin of whole bo<ly, except tiace, neck 
and genitals, cold (ice cold genitals, Sulf.).

Constipation extremely obstinate ; stools hard, crumbling, requiring 
great effort for expulBion (Magn. m.), with much flatolence. 

During menses; bloody discharge from the bowels (Phos.); djar- 
rh(Ba and vomiting | Amm. c.) ; neuralgic pains in the feet 

Blood seems in constant ebnlitioo. Chills alternating with heat 
every half hour, 

Ai^raTation. — From uncovering during fever paroxysm ( Nux v.). 

Tj'pe. — No periodicity. 

TimR.— 3 till 4 a.m.— 5, fi and 7 p.m. 

Septimani. — t'hill and fever tbllowed by profuse sweat every seventh 
day (Cinch.). 

Prodrome. — TLirst ; sleeplessness. 

Chill. — Without thirst. Chilliness evenings after lying down, and 
as often as she awakes, lasting entire night. Violent shivering, without 
aubsetjuent heat (without subsequent heat or sweat, Bov.). Chill 
running up the back ; warm covering does not relieve the coldness.

Disposed to be malicious, seems bent on wickedness; irresistible 
desire to curse and swear. 

Suspects every one and everything around him; when walking he 
felt anxious as if some one were pursuing him; lack of confidence in 
himself and others; weakness of all the senses. 

Strange temper: laughs at serious matters, and is serious over 
laughable things; thinks herself a demon; swears, 

Sensation as of a hoop or band around the part (Sulf.). 

Tj'pe.— Quotidian ; tertian; quartan. 

Timc^. — i P.M. Afternoon, Every P.M., at Jour o'clock, fever tcilk- 
oul chilt {l^yc.}. 

Chill. — Especially in the open air, relieved in the sunshine (Con., 
Sec). Shivering over the back and whole body, as from cold water 
being thrown upon the jwrson, with heat of feoe (Rhus, Ant. t., 
Am.). Repeated icy cold creeping ; feeling of chilliness of limits, 
handa and feet, which causes trembling; internal chill even in a warm 
room; worse in o|)en air. Shaking chill, with ill-humor and restless- 
ness. Forehead cold and cheeks red. External heat with internal 
chill. Internal heat with cold sweat. Heat of left side only. 

Heat. — From 4 p.m. till evening, daily relieved by eating; heat of 
upper part of the body; with hot breath, cold feet with internal shiver- 
iugs; external heat, especially of face and palms; abdomen and knees 
weak ; heat over whole body, but complains of being cold. If any thirst, 
between heat and sweat ^between cold and hot stage, Sabad.j, 
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Sweat. — Night-sweats ; frequently waking up from sleep, with general 
Bwrat. At night he sweats on the ehest and abdomen. Cluinmy sweat 
in the palms, especially the left. Sweat bett«r by eating. Sweats wkm 
tiaing. Dyspnica anil distressing ehortnesB of breath (during chiJl, 
Apis). 

Ton^e. — Is white and rougli; taste, like herring brine; bitter taete 
ajler imoking. Flat, oSenijive taste in the mouth. Apt to choke when 
eating or drinking. 

In fevenf of nursing children, which return every afternoon at four 
o'clock, Anacardiuin vies with Lycopodinin ; but the fever ia not ao 
severe in character, all stages being of a milder grade. Child is very 
irritable, a n/ighl offence or contradiction makee him exoemvely angry 
(Bry., Cham.}. 

ANGUSTUEA. 

Characteristic. — Very much fatigued, feels it most in the thighs. 

Caries and very painful ulc«rs, whii-h affect the bones and pierce 
them to the marrow, particularly if the patient has longing for coffee 
and a very touchy, sensitive mind ; very susceptible, will not bear 
the slightest joke. Timid ; dyspeptic. 

Traumatic tetanus (Hyper.). 

Aggl'aviltioil. — From touching the affected part; .3 p.m., in after- 
noon. 

Type. — Periodicity not marked. 

Time.— 3 P. M.— (ApiB, Ars., Chin, s.) 

Cause. — Fevers occurring in tropical couutriea; aher travelling 
through Bwam])B in a hot dimate (Ced. |. 

CbilL — Violent chill every afternoon at 3 P.M. Shiver- 
ing with goote-JUsh, viitfioul thirst, for several days in succesiiion.

Disposition to abnormal growths of ekin; fingernails do not grow 
as rapidly; crushed nails grow lu splits, like warts, and with homy 
spots. 

Large homy places (coms) on soles, which are very sensitive when 
walking, especially on stone pavements.

Nausea, vomiting and constipation, in remittents (Ant. c). 

Great sleepiness, or irresistible inclination to sleep, with nearly 
all complaints. 

Aggraratlon. — In damp cold weather; in evening; lying down at 
night; motion; warmth. 

Amelioration! — Cold open air; sitting upright ; eructations; expec- 
toration. 

Type. — Quotidian; tertian; quartan. Apt to become remittent or 
typhoid. Epidemics of winter or early spring. In tertian fever attackt 
anHdpcUe general koum. 

Time. — 9 a.m., severe rigor without shaking, 3 P.M., or evening 
at 6 P.M. All periods; no regularity. 
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Prodrome. — ^Yawning and stretching (Cinch., Eup. perf.). When 
gaping, mouth remains open for a while, could not shut it. 

Chill and Heat, without thirsty alternating during the day. (Ars. 
— chill and sweat, or sweat and heat alternating, Ant. c.) Chill 
as if cold water were dashed over one (Rhus, Opium), with goose- 
flesh, gaping, want of thirst; drowsiness following heat with dullness in 
head. Chill with tremhling and shaking over whole body. Backache 
with the chill. He looks pale, and is so chilly on going into the open 
air that he trembles (chilly when going from open air into a room, 
Ars. — See Rhus). Cold skin. Trembling and chilliness a! way 8 from 
withiyi outward. Short chill and long lasting heat, with somnolency and 
profuse sweat on forehead. Chill, with external coldness, coming on at 
all times of the day, with somnolency; mostly with trembling and shak- 
ing. Chill lasting 45 minutes followed by vomiting, headache, heat, 
and thirst ; after drinking, retching. 

Heat. — Violent short heat succeeding a long chill, aggravated by every 
motion (feels chilly if he moves, Nux v., Apis). Thirst not constant 
during the hot stage, but marked between heat and sweat. Heat long 
and severe with much sweat, intense thirst and delirium, sometimes 
occurs in tertian type. 

Sweut. — Profuse all over ; may last all night; follows long after, in 
the afternoon during the sleep, or profuse sweat the following night, 
with increased secretion of urine. Affected parts sweat pro- 
fusely (Amb. g.). Sweat often, cold, clammy, sticky. Worse while 
swi'Uting, but rather better after (Ipec). 

Tongue. — Characteristic, red edges ^ or red and white in alternate 
streaks; papillae red and raised ax in scarlatina; tongHe bright red and 
dry in the centre, covered with a thick, white, pasty fur. Food taste- 
less ; tobacco has no taste. Desire for apples ; acids (desire for juicy 
fruit, Verat.). 

Pulse. — Much accelerated by slightest motion ; strong and full dur- 
ing chill ; feeble, slow and very weak as the heat passes ofl^. 

During paroxysm, cannot keep his eyes open; irresistible sleepiness and 
deep stupefied sleep; when awake, hopelessness and despair. 

Violent but not long-lasting heat succeeding a long chill, aggravated by 
every motion. 

Long-lasting heat, after a short chill, with somnolency and sweat on the 
forehead, — Hering.

ApjTPxiii. — The gojitric, rheumatic, euporom cliaracier of the inter- 
tnittetiu of AntiiiKinium tnrt. will not fail to call our utteution to this 
piiljt^hrest. In spring nnd autumn, especially with clilldrcn, they are 
prone to take on a remitting type of fever, attended with nausea, vomit- 
ing, and drowsiness. Gastric symptoms are very pronounced, as in 
ADtioionium crud. Nausea and vomiting may be present; if so, it 
ie very prostrating' Weakness and exhaustion, with great depr^slon of 
Spirits. Weariness and lassitude with no appetite. 

Ill some epidemics occurring in winter and early spring it often 
amounts to the genus epidemieut; esptciaily when gaalric and typhoid 
ievers predonnuat*.', or when every fever is inclincKl to become remittent 
or typhoid, 

APiTJM vmus. 

Characteristic. — Adapted to struraons constitution. Bilious, 
nervous temperament; women, especially widows; children and girls 
who though generpJly careful, become awkward and let things fell 
while handling them (Bov.). 

Lachrymose disposition; cannot help crying; discouraged; de- 
spondent. Bag-like swelling under the eyes (over the eyes, Kali c). 

Great sensitiveness to touch iBell., Lach.). 

Pain ; burning, stinging, sore : periodical, in sudden sharp par- 
oxysms, suddenly migrating from one part to another (Kali b., Puis.). 

Sudden, shrill, piercing screams while wakening or sleeping 
(HeUebore.), 

Thirstlessness : Anasarca ; ascites. Incontinence of urine with 
great irritation of the parts ; can scarcely retain the urine a moment, 
and when passed, scalds severely. Frequent, painful, scanty, bloody 
urination. 

AggraViiUun. — After sleeping (Lach.); t'li»cd, especially warm 
or heated rooms are intolerable. Worse from getting wet through 
(Rhus), but better from washing or moistening the part in cold water. 

Amelioration. — Open air; cold water ore 

Apia and Natr. m, are complementary. 

Type. — Quotidian or double quotidian.

— Rarely with third; heat, with inclination to uncover (Aeon., 
Sec. ) ; more or Ices violent headache and generally a continuous deep 
sleep (Op.); chillniess on moving or uncovering during herii (Am., 
Nux v.). B^iming, hoi, dry sHii alt over, jMirticularly felt in aidomen, 
epigastrium and chesl and hands; alternate dry and hot skin, or cool in 
some places and hot iti others, with oeeasional spell" of sweating. Great 
oppression and burning in the chest, with sensation of 
smothering. Itching, Ijiirning nettle-rash, in this stage (Ign., 
Hepar). The heat of llie room is intolerable. Sensation of heal 
through whole body, especially on cheat and region of stomach, without 
heat of ekiu. 

Sweat.— ^'b thirii m sweating stage. Sweat after trembling and 
faintaig, then neUU-rash. Perfpiration may allemale with dryntst of 
the skin.

"This stage is usually wanting, and ia characteristic of Apis iever 
in old protracted cases."

Swelling and burning of lips during entire paroxysm. No appetite, 
nor desire for food ; craves milk, which relieves. 

Apyrexia. — Soreness and pain under ribs of left side, in region of 
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■pleen; great soreness of all the limbs and joluts ; feet Bwollen ; uriiie 
ecaiily ; restless ; sleepless ; urticaria ami great tiebiiily. In old cases, 
badly treated by duineHtic and patent meilidnes. Natrura mur. often 
indicated if Apis fiiils to permanently cure. In either acute or cbronic 
cases iKwurring ns sequelliB of eruptive diseases. 

In ascites ; " aenialion in abdomen o* if something vKndd break, if 
much effort were made to void a stool."— Guekhsey. 

Chills and fever in seasons when the flies sting with unusual vigor. 
— Hekivo. 

A very important anti-pyretic ("in one of the most. malarial countries) 
given according to Wolf in the third centesimal; but for two years in 
the one hundredth centesimal poleucy, ihey have seen results, such 
as they had not many years wituesaed from any otiier homteopathic 
remedy against intermittent fever — at least as regards the rapidity of 
the result. — Dbs. Stern and Miskolez. 

Since a year 65 intermittent cases of various age and sex ; 19 among 
tiiese had been suppressed by large doses of Quinine, etc. No relapse 
ever occurred. — Guiding Sgmjjtoiiu.

Mr. H., aged 26, from cold, expusure, aod eleepiue in a wngoD in 
Missouri, was taken Bepteiuher 28th, 1865, with a violent congeative 
chill at 8 A. M., which lusted one hour. He wiie very pale aiid faint, 
with much inward fever; pulse weak, 130; little thirst; inclined to 
diarrhijea ; severe paiu in small of hack ; complained mi»t »f preegure 
or a lArkivre acroM the died, exciting a cou^h ; tongue furre<l, but niit 
heavily coated. The chill began by it violent lit of coughing, with 
feeling of mffbcatioii; heat \a9tei\e' 
teiiiher 2ftth, was free from fevei 
some pain in the hack. 

Next A.M., HOth.— Severe chill at 7 a.m.; thought he was dying. 
His extremities were cold; nails purple; veins resembling dark lines; 
nose cold and pointed ; features contracted ; pulse fluttering and scarcely 
perceptible, and general ajtpearance that of collapsed slate of cholera. 
Had great anguUk fnmt a mnothertng tetiMtion ; desired to be raised up 
to get breath, but on raising was seiKed with paroxysm of coughing and 
retching, with faintneas amoutitiitg to insensibility. Gave Verat.* in 
water, two t^aspoonfuls every fifteen minutes, until chill subeiiled. 
In almut an hour fever severe and continued all day, terminating with 
slight perspiration as before. Sac. lac. until 9 p.m., when I gave him 
Apis' •", and left another to be taken next a. m. 

Oct. 1. — Here was a had case of congestive chills, such as I think 
we seldom meet iu practice. Two punixysms had already occurred. 
We are told the patient never survives" the third. It is folly, the 
allopaths say, to trust to anything but Quinine— give 10, 20, or even 
30 gra. — preveut the next chill or your patient will certainly die. 
But the chest symptoms potnte<l clearly to Apis (there was not enough 
cold f)ersiit ration for Verat. — H. C. A.), and giving Sac. lac. during 
the day, I left another powder of Apis"" to he taken at night; pre- 
ferring to rely on Homaopnthy and my ou'ii judgment.

Characteristic. — Headache and confasion of the head, relieved 
by smoMng:, and ceases entirely in the open air. 

Sudden violent pains in the teeth of the whole upper and lower 
jaws, at night, immediately after lying down.

Cause. — Rlieuniatii: exposure; getting wet; working in the rain; 
working wbilei^tanding iu water (Calc, Led., Rhus). 

('llill. — Long-lasliriff, often "24 hmirs; thill pretlominates. Constant 
chilly fevling, u-one on rainy, cold days; from balking with cold water; 
from damp dwellingt. Cliilly ail the lime, day and night, in midsummer. 
Bone pains for four weaka; fever attacks, consisting almost wholly of 
coldness. Chill without heat, Hweat or lliir»t. Seadacke, which ceatct 
entirely in t/te open air. Great exhaustion; lassitude. Painf\il feeling 
of coldness in lower incisors every day at same hour. 

Heat. — Slight, preceded by chill. Evening heat, with iullnew and 
heaviness in epigmlrium as from a stone ; ^ualmisbuess in pit of stomach, 
and heavinefs of the thighs so that she is scarcely able to drag her HuiIm 
along. Forearms ami hands so heavy that he imagines he cannot lift 
them. This stage often wanting. 

Sweat.— Wanting. 

Tongue. — Slightly coated, nauseous, bitter, relieved by smoking. 

ApjTCXla. — Clear. Spleen enlarged. Menses eight days too earlvi 
too strong and too copious. 

The paroxysm of Aranea is often unattended by either heal or sweat, 
consiaiing only of coldness, which is persistent and severe, and not re- 
Ueoed by anything. It is usually without thirst in any stage; if any 
thirst, usually during the heal. 

CLINICAL. 

A lady, 40 years old, slender, of erethic nature, bvdnemic ninwtitu- 
tion, was attacked, in comtequence of taking culil, witli a moleiU rhuking 
diiU, lotting uninternipled/y for liEetityf our hours, vi'ithimt beiny follow^ 
by heat or sweat, or any other afl^clion. Internal applieatiiin of warm 
things gave no relief. Diad,*", a few globules in water, relieved the 
chill within half an hour. Perfectly well next dav. — C. Heiniqke, 
M. KL. 1870, p. 44. 

A teamster, 43 years old, 6 feet. 2 inches in height, and well devel- 
)ped, never been sick before, sle]jt on some straw on the bur-room 
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fl(ir,r in Frankfurt, on n winter night. In the inurning /eft «('|ir tn liif 
limb*, tired and «iek. Chill bei/an at 1 p.m., and lasted till preeittly 8 
in the wnmirtg, every day at tame hour, wilhout heat or mveal, with raugh, 
1 i(is uf appetite, sleeploasneas, and ffrmxl exhatistion, which distm«ed 
hint moat becQut^ it interfered with his iicciii>titii.>n. Being yet un- 
aliilled in Homoeopathy, and not having the least confidence in it in 
tl-ver and ague, I gave bim two grain doses of Quinine every two hours 
at first, then every hi)ur during the day, until he had taken forty pow- 
ders without the least improvement; on the contrary, his general weak- 
UCH8 had increased. I uow cousulted the original proviuga, and found 
that according to the law of similarity, Aranea diadema must be the 
remedy. He received five ilrons of wcond dec. attenuation every 
hour. Next day the patient exclaimed, "Now you have hit the right 
medicine; after the second hour I felt warmth again in my whole bfxty. 
and the first time for three weeks I sleiit some hours at night again, 
without anv chill." The cure was complete in six days, and for seven- 
teen years he had no relapse. — Gkaltogl, p. 204. 

Like many of our colleagues of the present day, Graiivogl's lack of 
c lufidence in Hom<eopathic treatment of fever and ague (in his early 
investigations) was only equaled by his imperfect knowledge (at that 
time) of the true curative sphere uf Quinine in the same disease. Here 
was a fever with dUll prolonged ami predoiriinant ; heat and ifweal abvenl. 
It could never be cured by Quinine, which hae all three stages, but 
particularly /leat and sweat, prominently developed. Possibly, owing 
to its rheumatic character. Quinine would not seem even to suppreee it 
and there certainly was enough given C^O grs.) to fairly teat its cursr 
live power. 

ARNICA MONTAITA. 

Characteristic— Hydrogeno id constitution. Dark hair; rigid 
muscles. Plethoric: red face, Especially adapted to those who re- 
main long impressed by even alight mechanical injuries, 

Nervous, cannot stand pain ; whole body over-sensitive (Cham,, 
Coff,, Ign.) ; sore bruiaed feeling all through the body, as if beaten. 

Everything on which he lies, seems too hard ; complains constantly 
of It and keeps moving from place to place, in search of a soft spot 
[must move continually to obtain relief from the pain, Rhus.— See 
Bapt). 

Heat of upper part of body ; coldness of lower. 

The &ce, or liead and face alone is hot, while the body is cooL 
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Diseases of tranmatie origin, the mnaoular fibre being chiefly in- 
Tolved. 

Dnconscions ; when spoken to answers correctly but anconseions- 
ness and delirioin at once return (falls asleep in the midst of a sen- 
tence, Bapt). 

Fears being touched or atmck by persons coming near him. 

Cannot walk erect on account of a bruised sore feeling in pelvic 
region. 

Tendency to small painful boils, one after another ; extremely sore 
(small boils in crops, Sulph.), 

AggrHTatiuu. — At rtJ-t, when lying down; from wine. 

Aiiielioratioii.— From coutact, motion. 

TjTW.— Tertian; quartnn. Con(iestive. Mitlaria int^miittens. 

Tlmv. — Not characteristic; usually 4 A.M.; afternoon or evening. 

Prodrome.— Thirst ibr large quantities of cold water (Eup. 
perf.). Much j-awDing and stretching; drawing pain as if iu the 
perifwteum: drinking refreshes (Natr. m.). 

I'hill, — With thirst, and, if he driuks a great deal, vomits after- 
wards (Ars,). Chill, as if cold water were poured over him. (Rhus 
—us it" cold water were dashwl over him, Ant. t.). Chill with pain 
in muscles of back and extremities as if bruised; aching in 
bones (Natr. m., Rhus) ; soreness of the whole bwly (whole hmly 
feels sore, Bapt.). Chill felt moi'l gevere/y in PIT of sTOMAcn. Chill 
after every tleep; tvUh heat and redness of one cheek; with burning of 
head alone, or /one alone, reM of body being cold. Internal chill with 
external heat (Ars., Thuya). C'iiilliuess on one (ri^^iht) side; on side 
on which he lies. Chilly, with heat and redness of one cheek. 
Shivering over the whole body and the head, at same time 
heat in the head and redness and heat in the face, aeoimpanied 
by It coolness nf the haiidi; nmi a feeling us of the hiji.^, the back and an- 
terior iurface of the anus being bruised. Mi'rning, chill while in bed; 
begins before she rises and lasm timr hours. Chilly from the slightest 
movement of the bed-clothes (Aeon., Rhus— constant deaire to be 
covered up, Nux v.). 

Heat. — Thirst continued, but leas than during chill, except early in 
tho morning, wheo it is violent. Dry, general hc«t, with indifference, 
liupor and such weahiese, that when he attempts to sit up he faints 
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(Aeon.). During heat, slightest lifting of bed-clothes, or even moving 
in bed, makes him chilly (Apis, Nux v., Rhus, same in all stages 
of paroxysm). Grreat internal heat, with coldness of hands and feet. 
The heat becomes intolerable to him (Apis, Puis.), atid he 
tries to uncover himself but upon uncovering he feels chilly. Dry heat 
over the whole body after waking early in the morning. Burning heat 
in one 8|X)t, which is cold to the touch ; alternate heat or coldness here 
and there over the entire body. 

Sweat. — Sour, fetid, offensive, like mouldy earth ; in old cases, some- 
times cold and clammy. The exhalations smell sour; the night-sweat 
is sour. Worse when sweating (Ant. c, Ipec). Partial sweat on 
front of body ; on plantar surface of hands and forearms. Headache 
(which begins in hot stage) and soreness continue, but pain and draw- 
ing in the periosteum, which occurs before the chill, disappear gradually 
(all pains disappear with sweat, Natr. m.). 

Tonglie. — Never clean, Dry, yellow, or dirty white coating, and 
often, in acute cases, with a brown streak down the middle. Breath 
sour, fetid. Taste bitter, putrid, of rotten eggs. Longing for 
alcoholic drinks; acids. Repugnance to food. 

ApjTexia. — Headache, soreness and bruised feeling of muscles con- 
tinue; eructations tasting like rotten eggs. Yellow face ; bitter 
taste; aversion to meat; and, especially in chronic cases, debility and 
aversion to exercise. The apyrexia is not marked in recent attacks, 
but is always a characteristic in chronic cases where large quantities 
of Quinine have been taken, then the soreness and bruised feeling are 
always indicative. 

All three stages, chill, heat and sweat are well marked ; and in each 
stage the same characteristic of the remedy is usually found.

and clinical exjx'rienee for many years has contirmeil his iilwervalinii. 

Arnica is pnjljably rnore frequently indicated ill caees maltreated with 

[ Quiuine than any other remedy; and here lice its chief value iu the 

I treatment of intermittent fever. It Is also a fact, that in acute cases, 

' where Arnica is indicated, relajises are more frequent (lerhaps than 

with any other indicated remedy.

Heat. — The hot stage of the fever is intense, long lasting, dry, burn- 
ing* Rud pungent to the towh, with inclination to uncover (Apis, Sec.) 
and insatiable thirst for cold ^vater; drinks little and often, with 
vomiting after drinking several times. Internal, burning, dry heat at 
night, must be uncovered. Burning heat as if hot water were potired 
over one, or as if hot water were coursing through the blood-vessels 
( Bry., Rhus). Oppressed breathing (Apis); great restlessness, 
and pressing, burning pain in n^giun of the spleen. Burning pain in 
stomach and bowels. During chill and heat, aggravation of 
previously existing symptoms. Heat following the chill is dry, 
burning, unbearable, lasts three or four hours, with painful pressure 
and tensicm in both hypochondria; fulness in epigastrium; pressing 
j)ain in forehead; restlessness, anxiety and unquenchable thirst; some- 
times a great desire for acids and acid drinks.

The following admirable analysis of the indications for Arsenic in 
Venter raittent fever is by Dr. Wurmb in Homceopnlhinclie CUniaehe 
\audien,l.T>.n9. 

"Arsenic is one of those few drugs whose action is distinguished not 

I ilone by its intensity, but equally by its extent ; it involves the entire 

Bwgailisni. Every system, every organ of the body, every nervous 

^filament, is so subjected to its powerful influence that we are not able 

to say which of its symptoms are primary, which are secondary, and 

where the focus of its action chiefly lies. We see the entire nerve-life 

Rttscked in all directions! from the slightest excitement to the moet 
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violent irritation; from the mere sensation of ncuknesB to actual pa- 
ralysis, and then we see, likewise, another aeries of disturbunces arii*e 
from its action, which advance in regular gradation from the nioi^t 
inconsiderable acceleration of the circulation to the most violent febrile 
storm; from the slightest irregularity in the vegetative sphere to a 
cachectic dyscrosia ; yee, even to decomposition and destruction of the 
organic substance. , 

In addition, we remark the atriking sirailftrity lietween the fymptotne 
of chronic arsenical poisoning and those of the intermittent cachexy, 
as well as the fact that Arsenic has the jiroperty of causing the peri- 
odical recurreuce of symptomB in so high a degree as to surpass in this 
respect all other drugs; in a word, no other drug known to us has 
such a power of affecting so intimately and so variously those organs 
that arc espceiully alfeeted in intermittent fever, and none corresponds 
BO well as Arsenic does to all the reijuiremente of a remedy tor inter- 
mittent. 

" Arsenic is indicated in cases which are distinguished not only by 
weakness in the vital power and deterioration of the organic euhetance^ 
but also and at the same time by symptoms of excitation of the circu- 
lation, or of the nervous Bj-stcm alone, or of both together. Again, it 
seems to be more especially indicated the more malignant the influence 
from which the disease has sprung. Marsh miasm is the chief of these 
influences; in this originate the most serious and most dangerous cases 
of fever, and iu these Arsenic is often tlie only remedy that will rcscUQ 
the patient. Again, the longer the disease has lasted, the more is 
Arsenic generally Indicated, because the more deeply have the organs 
and tissues been affected, the mure nearly has the patients' condition 
approached that known as the iatermiftent cachexia, and which bo. 
nearly resembles the arsenical cachexia. Especially is this the case 
when the liver and the spleen have become swollen, 

"The intermiltents which find tiieir homosopathic remedy iu Arsenic 
present in their paroxysms the following peculiarities : The paroxysms 
are general, violent and of long duration ; the stages are either dift- 
tinclly developed and equally pro]Mirti(jned to each other, or else, na is 
most frequently the case, one of the stages is absent or is very feebly 
present ; if the latter be the case, it is generally the cold stage which 
fails, and the hot is all the more violent. The more intense the heat, 
the longer it continues, the higher the degree of development of the 
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ipanviag excitement in the vaBCiilar system, and the more burn- 
ing and m»itiiible the thirst, the better is Arnenic indicated. The 
sweating stage may be altogether wanting, or the perspiration may be 
very copious ; it breaks cml generally several hours after the hot stage 
and lasts a long time. 

" Willi the paroxysms are associated many distressing accessory 
B}'mi>toinfl, which are connected, some with the disturbances in the 
nervous Bj-atem, some with those of the vascular system, e. g., spasms, 
pains, delirium, paralyses and the anguish and restlessness that are so 
characteristic of Arsenic. 

" The apyreitia is not pure, but is disturbed by symptoms of the 
moet various kiads; restlessness, sleeplessness, spasms, digestive dis- 
orders, feeling of weakness and general proetratiou, and it is especially 
characteristic fiir Arsenic that after every paroxysm there is a notable 
increase of prostration,"

Arseoicum is often given (by some homisopaths) in alteruation with 
Cinciiona or gome of its alkaloids in this diwuse ; but with the above 
comparison, to those who differentiate, there ought to be little danger 
of confoimding them. Where one is indicated the other nevrr U. Fow- 
ler's solution, aod masaive doees of the lower triturations of Arsenicum, 
frequently repeated, are wholly unnecessary in the treatment of inter- 
mittent fever. If the remedy be indicated, the potentized drug will 
effect a more prompt and radical cure. 

Arsenicum is probably more often indicated than any other remedy, 
in the so-called "dumb ague," "masked intermittent," so often met 
Tvith after abuse of Quinine, Also, in the afternoon iutermittenis of 
nursing children — who never have chills, and from whom it ia Jai- 
piiBsible to obtain many indieatii>n!* — it l're<]uently suffices to complete 
a cure. The general cou^titutiomil i^ymptonis are guiding.

N. J., let. 30, hitherto strong and muscular, hail been exposed, eight 
weeks before on the Isthmus of Panama; and three weeks atler he left 
Panama, had chill, fever and vomiting, which was suppressed by Qui- 
nine to enable bim to travel. Three days before I saw him, an un- 
usually severe chill, followed by high fever, and alternations of chill 
and fever, with severe constitutional symptoms, which continued notr 
withstanding large and repeateil doses of Quinine. He bad Inst thirty 
pounds in weight during last month. Face of a dusky, red hue, hot 
aud dry, eyes injected, pupils contracted, with a very restless, anxious 
expression. Patient had constant thirst, only a single swallow at a 
time. Stomauh exces.sively irritable — drink rejected ad soon as taken; 
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a profound disgust for food of all kintla. Tongue covered with tliick, 
browuidh coat, and f«lt dry, though not actually so. Wbea protrudml, 
trembled and was moved involuntarily back and ferth, in spite uf 
efforts to keep it still ; hands trembled excessively ; indescribable weak- 
ne^ and prostration ; uncontrollable restlessness, literally impossible to 
remain in one position — the recumbent posture was impossiole; alter- 
nations of chill and heat, partial and fugitive in character, each lasting 
about lifleen minutes; heat yielding to partial, clammy sweat, again 
succeeded by chill. Dvapnoea, and short, dry couc;h. The spleen much 
enlarged. Last two nights, unable to sleep at all, eseedingly restless 
and uncomfortable, tormented by thirst. Pulse 140, quick, small, wiry. 
Head confused, sensnrium much clouded, it being difficult to get dfr- 
finite answers to my questions; bad vague apprehensions of severe ill- 
ness. Any one conversant with Panama fever could not fail to recognize 
the gravitv of above, nor could there be any doubt of the remedy re- 
quired. The indications being so clear, and the severity of the disease 
BO undoubted, I deemed this a very fair case for the demonstration of 
the power of the high potencies. At 4 p.m. I gave him Arsenicum '•", 
to he taken dry, a powder every four hours. 

The following day, better; had slept three hours the night before;

" There are diversities in the form in which intermittent fever appeftra 
in ditferent persons and in different epidemics; that these forms require 
different remedies, and that thus there is a form capable of being cured 
by Arsenic, and by nothiug else ; a form capable of being cured by 
Quinine, and by nothing else; and so of other drugs. In this view, 
when a case of intermittent lever presents itself, the question can never 
be: Is Arsenica better remedy for this disease than Quinine is? Dues it 
ofier greater chances of a cure? There can be no Iwlter or worse. The 
question is between right or wrong; suitalile and not suitable. Which 
remedy corresponds to this particular case, and is, therefore, indicated 
iti it?

CharacteriBtic— Especially adapted to complamts of first child" 
hood; scroftilous, dwarfish children, who do not grow (ehildren 
who grow too rapidly. Calc); scrofulous ophthalmia, opaque 
comea ; attacks of colic ; swollen abdomen ; puffed face ; general 
emaciation ; mind and body weak. 

Persons subject to quinsy ; take cold easily, or with every, even 
least cold, have an attack of tonsillitis prone to suppuration. 

Dwarfish hyst«rical women, with deficient vital heat, always cold 
and chilly. 

Old cachectic people; scrofiilons, especially when fat; or those 
who suffer from gouty complainta. 

Diseases of old men ; hypertrophied prostate or indurated testes. 

Swelling and indurations, or incipient suppuration of glands. 

Offensive foot-sweat ; toes and soles get sore ; throat affections 
after checked foot-sweat (see Silica). 

Great sensitiveness to cold. 

AfiC^THVatiftll. — AVbiie (fitting ; when thinking of his disease t^OxalSc 
ucid) ; lying on painful side. 

Amellomtion. — When walking in the open air. 

Type. — Quotidian ; tertian. 

Time.— 8 P.M. Ailernoon or evening.

too lazy ti) eat. Hungry, but cannot eut ; sleepy, but cannot sleep. 
While at meals sudden disgust for food. 

Apjrexia. — Excessive languor of all the limbs; prostration and in- 
ability U> support one's self on the limbs. Constantly weak and weary, 
wishes to lean on something, to sit or lie down, and still feels weak and 
weary. 

In fevers as sequellre of scarlet fever or diphtheria; fevers occurring 
in young persons or old people of a jaoric diathesis. 

CLINICAL. 

The following case had been, for some months, treated without sue- 
cesB by the usual Allopathic routine of Quinine, Iodine, Mercury, etc., 
in massive doses of the crude drugs : 

Mrs. B., a large lady, dark hair, fair complexion, had spcut some 
months in Florida the previous winter.

Soles of feet 
" burn all eight, yet »/« eannot put either haiidt nr feel from under ctotliei 
beeawc it make* her chilly; towards morning falls into an uneasy sleep 
with a light perspiration. No thirst in any etage. Tongue white ; bitter 
taate ; appetite capricious. Weak and tired for three days before the 
meiiseti. w-hich are two or three days too eoon and too profuse. Baryta 
carb."" every niomuig, cured in a week.

Characteristic. — Adapted to bilious, lymphatic, plethoric oon- 
stitutions; persons who are jovial and entertaining when well, but 
violent and often delirious when sick. 

Women and children, with light hair, blue eyes, fine complexion, 
delicate skin: sensitive, nervous, threatened with convulsions. 

Great liability to take cold, sensitive to draft of air, especially 
when nncovering the head: from having the hair cut (Hepar); ton- 
sils swell after riding In a cold wind (Aeon.). 

Over-excitability of all the senses: convulsions during dentition: 
spasms of single mnscles or the whole body; chorea, epilepsy. 

Pains come on suddenly, last indefinitely, cease suddenly. 

Pains usually in short attacks; cause redness of face and eyes; 
throbbing of carotids and head. 

Head hot and painful face flushed, eyes wild, staring, pupils di- 
lated, pulse full and bounding, mucous membrane of mouth dry, stool 
tardy, urine suppressed.

These cases — although rep orteil nearly fifty years ago, 1834 — iIlustT&te 
the fact that one or two doses of the property selected reme<ly, even in 
the low potencies, given after ecverilt/ of the fiaroxi/ntn had paned, as 
Kahuemaiin advised in the Orgaiwn, are sufiicient to cure. The single 
dose treatment U not new. 

CAGTTTS GRAXDIFLORVS. 

Characteristic. — Sanguinous congestiona in persons of plethoric 
habit (Aeon.). 

Hemorrhage: from nose, Inngs, stomach, rectum, bladder. 

Headache: pressing, like a heavy weight on vertex; climaeteria 

Headache and neuralgia ; congestive, periodic, right-sided, severe 
throbbing pulsating pain. 

Whole body feels as il' caged, each wire being twisted tighter and 
' tighter, 

Constriction: of throat, chest, heari, bladder, rectum, uterus, vagina; 
often caused or brought on by the slightest contact 

Pains everywhere; darting, springing, like chain-lightning, ajid end- 
ing with a sharp, vifie-like grip, only to be again renewed. 

Menstrual flow ceases when lying down (Caust). 

Aggravalion.~&Ioiion ; touch. 

AmeliorHtion. — In open air. 

Type. — tiuotidian. Periodicity well nmrkeii. Return at same hour 
each day. pains down thif,'hs, chill, fever, pains in uterus and ovaries. 

Time.— II A.M. or ii P.M. — Characteristic. Returns at ftxme 
hour every day (Aran., Ccdr., Gels., Sab.). 

Cause. — After exposure to heat of sun. 

Chill. — Wtihout Ihiret, Coldness in the hack and iey cold handt 
(after water in the cellar. — Ars., Rhus). Ckillinetii which lasts three 
hours, makes the teeth chatter, and d<iea not go off although he Ilea 
down and covers himself up with many blankets. Chill not relieved 
by anything, either covering or external heal (Aran.'). 

Heat. — Burning heat of 24 hours duration (succeeding a three hours' 



chill), with rl_v»])ncea and shortness nf breath, and a Bniothering eensa- 
tion so that he caiinoi remain quiet in bed. Great heat in the head and 
Jluthee in thrjace as if lie fore a strong fire, which causes horrible anxiety. 
Jnmtpportahle heat in abdomen; lanehiatintj pain in heart, auppreased 
urine, pains in bladder and pnlmattng pains in uterine regiiin, vomiting, 
lieadache, coma, stupefaction, inaensibiJity, terminating in verj alight 
jperspiratioD. 

Some thiret at chise of heat. 

Swttat. — With great thirst {Cinzh.^. Afterburning heat, with shorts 
ncss of breath, inability to remain lying on account of dyitpniva, a pro- 
iiise sweat breaks out attended with iinqueuchahle thirst for lat^ 
quantities of cold water (Ars., Cinch.), Violent vomiting when per- 
«]n ration fails. 

TongllP. — Clean ; taste soapy ; stomach deranged. 

Apf rexla, — From 1 1 i-.m. till 12 m. the nest day, complete apyrexia. 
The regularity of attack is perfect; and all stages are clearly defined. 
The congestive syniptonin of brain and cheat pre<lorninale during the 
heat ( Bell., Cinch., Natr. m.)- Rarely indicated, but has no sub- 
stitute: effectually and permanently cures. May be compared with 
Aranea, Cedroii or Cinchona. 

Quotidian intermittent; congestion to head; flushes in face; sup- 
pressed urine ; pains in bladder; laucinating in heart; violent vomiting; 

■eat does not appear after exposure to suns rays. 

CALCABEA OSTREABTTM. 

Characteristic. — Adapted to the leucophlegmatic ; blond hair, 
light complexion, fair skin and blue eyes. 

Scrofulous constitutions; pale, weak, timid, easily tired when walk- 
ing ; vertigo on ascending a height, going up-stairs, is out of breath, 
has to sit down (vertigo on descending, Borax); disposed to grow 
fet, corpulent, unwieldly. 

Children, with red face, flabby muscles, who sweat easily and take 
cold readily in consequence; large heads and abdomens; fontanelles 
and sutures open ; head sweats profnsely while sleeping, wetting 
pillow far aroond (see Silica) ; diseases of dentition ; during sickness 
or convalescence great longing for eggs. 



Girls who are &it, plethoric, grow too rapidly; who begin with 
tco early, too profuse, too long-lasting menstrnation ; subsequently have 
ainenorrh(ea and chlorosis with menses scanty or sot appearing at all. 

Women with menses too early and too profuse; feet constantly 
cold and damp, feel as if she had on cold, damp stockings ; difiicult to 
stop menstmating. the least excitement causes profuse return (SnlC). 

Fears she wUl lose her reason, or that people will observe her 
mental confusion. 

Aversion to cold air: least cold air seems to go through and through; 
very sensitive to damp cold air. 

Lung diseases of tall, slender, rapidly growing youth ; oftener the 
guide to the true remedy than Phosphonis. 

Disorders arising from defective assimilation ; imperfect ossiDca- 
tioD ; difficulty in learning to walk : have no disposition, will not try. 

Longing for fresh air, which inspires, benefits, strengtheoB. 

Feels better in every way when constipated. 

Desire to be magnetised. 

Complimentary: Belladonna. 

Aggravation. — Cold air, damp winds; getting wet; ascending 
heights; exertion of mind or bcwiy, w»lking, talking, writing. 

AmeliorHtion. — In dry, warm weather. 

Type— Tertiiui. 

TiniP. — 3 P.M. — Fever without chill at 11 a.m. and 6 to 7 p.m. 

(11 A.M. one day, 4 p.m. the next. — E. C. Prr-e.) 

Caiiw. — Working while standing in cold WHter. Pottera, brick- 
maUerx who work in wet clay; gardeuers and fruit growers, baudling 
cold vegetables arid fruit (Zinc. val.>. 

Prodrome. — Drawing in all the joints, and great hcavineae of bead 
and bndy. 

Chill. — Willi thirtt. Begins in iKrobioUus cordix, wilk spamta, or 
fixed, cold, ognninnij weigM, ineretmng with the ehi/l and dUappenring 
Kith it. Extcrnul coldness and internal heat, or chill and heat alter- 
nating (Ars.). Coldness of single parts; efface, of hands, of feel, of 
internal organs; icy coldness in and on head; feels an inward coldueae. 
Heat followed by ehill and euld hands. Shaking chill at night. Chill 
in the evening in bed ; was unnble to get warm, though covered warmly, 
as thougli he had no wnnutb in his body. He was cold unit his teeth 




chftttercd, though he sat over the fire. Chill with headache ami clrowsy 
fatigue of all the limho. 

Heat, — Without thirst: Followed by chill ami colil hands. Freiiut'Ot 
flashes of heat.

Frequeut attacks of auddeu universal heat, ae if she had 
been drenched with hot water, with despair of life. 

Heat, with inclination to uncover (Sec, Sulf.}. 

Fever at 1 1 A..M. without thirst and without previous chill, she fell hot 
and waa hot to the touch, with red tiice. 

Sweat. — No tliirsL Hot tweat. Sweats during the day from the leaat 
exertion, even in the cold air (Amm. m., Bry.). Prafute au-eat in 
the morning on moderate exertion. Sweat of palms of hands ; of the 
feet; kneed; over whole body, with severe cratnp in stomach; chest; 
nape of neck; male organs. Clammy sweat only on the limbs. Often 
sleep after sweat. 

Tongue.^ — Dry in the morning on awaking; coated white. Taste: 
hitter, sour, foul, offensive; "too frosh," like ink, like iron. 

Apyrexia. — Never elear. Intermittenla with spasmodic symptoms; 
after abuse of (|uiniDe; chronic forms with scrofula; eacheutle consti- 
tutions ; suppressed eruptions, or sweat ; deeire for eggs. 

The constitutional symptoms existing or aroused by the fever, form 
the chief guide in selection of remedy.

CAMFHORA. 

Characteristic. — Blondes most affected ; persons very irritable 

d mentally weak. Catarrhal and choleraic diseases. Exceedingly 
sensitive to cold air. Surface cold to the tooch, yet cannot bear to 
be covered; throws off all the covering (Secale). 

Skin of the whole body painfolty sensitive, slightest tonch harts. 

Sudden attacks of diarrhcBa and vonjiting; nose cold and pointed; 
sweating, vomiting, purging: anxiety and restlessness; skin and 
breath cold. Long-lasting chill, great coldness of skin and sadden 
and complete prostration. 

Antidotes many vegetable remedies; hence its nae in the sick room 
Is not advisable. 

In most other cases the smelling of Camphor is not antidotal, hnt 
V, palliative by producing the symptom, "pain better while thinking 
of it." 

Ac^nivalioil. — C-old air; night; motion. 

Ainflioratiuil. — Wheo thiuking of esigtiiig loinpluiut; warmth; 
wiirm air; liriiiking cold water, 

TiTW. — Perioilieity, not marked. Pernii-ious fovera: the so-called 
einkiiig or cnngeetive stage of intern) itteats (Ver. a.

Time. — At any time. All perioda.

Carb. v.). Frequent cliilliiieBS of back and loins (Caps.). Par- 
oxysm of fever; severe chili, with gnashing of the teeth and much 
thirat; he aieeps immediately after^thg^chill. with frequent wakiuga, 
almost without the slightest subttequent heat. Chill the predomiuaut 
Ktage. Congestive chill. 

Heat.— H^lAouf (AiVrf,- of the whole body, which becomes exeeanive 
uhen walking. Heat with distension of the veins, increcued by et'ery 
vtolion (relieved by motion. Caps.}. Glowing heat, with flili rapid 
pulae. Heat iu the head, face, uceiput, back, legs, lobules of the ears; 
body hot and sweating, but averse tJi uneoveriug. 

Sweat. — At first warm and profuse, which relieves; then profuse 
coUl sweat over the whole body, very weakening.

In 1829, on the approach of Asiatic Cholera to Western Europe, 
nahnemann, from a description of the disease, published in advance 
approach, that Camphor would be the remedy in the stage of 
collapse; and the clinical experience of each subsequent epidemic 
demonstrated his prediction. This power of prcpwion; the crowning 
glory of uur school of medicine; the absolute proof that "similia" is a 
" Law of Cure;" the demonstration of the claim of Homceopathy to 
be ranked as a wiedieal science; was first sliowu by Ilnhneuann in the 
fatal typlnis which followed the terrible retreat of Napoleon from his 
BuBsian campaign in 1812. Me published iu advance that Rhus tox. I 
would be the principal remedy, and the recognition of Homceopathy \ 
by the Austrian Government was the reward of its successful admin- 
istration.

Quinine may suppress it, aa 
h «ill manv Hmpler forms of the fever, but there are matiT ca»«« U 
viO meUiter ntpprem nor eure, and these are generally the fata] t^a^es 
that so (Atsi occur in the practice of regular 1 7 1 medicine. The fatal 
"third parozTEm" is rarely known under the properly selected lionicB- 
opathic rented^. It is a ** bug-bear " of allopathio leaching and prac- 
tice^ No homiFopath, surely, would think of giving Quinine in cholera 
eitlla{«e, for no better reason than that it is given by the rational (?) 
school of medicine. The Mali^tics of i-omparative mortality of each 
!yst«n of practic* " in cholera" ought to be con^-incing.

Capeicum ia a valuable remedy in intermittenta oocurring in niid- 
euninier ; ite BvmptoiDs are clearly ilelinetl and ought nut to be l-oii- 
foundcd with any other remedy. The chill liefrinning iii the butik be- 
ttpeen tlie xapula; relieved by hot xrotu at jugtofkiA water and Uuened 
by motion, is clmracteriatic. It is oftener indicated than used — just the 
reverse of Quinia. 

Cui«icuDi, Cinchona, Eupntorium perf. nnd Natrum niiir. have thirst 
some time before [laroxysm begins ; " knows the chill ia coming, b<- 
caiise he wants to drink." It ia a. chief symptom of the prodrome in 
each. Both Ca]>8icum and Cinchona are wanting in the bone pains 
and backache so characteriatie of Eiipatorium and Natrum. 

"Moat patienta want to lie down and have jugs of hot water, hot 
8oap-stonea, hot irons, etc., put doge to back, and cry out 'oh I how good 
that feela.' External heat relieves. Heat with no thirst, but with 
tendency to perspire." — T. D. Htow, H. M., 1871, p. Iti3. 

CLINICAL. 

Chilla every morning, with shaking followed by heat, no sweat, not 
much thirat, little appetite, headache during the entire paroxysm, nails 
become bine, oomplesion aalhiw, ehUU alway» eommetvnng in the back.

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CABBO ANIUALIS. 
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Characteristic. — Adapted to scrofulous subjects, especially tlio 
young; or the venous plethora of elderly persons, with blue cheeks, 
blue lips and great debility, circulation feeble, stagnated, and vital 
heat sinks to a minimum. 

Glands indurated, swollen, painful ; in neck, axiUa, inguinal region, 
I nammee: pains lancinating, cutting, burning (Con.). 

Benignant suppurations change into ichorous conditions. 
Easily sprained from lifting even small weights; straining and 
overUfting easily produce great debility. Joints weak; easily 
sprained. 

Headache at night ; has to sit and hold head with both hands to 
1 prevent it from falling to pieces. 

Aversion to open, dry, cold air. After appearance of menses, so 
weak she can hardly speak (can hardly stand, Coc.), 
Complementary : Calc. pbosph.

CABBO VEGETABILIS. 

Characteristic. — Best adapted to persons, young or old, who 
have suffered from exhausting diseases (exhausted from loss of vital 
fluids, Clneh., Phos.). 

Ailments : from Qtumne, especially suppressed intermitteats : abnse 
of mercury, salt, salt meats, or spoiled hsh, meats, fats (Cepa) ; get- 
ting overheated. 

Diseases of venous system predominate (Snlf.); syraptoma of im- 
perfect oxidation (Ai^. nit); deficient capillary circulation causes 
blueness of skin and coldness of extremities ; vital powers nearly 
exhausted; desire to be constantly fanned. 

Weak digestion; the simplest food disagrees. Excessive accumu- 
lation of gas in stomach and intestines; after eating or drinking. 
sensation as if stomach would burst. Eructations give temporary 
relief. 

Awakens often from cold limbs, especially cold knees. 

A(^ravfttion.— Generally worse in changes of weather, espedally 
warm damp weather; or in protracted sultry heat of Bunimer or au- 
tumn; tat food; Quinine; mornings. 
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Aini^lioratiuil. — Frum being fiiiiueil; cool air; eructations; eveu- 

Type.— Pt'riodicity not marked. Quotidian, tertian or quartan. 

Time. — 10 or U a.m.— eveninij:. 

Ytarly return of pnriixysm (Lach., Sulf.). 

(.'Anse. — Fevers from gfitting over-heated ; from liring in dnnip 
dnellings. 

" Prodrome, — Heiwlache, throbbing iii t«niplea, backache, tearing 
tootlincbi', and lenriug pain in the limi»; cold feet; the two latter may 
attend the entire paroxysm, 

(!hill.— H7M thirgt: at time* left-sided; begins in left hand and 
(begins in right arm, Merc. per.). Chill with headache and un- 
tisual lassitude ; with icy-roldnest of Ike body and cold brealh iwUh terri- 
ble eoldnete a» if lying on ice. Lye. — as if a piece of ice were Ijnng on 
the hark between the shoulders, Lachn.) ; shivering and chills in the 
evening, itiodly only on leff. side ( Caust. — right side, Bry.) ; evening 
chill with tired, weary feeling aud Hurthest of heat. Coldness of the 
knees, even in bed (Apis); of left arm and lefl leg; v-ry eold 
hands and feet: finger na'ih blue.

One sided ehili (li-Jl) during afternoon, great pi-oatration , 
with icy eoldnees iif the body; third and rapid sinking; enutU puUe, eon- 
traded, cold and cadaverous iotigtie and June, with cold breiith."

Case II.— Excessive tearing iu all the Utnlm, early in the morning, 
foUoweil by slight chills. Profuse sweat in the afternoon without any 
heat, proijerly e^ieakiug. Durbg apyrexia. vertigo, generally wbeu 
stooping and mo\-iug about, esi^eciaily on the day of the paroxysm. With 
heat and burning in the eyes, tearing in the nape of the neck. Ycllovr 
complexion. A number of hepatic spots in the &ee. Sometimes pain- 
ful vesicles on the tongue. Pressure at the stomach aft«r a ni«al. 
Quantity of flatulence. Pain in the small of the back when stooping. 
Every niirht, red stigmata make their appearanire in the IhukIs of the 
knees, and on the arms, violently itching and burning in the warmth, 
disappearing in the dayiime. Pain in the left hy|>ochoudrinm, the 
Bpieen is excessively swollen and hard. Carb. v.*" removed all the 
febrile symptoms in eight daj-s, — Pr.

weakly scrofulous persons, with excessively sallow complexion, sub- 
ject to affections of respiratory and urinary tracts. 

Children with dark hair and eyes, delicate eensitive skin, prone 
to intertrigo during dentition (see Lye). 

Ailmente : from long-lasting grief and sorrow ; fh)ni nightwatch- 
ing (Coc.i 

Melancholy, sad, hopeless: looks on the dark side of everything. 

Constipation ; frequent, ineffectual efforts ; stool passes better 
standing. 

Urination ; involuntary, when coughing, sneezing, blowing the nose 
(Puis,, Verat), 

Cough with inability to raise the sputa, mnst be swallowed : re- 
lieved by a swallow of cold water. 

At night, cannot get an easy position, nor lie still a moment. 

Cannot cover too warmly, but warmth does not relieve. 

Cicatrices, especially bums and scalds freshen up, become sore again ; 
patiente say " they have never been well since that bum." 

Paralysis of single ^rts ; vocal organs, tongue, eye-lids, lace, 
extremities, bladder ; generally of right side. 

Agpraratiou.— In dwir, fine weather; cumiug from the air iuto a

Previously 
diseased organs or parts are prone to become painful during, or the pain 
U renewed after the paroxysm. 

Chronic caees with coastitiitiimai cachexia. One of the few remedies 
where sweat follows chill without intervening heat. Lefi-»ided ekiU, 
naoBt pronounced of any remedy, and a "guiding" symptom of Caust- 
ic urn. 

CESRON. 

Characteristic. — Especially adapted to women ; persons of nerv- 
ODB, escitable temperament. 

Nervous depression, and choreic attacks after coitus, more pro- 
nounced in women (debility after, more marked in male). 

Sick headache every other day at 11 A.M. (Every day, Natr. m.) 

Pains ; tearing and twitching in limbs. 

Menses : during, month and tongue very dry ; great thirst ; epi- 
lepsy, premonitory symptoms appear precisely same day that flow 
b^ins. 

Before: iBacorrhcBa every month regularly, five or six days pre- 
vlons to catamenia : lencorrhcea instead of the menses (Coe.). 

After : profase ptyalism. 

Removes roaring in ears, produced by Quinine. 

Agi^ruvatioil. — Movement renews chil! ; beiore a storm, 

AniclloriltiDn. — Warm drinks; warm room. 

Tj"pe-.^Qiiotidian ; tertian. Periodicify marked; attacks (jccur 
with clock-like regularity (Aran.). Intermittent headache, neuralgia, 
prosopalgia. At same period of pregnancy, tendency to misairry. 

Time.— Evening at 6 or 6.30 P.M.; 4 A.M. and 4 P.M. 

(3 A.M., Thuja; ; 3 P.M. till evening Apis). 
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Frodronie. — At noon, preceding JeverUhparoxymn, depressed spirits, 
dullness of senses, and pressive headache. For 2U to 40 minutes mental 
excitement; exaltutitm of vital energy; florid, animated face and a 
sensation of general heat. 

Chill. — With third. Regular paroxysms, commencing by chills in the 
back and limbs, coldness in the feet and hands. Chill ^vere; shakes 
the whole body. Mouth dry, great thirst for cold water. General cold- 
new, shivering in the back, ice-cold feet, bnrning hands, sensation in 
the eyes as after much weeping. Shivering all over at 3 a-M., with ma- 
laise and inclination to lie down (Thuja) ; ahiveriugs are renewed by 
every movement (Nux v..

Heat. — With thirst for warm drinks (Case). "Cannot drink any- 
thing V>ut hot drinks during fever." Dry heat during the night ; dry 
heat of entire body; animated face and profiise perspiration; chatter- 
ing of the teeth and shaking of the whole body ; great desire and long- 
ing for warm drinks (rarely wants cold drinks), and emission of large 
ipiantities of pale urine. Desire to sleep as heat paseea off (Apis).

meninges. During heat, shivering, shaking, cold hands and nose. Dur- 
ing sweat, coldnwiS and heat, aurl heat and »weut irregularly inter- 
mingled. 

Were it not for "its dock-like periodicity" Cedron would be much 
better adapted to remittent than intermittent ievera, if we were treating 
B name along. Hiis been n»&\ with more success iu Southern Htutes

Time.— 11 A.M.— i P.M. Imling till U P.M. Fever without chill, 
9 A.M. to 12 M. with redness of one cheek and palenett of the other. 

Cause. — spring fevers (Canch.) in nervous, sensitive persons, es- 
pecially residents of cities ; from abuse of coffee or opium. 

Vhill.— Without thirst; slight shiveriuga frequently creep over the 
body, alternating with heat of face. Shivera, when Mneovering or tm- 
drtidng (Hepar) ; iu the colil air ; in some portions, in the face, on the 
arms, over back and alKloraen. Shivering of single parts and heat of 
others (^sweat and heat of single parts, Bry.'). Shivering and heat 
intermingled, mostly with one red and one pale cheek. ChUi 
only on posterior with heat of anterior porliun of the body, or vice versa ; 
retftma in pnroxysna. Cold linilw, with burning heat of the fiice, in the 
eyes, and burning hot breath. Coldne.sa over the whole body, with 
biu'Diug heat of the face, which comes out of the eyes like fire. 
Chill aud coldness of the whole body, with burning heat of the &ce and

He-at. — With »ome third. Long-lading heat, with violent third, and 
frequent dartingt in deep. Heat and shivering intermingled, with one 
check red, the other pale, Burning heat in lightly covered parts, 
tiiough almiwt cold when not covered. Heat and sweat of the face 
when enling and drinking (Anac, Bell.). Great agitation, anxifty. 
Very irritable, can hardly answer one civilly (Bry. — exceedingly irrit- 
able, everything makes him angry, Anac. ). 

Sweat. — Sot per^iration, especially of the face and head; sweats 
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ily. Pr'ifiMe »weal on covered parts (Cinch. — afffcted parts sweat 
iprofusely, Ant. t.). Profuse sweat at niglit ; oa waUiing the sweat 
les, and returns on falling asleep (see Sab. J. Sweat frequently of 
«oiir odor and nith smartiug of the skin (Caps.). Relhf of pain, 
after sweat not during. 

Tongne. — Coated yellowish; or white at the sides and red in the 
middle l reverse of Ant. t.)- Blisters on the tongue. Taste — bitter, 
Bour, putrid. 

Apyrexia. — Never clear ; constitutional and mental symptoms of 
this stage are usually guiding. Patients suffer from bad digestion. 

In consequence of anger or vexation, we often have instead of the 
usual fever paroxysm, violent colic, liilious bitter vomiting and diar- 
rhoea. Chauiomilla vies with Cina and Arsenicum in the treatment of 
intermittently occurring iii children. 

CLINICAL. 

Mrs. T., a large, fleshy kdy, !J0 years of age. Slight chillinee«, last- 
ing for three hours, with red cheetta, no thirst. Fever hiph, vriUt one 
red cAe«i afid vomiting of bUe. She was so cross aa to he uncivil to me. 
Considerable sweat. Paroxysm in forenoon, with anticipation of two 
hours. Cham.***, everv three or four hours during apyrexia. Cured.

GHELIDONITTU. 

Characteristic. — Adapted to thin, spare, irritable persona ; light 
complexion, blondes ; subject to hepatic, gastric and abdominal com- 
plaints (Pod.). 

Constant pain under the lower and inner angle of right scapula 
{under left, Sang.). 

Ailments renewed on change of weather. 

Periodic orbital neuralgia (right side) with excessive lachryma- 
tion, tears Itoly gush out (Rhusi. 

Constipation; stool hard; round balls (Opium, Plumb.). 

Diarrhcea; at night; slimy, grayish, yellowish, watery, pasty. 

Debility and lassitude after eating, wants to lie down. 

Face, forehead, nose, cheeks, remarkably yellow,

AjJielioratioil.— Evenings I worse, Puis.). 
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Type.— Variablo. Periodicity not markeil. 

Time. — Hour, not characteristic. 

Afteruoon and evening paroxysm. 

Chill. — Without tliirst, over whole body, betjinnhig in hand» and 
feet (Gels.), when walking in open uir: passes off in the room. Shak- 
ing chill in the evening in bed. Shaking ckill, vnlU shivering, ehatfering 
of the teetJi, as if dtuhcd with iee-enld wafer. (Amni. m., Ant. t., S&b.) 
Bhaking chill, with nausea ; uorse on bonds and feet ; with diiteiisvm 
of veins of hand» and arms (enlai-gement of veina of arms ftml legs 
during heat. Chin. s.). Right leg and foot as far as knee, icy- 
ciild (coldneaa of right limb ae if standing in cold water. Sab.). Cold- 
ness of noee; face; cheeks; occiput; pit of stomach ; abdomen ; bands 
and feet; intestine, after drinking water ; in open air; running down 
the back (Meny., Petr.). 

Heat. — Burning heat of hands, face, cheeks, eye-lids, head, ears, tip 
of nose, forehead. Flushes of glowing heat of different single parts of 
body ; on scapula ; in hip-joints. Burning cheeks, of a dark red circum- 
scribed color ( Sang. — of a mahogany color, Eup. perf.). Heat of the 
cheeks, with red swollen face (Cact.). 

Sweat. — During sleep; towards morning; better after waking. 
.Sweats when pain disapjiears (pains relieved by profuse sweat, Am., 
Natr. m., Eup. pcrf,). 

Tonglie. — Coated thickly, white or yellow, witli red margin ; shows 
imprint of teeth (Mer., Pod.). Taste: bitter; insipid ; hitter saliva 
collecta in mouths. Desire for mi/k, which agrees now, (which causes 
flatulence, Carb. v.). PAin lu stomach; retitved by eating i^Anac, 
Petr.l 

PuIse.^During chill, small and quick ; after paroxysm, slow. 

Apyrexia. — Never clear; liable to run into a remittent or contin- 
uous fever. Stitching pains in region of liver, shooting toward the back. 
Left hypochondrium sensitive to pressure. 

Arsenicum follows well and will often l>e reijuired to complete the 
cure. 

CINCHONA. 

Characteristic. — Adapted to stout, "swarthy" persons; to sys- 
t«iii8 once robust, which have become debilitated, "broken down", 
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from exhausting discharges; ailments from loas of vital fluids, espe- 
cially hemorrhages or excessive lactation. 

After climacteric with profuse hemorrhages ; acute diseases result 
in dropsy. 

Pains are darting or drawing-tearing; in every joint, all the bones, 
periosteum as if stmined. sore all over, obliged to move limbs fre- 
quently as motion gives relief (see Rhus tox,); renewed by contact, 
and then gradually increase to a great height. 

Great debility, trembling, aversion to exercise ; nervous ; sensitive 
to touch, to pain, to draughts of air ; unrefreshing sleep. 

Excessive flatulence of stomach and bowels: belching gives no re- 
lief (see Lye, Pod. — gives relief, Carb. v, i. 

Colic : at a certain hour each day ; from gall-stone, worse nights, 
aftflr eating ; better bending double. 

Laborpains cease from hemorrhage; cannot bear to be touched, 
not even her hands. 

Hemorrhages from mouth, nose or bowels; longing for sour things. 

Hemorrhages; blood dark, or dark and clotted, with ringing in 
the ears, fainting, loss of sight, general coldness and sometimes 
convulsions, 

Aiggravatiun. — From slightest touch ; every other day; draught of 
air ; tuillf ; at night ; afler the cliills ; beading double; mental emotion. 

Amelioration. — Wjirmth ; during rest. 

Type. ^Variable. Tertiun or double tertian ; quotidian or double 
quutidian; double quartan. Anticipates from two to three hours each 
Rttae.k (Quinine). 

■■ Parosyani every seventh diiy, anticipating about three hours each 
succeeding ehil]." — \V. J. Hawkes. 

TimB. — Not eharact«riBtic ; may begin at any hour of day ; generally 
toward midday ; never at night. 5 P.M., 5 A.M. PaTOxy»in» return every 
teven or every fourteen days (Ars., Puis,). 

Cause. — Paludal fevers have always been considered its special 
domain. A change of theory may revolutionize the cause to which 
Cinchona is now supposed to be especially adapted; but thanks to 
timiiia it will not in the Icaat aft'ect its horaojopatbic indications. 

Prodrome.— Great thirst (Caps., Eup., Puis. — thirst and 
boue paiui^, Eup. perf. i ; canine hungi-r; nausea; anguish; htadacbe; 
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rtebilitj' ; palpitaUoti of the heart, with iiDxiety ; sneering wlion exposeil 
to cold air; oppressive eoiic ; auri a geutral i'ec-liiig of illness. 

" Re«lle«t deep nig/d before the ptiroxi/gm." — Hahnemann. 

(Mil.— Without ihir^ (with thirst. Caps., Ign., Quin. i. TliirU 
ceasfg <i» man as ehill begins. General shaking chill over whole 
body, IwsgiQiiing in the lega Ix^Iow the knets*. inenuxed by dmiking- 
Shivering or ekilliness, vntk goose-Jleeh, aflrr every mmiltow of drink (ab- 
etaiuB from drinkiDg becauee every swallow iiicreases the chill, Eup. 
perf. — beoause drinking causes vomiting, Ars. — shiidderiDg aud chill 
after every drink. Caps. — drinking makes headache aud nil symptoms 
unliearable, Cimex). Thirst before or after, but not during the chill. 
Coldnevi and shivering when walking in the open air at 5 p.m., dtMp- 
pearing in the room ; an hour afterwards, great heal, ewpecially in the

over the whole body without third; coldness of tJie hands and feel even 
in a xvarm room; chill alternating with heat, Kkin cold and blue 
(Camph., Carb. v. — hand? cold, nails blue, Nux v.). Bensation of 
internal c«)ldiie8a in upper abdomen, afier every tvxiUovi of drink, and 
renewed on every inspiration. Coldueas over whole body as if danheil 
with cold water (Ant. t., Rhus). Paleness and icy coldness of the 
hands and feet, aggravated by walking; vertigo and paleness of the 

Ht'at.— Without thirat.^ Oenentl he^ll, with distended veins, congested 
headache, desire to -uncover, 6m( chilly when uncovered (chilly when

Heat of the whole boily, exfemallij 
and iuUTtiaily, with swollen veins of the urm* and hnnds, without sweat 
or thirst. Heat of the whole body, aggravated by walking (relieved 
by walking, Caps.)> Sensation of heat in abdomen as of hot water 
running down.

" En^re absence of thirst during the paroxyam." — Ad. Lippe. 

Sweat. — With great thirst. The iirst indication of it@ approach 

the return of the thirat which preceded the chill, but which was ab- 
sent during the cold and hot stages. Intense thirst during chill and 
especially during heat, positively contra-indicates Cinch. Sweating 
during sleep. On being covered he inoeat» profnsely all over ; this 
he cannot avoid, although very troublesome, he is so sleepy he cannot 
get np. Partial ; cold ; greasy, or as if mixed with oil ; profuse and 
detillHaling (profiiBe. but not debilitating, Samb.); sweat on the back 
or side on which be lies (sweat on the side not lain upon, Benz.)- 
Prottise sweat oyer the whole body when walking in Uie open air (Bry.). 
Easily excited sweat during sleep and motion (excited by motion only, 
Bry.— relieved by motion. Caps.). The »weat purboil* the tkin 
(Canch. — parboils the fingers. Ant. c). Often slow in becoming 
established, and frequently out of all proportion to the intensity of the 
cold and hot stages (see Eup. perf.). 

" The patient sweats profusely, cs[)ecially on the back and neck, when 
he sleeps." — Hahnemann. 

ToDgUf. — White or yellow; thick, dirty coating. Taste: tooacute. 
Bitter tade in the mouth. Indiflereuce to all foixl, even when thinking 
of it. Toothache, especially when infant nurses (see Sil.). 

Pulse. — Quiek. hard and irregular during chill and bent; slow and 
feeble in apyrexJa. 

Apyrexia. — Sivmtt eimli/; great dei'lilt/ and rxhaiuUng night-sweats 
continue, /u/Zou^ by ringing in tlie enra, and constricting sensation over 
yertex from ear to ear. A saffron yeUowishness of the skin of scalp. 
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fiico, iicck, chest anil aWuiuon (Chel,") ; with iJie characterietii.' anseniic 
ami cacliectic appearance, once seen, never forgotten. There is ewell- 
ing of both hypochonHria, which are painful to pressure and worse by 
motiou, bending, or coughing. Swelling, pain and pressure iif epigas- 
tric region, with hypertrophy of spleen. Entire loss of apiwlUe, with 
sinking feeling in stomaeh, or hunger easily satisiied. Bitter eructa- 
tions and bitter vomiting (sour eructations and sour vomiting. Lye. ). 
The urine is Beauty and turbid, with a yellow or brick-dust sediment; 
and general dropsical symptoms are often present. Bloated or tym- 
panitic abdomen, and hard spleen or liver in nursing children, with 
profuse sweating and great weakntas (without profuse sweating, Ars.). 

Thin con«tUuU» the paroxysm of Cinchona. But Cinchona has 
also another, an exception to the rule (probably a secondary reaction) 
which is often confounded with Arsenicum; hence its notice in ihia 
place. It has only two differential stages — Chill and Heat. 

Chill.— With thirst (fw tkirtl in regular chilli. Febrile chill over 
the whole body from time to time during the day, especially upon fore- 
head, which has cold sweat u]>on it; vivleiU thirii a quarter nf an buur 
after the Jirnt ekill, (No thirst during chill or heal — which is long-last- 
ing — in first paroxysm.) Cold hands in the evening, with hot cheeks; 
one hand is icy cold, the other warm; ice-cold feet, with warmth of 
rest of bo<]y. (This alternate heat of one part and coldne^ of another 
at same time belnnga only to this paroxysm.) 

Heat.— \f'ilh tkird ( no ihirtt- in previous Ittat). Heat over the whole 
body, with fine, needle-like stitches in the skin, especially of the throat, 
together with great third for cold water. Heal alternating with the 
chill; some thirst for cold loater with the chill; heat follows half an 
hour or an hour after the chill. A very transient sensation of heat 
over the whole body, with thirtl for cold water. Sensation of fiushee of 
beat, with thirst for cold drinks. Wartnlh and redness of the face, 
while the rest of the body was etjlrt. The right hand is warm, the left 
cold ; the hands are now warm, now cold ; heat, with burning lip» and 
(A iViif, followed by sweat; chill, wifA thirst; then heat, loiVA thirtt; the 
thirtl eontinueH even during the npyrexia. Violent deeirefur cold driiik*. 
accom|>anied with stinging in various parts of the akin. 

" The fever heat, accom/iaitied with dinging over the whole body, seems 
to form an exception." — Hahnemann. 

The symptoms occurring bifore (he chill and during the tweat and

apyrexia are alike in both parojtyauis. Tlie thirit during the eliill, with 
BiternatC' warmth and coldness of different parts at same time; the 
third during heat, with Btin>;ing or tine, iieedle-Uke stitches in skin, 
with heat of one part and ciihliiess of another, are the chiiracteriatics 
of this paroxyBin. 

CLINICAL. 

Case I. — Mrs. M., let. 20, recently married, complained of pain in 
head, back aud extremities ; !'>sa of appetite, furred tongue and general 
proHtratiuu. At 8 a.m. she was seizeil with a severe chill, lasting one 
hour, when fever aud perspiration followed in their turn. During the 
greater part of which time she was dull and drimny, /lad »evere headadie, 
fiwked faee, full throbbing pulse (120), and retcinbled one whose brain 
tvag ftmgeiied. She seldom asked for water, bill when it was offered 
would drink large quantities at a time. She preferred rather not to be 
disturbed, as »he iva» to tired and weak; desired to doie, and unu at 
timtt tligkUy delirum*. This, with the fact that she was worn out with 
the&tigueof travelling, made a perfect picture of the Cinchona disease. 
Waiting imtil the fever had entirely subsided, I gave her one drop of 
Cinchona'", on a nnwder of Sac. lac., every two hours during the 
day, for two days. There was uo return of either chill or fever. I 
have ne^-er wituesse*! a nmre prompt cure of this or any other disease. 
— C. Pearson, U. S. M. <t S. J.—t, p. 207. 

Case II. — Mrs. B., jet. 45, large, weighing 180 pounds, leuco-phleg- 
malic temjierament. Feeling of coldness every night at 12 o clock, 
followed by light fever and sweat. Cinchona^* produced amelioration. 
I thought I was not curing fast enough, aud gave Quinine with no 
effect whatever. I again resorted to Cinchona"". Three powders, 
one daily, made « iiermanent cure.— G. B, Sa^CHET, U. S. M. & S.J. 
—VII., p. 365. 

Case III. — B., a buy of 12 years, had already hnd two jwrosysms 
every other day when I was called. Light thill, tollowpd by heat j'or 
12 lumr*, with severe keadac/ie; prnfune nweatijig, with great third. 
Cinchona", every two hours, after fever had subsided. No more at- 
tacks. — Dr. ScHAB, Homtep. dinique. 

CHININTTM SXTLFURICUM. 

Characteristic. — Adapted to persons of dark complexion, bilious 
temperament. 

Whirling is the head like a windmill. 

Ringing; in the ears, especially the left (especially tlie light, Cinch.). 

" It will change an intermittent or remittent into a continued fever, 
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and I have known it to cause typhoid and pneumonia (by suppressing 
the original disease)." — Hale, 

Great weakness, especially of lower extremities. 

Aggravatiou. — Contact (dorenl vertebrw) ; wlioii covered (sweats 
profusely). 

Type. — TerHan; rarely ijuotidian. Every fourteen days. Each 
attack anticipating from one to three houre (Ars., Bry., Cinch., 
Nat. m., Nuxv. ), A perfect regularity buth in the invasion and 
jirogress of the paroxysm, is always guiding. 

Time.— 10 or 11 a.m. ; 3 and 10 p.m. 

<^lise. — Marsh miasm ; malaria. Acut* intermiuenia of supposed 
malarial origin. 

Cb\l\.— With Ifiirst. Decided shaking chill at 3 P.M. (Apis, 
Ced.) ; chilliness, with paleue^ of llie face, pain in the forehead and 
temples, and ringing in the ears at 11 A.M. Vloli^ni shaking ehill fol- 
lowed by heal, then tu/eat for several Itovrs. Violent chill with tremhUng 
in the limbg, so that ttlie could scarcely walk ; after going to bed she 
}\a.ii violent had with frequent yatmihig a.ml sneezing, which was followed 
by a cojiiom »weat. Violent paroxysm with »hak!ng fhill and tcvere 
pain in /eft hi/pochondriam ; chilliiieHS for an hour, with blue, lips 'irnl 
ii'tib (Cinch., Nux v.), paleness of the face and pain in the mid- 
dle dorsal vertebrae ; increased hunger and eonslipation. 

Kent.— Witli exceisii-e third. Intense heat over the whole skin, with 
reditesa of Ike fare. External heat, with dryness of the mouth and 
fauces, obstinate constipation. Heat which passes over into sweat ; 
over whole body, which graduoUy breaka into »weat, wrhilc perfectly 
quiet I Staph.). Delirium during heat. Flushes of heat in the face, 
with thirst at 4 p.m. " Great enlargement of veins of arms and tegs." 

SwWlt. — With fhirnl. Sweat breaks out over the whole body from 
time to time, even during perfect quiet. Profuse sweat on the least 
motion f Bry.). Sweat duruig the morning sleep, so profuse that the 
lied was soaked with it. Profuse, exhausting sweats ; nightly diarrbixa 
("nightly dlarrh<ca before the )>aroxysin. Puis.). Thirst oflen begins 
in latter ])art of hot sta^fe, and relieves all syniptctus of head and chest. 
(Natr. m. — sweat relieves all symptomt! but headache, which is in- 
creased, Eup. perf.). Drinking is grateful and uffonls relieC Mrgt 
|>erspiration on parts pressed by clothing, back, axillary and periueal 
regions. 
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Tongue. — Flubby; wbite or yellow coating in the centi^, pale on 
the margin (reverae of Ant. t.). Taste hitler, with clean tongue. 

Pnlse, — Large; full during chill and heat. Weak and trembling 
at cl'we of paroxysm, ranging from 50 to 60 per minute, 

A pyrexia.— Constant excessive thirnt during the entire apyrexia, 
which in daily fever is short, the parosyem closely resembling a re- 
mittent or continuous fever. But whether it be short or long, always 
distinguished by great debility and prostration (Ars.); the jwrspira- 
tinn is exhausting (all the discharges are debilitating and weakening, 
Carb. a. J. Canine hunger more marked, if possible, than in Cin- 
chona, even in nervous enfeebled jiatients, Light exercise readily 
produces pulpitatlon. Obstructions of the [wrtal system are especially 
marked, and the «|>leen swollen and paiufiil. Ringing and burning iu 
the cars, accompanied with vertigo and a sensation of enlargement of 
head. Hiccup may become a troublesome symptom in any stage, but 
especially in apyrexia. Urine fatty and deposits a straw-yellow, brick- 
dust sediment; urates in lai^ quantities. Spine painful on prenture 
in all itages of parorytm. The sensitiveness of the spinous processes of 
the dorsal vertebrie should be borne in mind, for Quinine acts specifi- 
cally upon the spinal cord and the nerves proceeding &om it.

"As a rule, 
uhronif, long-lasting intermitteots are only agjrravated by Quinine." — 
Burt. 

The cachexia produced by long eontiuued nmsaive doses of Chin, eulf., 
such aa rheumatism of the extremities, chronic diarrhcca, asdtes and 
organic disease of the liver and spleen, although now & const it utiunal 
malady, requires antidotal treatment. This may be moat speedily re- 
moved by Ara., Ars., Carb. v., Fer., Lncb., Nutr. m.. Puis., as indi- 
cated by symptoms of each individual c«se. 

Samuel Swau, M.D., of New York, has n;|»irted some bad cases of 
quiuiue cachexia, cured with Chin. s. 10 m. and c. m. potency. — See 
last paragraph Hakitemann't Clirouie DUeaeet, Vol. I, p. 195-196, as 
authority. 

Chin. B. is often indicated in intermittent fever, and when indicated 
will cui-e more promptly and more safely in the jwtencies than in the 
crude lorm. There is little doubt that it ia ojlener prticribed than in- 
diaUed, and that it will, in a majority of cases, suppress the pamxysm — 
without reterence to time of appearance, whether wilA or udlkoul chUl, 
heat, tweat, third, etc., etc.— there is as little doubt. But Morphine will 
also suppress pain and diarrhtea, quite as eflcctually as Quinine will 
the fever paroxysm, and the homceopathic physician, half-read or not 
read at all, in bis Materia Medicu, " borrows both the theory and the 
Quinine from his allopathic brother, for the same reason that he bor- 
rows his hypodermic syringe and morphine," with which to relieve the 
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pain and diarrhcea, via,, it is a " short cut " to pulliato the piiin, relieve 
and thus retain his patient, and avoid the necessity of studying the 
case. There ia a wide difference between suppressing and curinff a 
fever paroxysm, or any other diseaee. The honxBopath ean and oUfffU 
to cure, not " break up the chill," "suppress" or "cover up" the dis- 
ease!. Leave the " breaking up of the paroxyeiii " to tlie allopath who 
invented the phrase ; " rational (?) medicine " can do it " scientifically."

Nux y. has 
been more freijiienllj inilicated in the 
cases I have met with than any other 
remedy." — Priv. Com.

CICUTA VIBOSA. 

Characteriatic. — Adapted to persons of a highly nervous or 
ganizatloii. Women subject to epUeptic and choreic convulsions; 
spasms of teething children. 

Convulsions, with frightful distortions of the limbs aod of whole 
body. 

Epilepsy ; with swelling of the stomach as from violent spasms of 
the diaphragm ; screaming ; red face ; trismus ; hiccup ; loss of con- 
sciousness and distortion of the limbs; frequent, during the night; 
recurring at first at short, then at long intervals. 

Puerperal convulsions; frequent suspensions of breathing for a 
few moments ; upper part of body most affected. 

Aggrayation. — From tobacco smoke flgn.)- 

Amelioration.— In open air. 

Type. — (Quotidian ; periodicity not marked. 

Time. — Afternoon (2 to 3.30 P.M.) paroxysm. 

C'hill.^Add chillineaw. with desire for warmth and to go to the 
warm stove (Lach. j. The chilliness begins in the chest and ext«uds 
down the legs and into the arms, itfter which follown a diaj>o»ilion U> 
ilare at one point. Icy-coldnesa of the whole body; ears cold; cold 
sensation streams through lower legs, especially the right. The whole 
abdomen was cold. TItey till long for a luarm ttove (Bov., Ign,, 
Lach.). 

Heat. — Without thirst ; general of whole body ; of single parts and 
special organs ; in the chest and abdomen ; in both legs. Sensation of 
hot water in the chest, arms, legs and ears ; hot inlernftlly and exter- 
nally. Burning and redness of the face. Coustant desire for open air. 
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Sweat. — On the abdomen; at night, and in tlie morning houn. 
Feek invigorated after. 

Tongne. — Swelling of the tongue. Thirst, with inabilitj to swallow 
(Cimex). 

The conditions calling for Cicuta are liable to occur during or fol- 
lowing epidemic spinal meningitis. 

CIMEX.— (Acanthia lectularia.) 
Characteristic— Affects the right side raost. Violent headache 
during the chill, which almost deprives him of the power of think- 
ing; worse when he drinks. 

Pain in liver as if strained ; painfnl when tonched and coughing. 
Constipation : stool dry, like small nuts, and only able to pass a 
small piece with each effort. 
Cough ; with gagging, belching, or vomiting ; with purulent sputa ; 
Kin daily attacks with fever paroxysm. 
H Irresistible drowsiness and sleepiness. 

^^ Aggraviltioil.— Drinking: c.vvry movement, especially extending a 
^BEmb, producer pain in extensor tendons ; suffers the thirst rntlier than 
^|toiove. 

^M Amelioration. — By abataining from drinking. 
Type. — Tertian or quartan. 
Time. — All periods, day or night. 

Prodrome. — Thirst; can drink before the paroxysm, begine. Heavi- 
new in lower limbs five or six hours before chilly stage begins (thirst, 
with pains in bones of limbs one to three hours before chill begins, 
Eup. pcrf.). 

Chill. — WithovUhirtL Chill commencing in the feet, which first 
become cold; clenching of hands ; violent ragiug ; cold shiiddering.as 
if cold water were poured over her (Cinch., Rhus); stretching, yawn- 
ing ; great drowsiness during chilly stage, he is unable to resist sleep 
(Opium); hands and feet feel dea<i (fingers feel as if they were dead, 
Sep. — nil the body feels numb, Cedr.). During chill, pain in all 
the joints (pain iu ankles and wrists. Pod.), a» if tendone were too ahort, 
emtirwted, so that the legs cannot be stretched, partiimlarly the knee 
joinU, which he ia itnabte to extend.

Chill termiuates with a feeling in the 
iegs as if tired by walking, obliging coastant chauge of poeition of 
limba. After the chili (iaatead of fever), (/urgt; but when he dritih, 
violeni headache, which almott deprives him of lite potver of thinking; 
with tickling in the larynx, causing dry, uninterrupted cough ; op- 
prcBsed breathing ; heavinesa in the middle of chest and anxiety. Tor- 
mented wUh Uiirst, yet he abstains from drinking, because it niakea 
headache and all the above eymptonis unbearable (see Ars., Caps., 
Eup. perf.). 

Heat. — Wilhoul third, but deijire to drink nearly all day, on Hccoual 
of dryuesB of throat (Nux m.). When the dry heat sete in, the un- 
easincBs disappears, in place of which she feels a pre»ture and gagging 
in the eeeophafive, affecting whole chfst and impeding regpiralian ; when 
she drinks tor the pur|>ose of putting a stop to the gagging, the wtter 
can only he mmllowed at interoaU, m if the <esophagKS were e/mgfrietrd 
(Cic). The gogging doeg not cea»e vntU hot ttage terminates, aAer 
which ravenous hanger (hunger before chill, Cinch.— hung(?r during 
entire paroxysm, Cina). If he drinke during heat, is obliged to 
urinate Bo<}n after; urine hot and brown, depositing much sediment; 
contiuues hot even 24 hours after fever. 

Svf fat.— Without tliirat; relieves all the other symptoms (Natr. 
m.). MitHty -smelling, sour sweat; the odor is very offensive to him 
( Carb. an . ). Light sweat, mostly tin head and chest, teiih amiinued 
huntjcr (Eup. perf.). 

Toni^ue. — Coated white; saliva collects on middle of tongue anil 
tasters of iron ; tongue, gums and palate feel burnt or scalded. Throat 
dry, causing drinking. 

ApJTexia.— A good deal of thirst in this stage, in which, like be- 
fore the chill, he can satisfy his thirst, without headache, gagging or 
oesophageal constriction, 

CLINICAL. 

A well marked chill, and afterwards thirst, but no fever ; when the 
lia.\Xeni Ave.i\\i, the loti her breath, gagged, had dyapntea and a gagging 
cough. Cured with Cimex.— T. D. Htowe, H. M., p. 162. 
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CIXA. 

Cbaracteristic. — Adapted to children with dark hair; very 
cross, irritable, ill-humored ; wants to be carried, but carrying gives 
no relief ; does not want to be touched; cannot bear you to come 
near it ; averse to caresses ; desires many things but rejects every 
thing offered : uneasy, distressed : rubs or picks the nose all the 
time; pitiful weeping when awake: starts and screams during sleep; 
suffer fh)m worms. 

Face is pale; sickly appearance around mouth and eyes; dark 
rings around the eyes. 

Canine hnnger ; hangry soon 'after a full meal. 

Child is afraid to speak or move for fear of bringing on a par- 
Oiysm of cough (Bry.). 

Intermlttents of nervous, weekly, scrofbloas oMldren. 

Agsravatiou. — At night. 

Type. — Quotidian ; qimrtan ; tertian ; regular ; periodicity pro- 
nounced, 

Timp. — 1 P.M., afternoon or evening. At ennie liour every day. 
Evening; fever lasting all nighl (nursing children). 

Daily fever (.willioiit chill) at eame hour. 

CAOSe. — Intestinal worms. 

Prodrome. — Ravenous hunger, nausea, vomiting of food, and diar- 
rhien, and vomiting of bile (when the stomach is empty); pale face, 
with blue margins around the eyes. 

ChllL — Withovi tbir»t. Febrile ahivering over He whole body, with 
hot eheeh, wUhout Ihirit. Chill extends fn>m upper part of body to 
head, even by the warn stove. Shivering-erreping over the trunk, so that he 
trembles even by a umriii stove, not relieved by exftmal warmth (chill 
increased by external heat, Ipec). Ciildne^i of Uie pale face, with 
warm hands; cold face; cold cheeks; cold sweat on forehead, nose and 
hands. Evening paroxysm of nursing children, heal with hunger and 
ifiint eontinue. all nighl.

Apyrexla. — Nertr denr. Hunger even in thiw stage, though not »o 
marked, or so constant. The i^hild had a craving appetite for sumc 
time previnits to fever, then Ions of appetite and desire only for dainties, 
with vomiting and whitish diarrhoea. Geucral "in>mi »ymptonis" pre- 
dominate; restlesB, frightened sleep ; vrine tnrbid, turns milky and setni- 
tolid after danding. 

The vomiting during prodrome, often during and always aflerthe 
paroxysm, succeeded by canine hunger with e^n tongue, should 
always call attention to Gina. In Anlimonium erud. the same condi- 
tion may be present but the tongue is covered with a thick, whitish coat- 
ing. In Ipecacuanha the tongue is sometimes clean, but there is nausea, 
and the vomiting predominatts over the diarrhoea. The prostration of 
Veratrum is wauling, and the menial symptoms are entirely diflerent.

The child nas pale and puny; at>domen 
bloalod; breath foul; an occasional thin, wliitish diarrhiea; rubbing 
I of the face, ears, nose, and perinieum ; wetting the bed ; Btarting in 
Bleep ; lying on the belly ; reatlessneaa at night ; continually rolling 
over and about; throwing away everything given it, and crying at 
nothing. Cina, tivo prwcriptions, cured. — T. D. Stowe, H. M., p. 162. 

COCCTJLTJS. 

Characteristic — For women and children with light hair and 
eyes ; prone to seasickness from riding in a carriage, railroad car, or 
boat, or even looking at a boat in motion. 

Diseases peculiar to drunkards. 

Attacks of paralytic weakness, with pain in the hack, 

Great lassitude of the whole body ; it requires eiertion to stand 
flnnly. 

Vertigo, as if intoxicated, when rising up in bed ; must lie down 
(Bry.— worse sitting than walking, and extreme when lying down 
and closing the eyes, Apis). 

Sensation in abdomen of cutting and rubbing, as of sharp stones, 
on every movement. 

During the effort to menstruate she is so weak she is scarcely able 
to stand (see Alum., Carb. an.) from great weakness of lower Umbs. 

A^raTattou. — Driuking, oaling, sleephig, sniokin;^, talking, riding 
in a carriage, wld air, motion of carriage, swing or ship. 

Amelioration. — At night, after sweat. 

Time. — 8 a.m. Afternoon or evening. 

tllill. — WUhoiit thirst. ChilJine^ alternating with heat. Shaking 
chill for half an hour at 8 a.m., without thirst, and without subseqnent 
heat. (Caust.) Sliaking chill over the whole bo<ly in the afternoon, 
or in the evening. Chill, writh severe colic, not relieved by a warm 
ilove; with lameness of the small of the back ; ciiilt more in the l>ack 
and on the tegs ; iu afternoon or evening ; with shivering through the 
vhole body ; nut relieveil by external warmth.

Tongne.— Coated white, edges dry. Metallic tasl«. Tobacci) tttst«a 
bitter. Aversion to sour things (desire for pickles. Ant. c). 

Apyrexia. — When the fever threatens to assume a alow. " sneaking," 
nervous form, attended with vertigo ; dull paius in the head, general 
weakness and physical depression; anorexia, with a tongue compara- 
tively clean, but a marked tendency to nausea — aa if the stomach was 
always nauseated, Coceulu* should be thought of. 

COFFEA. 

CharacteriBtic. —OTer-sensitiveness : all the senses more acnte, 
sight hearing, smell, taste, touch (Bell.. Opium). 

AilmeDts, the bad effects of pleasurable surprises (ftlght). 

Pains are felt intensely; seem almost insupportable: driving to 
despair (Cham.). 

Sleepless, wide-awake condition! ecstajy, full of ideas, no sleep in 
consequence; physical excitement Through mental exaltation. 

Headache : from over mental exertion, thinking, talking ; one 
sided, as from a nail driven into the brain (Ign., Nnx, Yerat); as if 
the brain were torn or dashed to pieces, worse in open air. 

Unusual activity of mind and body, 

Intermittent jerking toothache ; relieved by holding ice water in 
the mouth, but returns when water becomes warm (Bry.), 

Aggravation. — Excessive joy ; cold oi>en air. 

Anielioratlon. — Warmth ; during rest ; evtuiiig until midnight. 
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Type.— Simple; quartan (?). 

Time. — 3 and 8 p.m.; fever usually without chill. 

Chill. — Without thirst. Coldiiegs ami chillincBa ruoDing all through 
, the limbs. CkUU running dmm the back. Chilly feeling, with external 
and internal warmth (Cinch.). Internal shivnring, with external 
heat of face or whole body. Chills ascend from the fingers and toca to 
Dape of neck, thence to vertex ; increased by exercise [relieved by 
exercise.

Several 
remedies were given without result, when he complained of great reat- 
lessneas, lying awake most of the night and tossing about in bed. 
Coffea tr.. three dro|« to lie taken every two hours. Reported in four 
days thai he had been able to sleep since last prescription, and his last 
chill was lighter. Completely cured in two weeks, and no return fur 
two years.— J. D. Craig. Horn. Obs., IV., p. 442.

Chilly 
abivering in stomach and abdomen. Coldness in evening relieved by 
warm covering, but returning on going to i)ed as a ehillineas, witli 
chattering of the teeth, disappearing atter a short time while lying still; 
it threatened to return on motion. 

Heat. — External dry beat the whole night, with violent, unquencha- 
ble thirst. Internal with attacks of flushes of heat, or short flushea of 
heat intermingled with cliillineBS, even near the warm stove. Great 
heal of the/ace, of the hands and feet. 

Sweat. — Wanting or aujjpresged; or profuse, eaaily produced; »o»r- 
tmelling au>eat. 

Tongue.^ Heavy, stiff, insenaible; bright red ; covered with a 
downy white fur (^milky white coating, Aut. c). Desire for, or 
aversion to food, with loathing when merely looking at it, and ttUt 
more wlien »melUng it; the smell of broth nauaeates, and that of fish, 
egga, or fat meat, almost makes him faint. 

Nauaea with great reatiessDcse ; on assuming the upright poeition, 
great inclination to vomit. 

Apyrexia. — Never clear. The gaatric aymptoma which come to the 
surface during this stage are usually characteristic. 

Jn Colchicum wo frequently find the gemie cpidemicut for the inter- 
mittents so often met with late in autumu, when epidemic dysentery 
prevails. 

CONITTM HACTTLATUH. 

Characteristic. — Especially suitable for diseases of old men, old 
maids ; women with rigid mnscles ; persons with light hair who are 

easily excif«d. 




CONITJH MArirLATlTM. 

Glandular mdorations of stony hardness ; of mamniEe and testicles 
in persons of cancerous tendency ; after contusions and bruises. 

Breasts sore, hard and painful during menstrual period; hysterical 
symptoms and vertigo increased. 

Vertigo, particularly when lying down or turning in bed. 

Cough : in spasmodic paroxysms, caused by dry spot in larynx 
(dry spot in throat, Actea) ; itching in chest and throat (lod.) ; worse 
at might ; when lying down ; during pregnancy. 

Frequent urination ; flow intermits, 

Dreads being alone, but avoids society (see Bia,. Kali c. Lye.). 

Bad effects of celibacy and excessive indulgence. 

Aegravallon. — Atniglit; lying down; cold air; rising up in bed. 

Anielioratioil.— In the dark; moving; when walking. 

Type.— <iiu>tidian ; simple. 

Time.— 1 or 5 a.m. — 3 to 5 p.m. Very ill-humored from 5 to 6 p.«. 

OUIL — With trembling in all the limbs, and constant desire for 
warmth, eapecially for heat of sun (for heat of atove, Lach. — re- 
lieved by covering up, Nux v., Rhus. — warm air seema cold. Thuja). 
Chniiness iu the back, with cold bauds and blue nails. Internal chill 
in the momiug; with shivering in the afternoon. Extremities and 
whole body were icy cold. Shivering over the body. 

Heat. — With thirst, and redness of the face. Great internal and 
external heat, with ffreat nervousness. Heat, with profuse sweat at 
same time. Uneasy sleep, great trembling, and short, rapid, snor- 
ing respiration. 

Sweat. — Day and nighJ, as soon as he sleeps, even when 
closing the eyes (sweats when awake, dry heat when he sleeps, 
Samb.). Sweat over whole body, with rwlness of face. Sweat while 
sitting in a chair and dozing. Kight-sweat with ofiensive odor; smart- 
ing the skin (Canth.), ProiiiBe sweat on limbs, perinteum, genitals 
f Hepar, Thuja). " Eruption during sweat " (what kind ?). 

Tongne. — Stiff and painful; taste bitter; aaliva thready; lips and 
tongue drg and sticky (^Nux m.). Craves coffee, salt, or sour things. 

Apjrexia. — Complete ; aoraetimea with vertigo on lying down. 
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CURARE. 

Aggra\ation.—Dampnes». damp uvather, cluinge of wcaih^, coH 
wind, or the Ictuit jiwwmetU. 

Amelioration. — After tlie first mouthful of food. (Compare with 
Aran.% 

Type.— Quotidian. 

Time. — 2 or 3 p.m., every day, and coJUiniiinff well into the nig/U. 

CbiV. — Without thirst. Coldness corami^ncing on tlie alMlomeii anil 
spreading all over. Sensation of shivering, starting from the stomach 
and spreading over the whole body. 

Heat. — With thirst, especially in the head, on the back and legs; 
burning in the hips; great weakness and prwitration, crampy pains on 
the least movement. Fever with thirst and great hunger; yawning 
and stretching, hot head and hands, convulsive paroxysms and faint- 
ing. Daily lever, commencing at 2 or 3 p.m., and continuing well into 
the night; burning heat, accompanied by partial and transient chillB, 
incoherent speech, and often by paralysis of the cxtremitieti. Per- 
ntetoiM fever, with eojulant chillitieM (Petr.), heat increased at night 
or in the open air; less in the morning. 

Sweat. — Olid and bloody, esj>ecially at night. 

Tongae. — Deep red, cracked and bleeding. 

Neither our provings nor clinical experience of Curare have yet 
been sufficient to warrant us in saying what is characteristic. 



DIGITALIS. 

Characteristic. — Suitable for sadden fluBhes of heat, followed 
by great nervous weakness and irregular, intermitting pulse, occur- 
ring at cUmateric; worse by least motion. 

Sensation as if heart would stop beating if she dared to move 
{fears that unless constantly on the move, her heart will cease beat 
Ing, Gels.— See Fer.). 

Faintness or sinking at the stomach, feels as if he were dying. 

Great weakness of chest, cannot bear to talk, 

At night f^quent waking in a fright, as from a dream, as if he 
fell from a height or into the watflr. 

A^^vatiou, — Lying down; motion; in a warm room. 
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Tlni(!!> — No periodicity. Pulse, cliftmcteriatic. 

Chill. — CVimmeucing iu the tingere; piilms of the hands, sole* of the 
feet, theuce over the whole body. Coldness first of hands and arras 
(of extremtti(», Gels. — of arms, Bell., Hell. — in fiugera, tiwa and 
!il*s, Bry.). Great eoldnf/tn of ekin. Greul ien»Ulvetiess to the cold 
(Bar. c, Camph.j; chilline^ and shiveriug over Ihe whole back; 
internal chill with external heat; ehitl and heat in alternation; cold 
eMremitiM; excessive coldness of the hands and feet, with cold sweat. 
Chillinese over the whole body with heal and redness of the face. 

Heat. — Without thirst. Sudden flushes of heat, followed by weak- 
ness of all parts. General violent heat, with swollen veins and rapid 
pulse. One katid hot, the other cold (Lye.*). Heat of body, with cold 
of face. Heat in the head, face and ears, hands, with redness 
of the cheeks. 

Sweat. — Immediately after the chill (Bov., Caust. — heat with 
profuse sweat at same time, Con.). Night-sweat, generally cold and 
clammy. CoverrH with a ettpioua per^iration, icilhout relief of heart 
symptoms. Cold sweat on boily, warm sweat on palms of handa. 
8weat on upper parte of hf>dy ; on the face. 

Tongue. — Clean or coated whit«. TaBt« : desire for sour drinks and 
bitter food; bread tastes bitter; want nf appetite, or hunger. Constant 
ptyalism. 

Pulse. — Third, fifth or seventh beat, intermits. Extremely slow when 
at rest; Meelerated, Jull and hard from every motion. 

Digitalis should not be followed by Cinchona in any form, as accord- 
ing to Hahnemann. Cinthonu increases the anxiety caused by Digitalis 
to deadly anguish. 

DBOSEBA. 

Characteristic. — Wlooping-congh; in violent paroxysms, which 
follow each other so rapidly he is scarcely able to get his breath. 

Congh, aggravated: by wanuth; drinMng; singing; laughing; 
weeping; lying down; after midnight 

Clergymen's sore throat {see Ai^. n., Arum.}; with rough, scrap- 
ing, dry sensation deep in the fauces, Constriction and crawling In 
larynx, hoarseness and yellow or green sputa. 

AggravalioiI.—jViU-r midnight ; warmth; during rest. 
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TjTie. — Quolidiau; tertiuii. 

Time.^Btfore 9 a.m., eveiy moridng. 

Cause. — Frequently called for where fevere occur during prevalence 
of epidemic pertuesis, tlieii it often becomes the genua epidciaicus. 

iMW.— Withovi third. Chill with icy cold haudg, blue naiU, eold, 
paleface (Nuxv.), and cold exlremitiee ; must lie dowo. Febrile thiven 
over the whole body, with heat of the face and icy eoldnett of the hands, 
and sometimes bilious vomitiug. He KiwayB feels too cold, he cajinot 
get warm (Calc. ost.); he feela cold at night in bed; ehivering during 
rest, but not during motion (chill, heat and sweat all relieved by mo- 
tion, Caps. J; even in bed he ie irnable to keep from shivering and 
feeling cold, though body is wiu-m to touch (Bar. c). Spasmodic 
cough with vnolent pressing, pulsating pains in the head. AfWr mid- 
night, coldness of the left half of the face, with sticking pains in it; the 
right half hot and dry (see Caust.). Conetaut chilUuesa, cannot yrf 
warm (Aran.). 

Ueat. — WitlioiU Ihirti. Heat at night, chilly during the day. Heat 
VMrte after mtdniglii. Heat abnost exclusively on face and head. In- 
creased warmth of upper body, evening. After chilliness, slight thirst, 
heaviness of head, throbbing pain in the occiput, and heat of &ca, 
uaual warmth of rest of body, lasting till 3 p.m. Feels well in the 
evening. 

8weat> — Cold sweat on face, &et, abdomen. Warm sweat, partic- 
ularly just atler midnight; viod profuse on face and abdomen. 
Sometimea general liweat, particularly at night, attended with a spa*- 
modio eougk, which brought on retching artd naunea. 

Tongue.— Clean (Cina). Food hat no latte (Eup. perf.). Bread 
tastes bitter. 

"Profuse dUdiarge of watery mliva during febrile stage." — Hahne- 
mann. 

" Intermittent fever, with sore throat and nausea." — LiPPE. 

Apyrexia.— Usually clear, though gastric symptoms may be present 
at times (clear with good np]jetite, Canch.). Oaughs more ihan in 
eweatijig stage. As in Aranea and Bovista, tlie chill predominates, the 
other Btag^ being light, sometimes only partially developed. 
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, In several cases of iDtermittent fever, Dnisera has been verv ueefiil,

Gastric syinptonis were prE'sent in upyrexia. In fevers occurring at

Like Arauea. the fevers to which Dutcamara U adapted, are tare.

CLINICAL. 

Case I. — " Commencing with quotidian ague, which was repeatedly 
suppressed for a few days, and when he called upon me was ot the ter- 
tian type. The paroxysms were preceded by much gaping and attended 
with much thirst, pain in the abdomen and great pain in the extremi- 
ties, darting down into the fingers and toes." 

Case II. — Intermittent fever contracted in Virginia eighteen months 
since, and suppressed every one, two or three weelta by the use or abuse 
of Quinine. Paroxysm at 1 p.m., preceded by headache ; pains in the 
Ixiwels; soreness of the limbs; continued gaping and stretching. In 
the ekUl, slightly increased pain in the head and limbs. During heat, 
violent tearing pains throughout the head, worse on the vertex; in- 
creased pain in the bowels and extremities; and pains shooting to the 
very tips of the fingers and toes, and then shooting back into the body ; 
with intense thirst, Elater." cured these cases promptly, — Dk, Jeakkb, 
S. C—l. p. 692. 

Case III. — Quartan ague of six weeks standing, the parospms 
occurring about 12 M., when an attack resembling cholera morbus 
supervened ; after this period tevere ond copious discharge of frothy Jliiid 
matter, Irequently dejected fi-om the bowels, with cutting pains at inter- 
vals and vomiting. Verat.' was given with only partial relief. Ela- 
terium", every two or three hours, effected in a few hours an entire 
cureof the symptoms of cholera; and when the period arrived for the 
recurrence of his ague, the patient found he was also cured of that, and 
has remained well. — C. B. 5Iatthew8, S. C, — I, p. 692. 

Case IV. — Obstinate ague for five years, which was contracted while 
residing in Virginia. Suppressed by Chin, sulf, in large doses, but 
always recurred at longer or shorter periods. When the chills were 
supprewed she was generally attacked with urticaria over the whole 
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8iirfnce, asil nhe whs frc(]iiently afflicted with a disordered state of the 
mind, eharnutt^rized by an irresistible prfipeiwity to wander trom home 
even in the night and range the woods. The chill oecurreti everj' third 
day, twiw in the day, continuing two hours ; pains in the head ; under 
the shoulder-hladeii ; in the left aide, in the calves of the legs and small 
of the hack ; yawning and gaping with a sound resembling tJie neighing 
of a horee; running at the nose; cramp in the lega and soles of the 
feet. The chill was followed by high fever, which ended in copious 
perBpiration. Elater.' cured. Vriicaria: After the ague had subsided 
in the above case, urticaria appeard, with tendency of wind as above 
stated. A continuance of the Elaterium for a few days entirely and 
permanently removed this latter afli^ction and she has had no recurrence. 
—Ibid. 

The Elaterium urticaria, like Rhus, has intolerable itthiug, but, un- 
like Rhus, is relieved by nibbing.

Chill. — Without thirst, followed by dry heat and burning redness of 
the tace. C/iiflinem and heat alternately (Ars., Calc. ost.) at 8 P.U.; 
chilly for a few minvtes, then heat for a quarter of an hour. Shalnng 
chill, felt internally as if in. (/le bonet, followed in half an bourby 6urn- 
tn^ heat ; the skin hot, with thirst, the fever lasted whole uight until 
10 A.M. nest day. Coldness aggravated by dnnkiny cold water ( Capa.) ; 
after a drink, shivering from head to foot with chattering of the teeth. 
Terrible coldness after drinking, and as if ice water were rising and 
falling through a (.^liudrical opening in left lung. Great sensitiTenese 
to cold. Right leg up to knee, cold as ice. Arms cold by putting hand 
in cold water. 

Heat. — With thirst, alternating leitA cbilUne9i. Dry heal from 7 to 
9 P.M., followed by chill till 10 F. it. Fever at 7 p.m., with lesa chill, 
more violent heat, but little sweat ; sleep interrupted by heavy dreams 
(of dead people), with difficult breathing the whole night. Flushes of 
heat, vdtli redneis of the face and enrii. 

Sweat, — All over. Swe&t cob! and profuse. Sweat on forehead 
and nape of the neck. 

Ton^e. — Deep'red, clean, or swollen and black.

ETJPATORITJM PERFOLIATUM. 

Characteristic. — Adapted to diseases of old people ; worn out 
constitutions, especially from inebriety. 

Pains ; osteocopic, affecting the back, limbs, bead, cbest. particii- 
larly the wrists as if dislocated, tbe eyeballs ; the more general and 
severe the better adapted. Like Bryonia, they are accompanied by 
headache, constipation and pain in hepatic region, bat here the simili- 
tude ends. 

In Bryonia, the perspiration is profuse, easily excited by motion. 
and the pains compel patient to lie still upon the painful side. 

In Eupatorium the sweat is scanty or wanting, the pains cause 
restlessness without any relief from motion, and there is entire ina- 
bility to lie on left side. 

Fains as if broken ; come quickly and go away as quickly (reverse 
of Stan.). 

Vertigo : sensation as if falling to the left (cannot turn the head 
to the left for fear of falling, CoL). 

Followed well by Natrum mur. and Sepia, 

Ai^javation.— Miition ; ilrinkiiip: uucoverinf. 

Type.— Tertian ; double tcrliaii ; rarely, double qunrtau, and tlien 
only when diaiiged from original type by Quiniae. All types may 
be cured by it. Anticipating. 

Time. — 7 A.M.; 7 to g A.M.; 7 to 9 a.m. one day, lighter cliill 
at 12 m. next day: 10 a.m.; 12to2p.M.; 5 p.m. Will cure without 
reference to time, when t^italily of symptoms are present. 

Prodrome. — Insatiable thirst, but drinking causa naiuea and 
vomitinff, and Iiasle7ui ike chill. Sink dainach and third night before the 
paroxysm. Thirst, gumetimea for warm drinlcB {Case, Ced.), from 
one to three hours before the chill; iie knows the chill is coming because 
"he extnnot drink enough " ( knows chill is coming because she is thirsty, 
Caps,, Cinch., Natr.Ri. ); YtiViaiag,SiVTetc\i\og,pain in back,f specially 
above right ilium, and the bonet of extremities as if broken. Colicky pain 
ID the upper abdomen (Coc.) ; painful soreness of tlie eyeballs. Must 
be covered, bt^fiire and during chill (covered during entire paroxysm, 
Nux v.). Hungry (Cina). 

tllill.— iri(/i intense thirst; but drinHiig water increases the 
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and catiteg hitler vomiting (drluking causes vomiting, Ars. — drink- 
ing iiK^reaws tlie eliill, CapsJ. CliilliiU'S^ witli excessive trembliag 
nnd nausea (from the least motion). ChiUineM in the morning, hnl 
tlirmighout the whole day, but no perspiration. Chill mar l«ave fur 
a few miDutee and return again, but no heat in the Interval (revt 
of Ars., which has alternate chiil and h«it). Shivering increased by 
motion ; intense, throbbing headache ; pain in back and bunee of e: 
trcmitiee ; moaning with pain ; distressing pain in stomach and eplee 
Yawning and stretching ; more shivering than the degree of coldnew 
warrantji. Must be warmly covered (Nux v.). Begins in or may fpread 
from the back, or rww* up the back (begins in back between the

Tongnfi. — Coated white or yellow. Taste, iuisipid, bitt«r; food has 
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taste (Dros.'). Desire for ice cream ; thirst. PalenesB of n 
ineiiibran« of mouth (Fer,), Cracks at the commissures of the lips 
(Natr. m,). Cauine hunger after Quiuine.

GAMBOGIA. 

Characteristic. ^The conditions calling for Gambogia are apt to 
occur especially toward evening or night. 

Frightful vomiting and purging attended with fating (Slat.. 
Verati. 

Stool: profuse, watery, with colic and tenesmus; dark green mu- 
cns, offensive, corrosive, discharged with a single, somewhat pro- 
longed effort; great relief after stool as though an irritating sab- 
stance were removed ftom the bowels. 

Aggravation, — Eveuing uud night; while aiUiiig. 

Amelioratton. — During motiun in the opeii iiir. 

type.— (iuotidian, tertlBn ; double tertian; Jutermiltont often be- 
comes remittent. Postponing oiYener thuu anticipating. 

Time. — T p.m.; evening 6 to 8 cm., lasting all night (Lye, Pole., 
Khua, Harac, last all night). 

ChllL — Violent shaking at 7 P.M., beginning in the back, with ex- 
ternal coldness of whole body, conlifiuM till 4 A.M. (chill lasts 1 2 Iioura, 
Canth. — 24 hours, Aran.). Internal and external eoldneai, at 6 to 8 
P.M., lasting from a quarter to two hours, or the whole night to 5 A.M. 
Sensation of eliillineaa and elongation of incisor teeth. Chill for two 
hours with chattering of the tt;eth. with violent thirst; the skin in 
warm to the touch. Sudden shaking chill at night, waking him from 
sleep, and as suddenly disappearing. 

Hwt> — Increased warmth, with anxiety and flushes of heat. Al- 
ways slight, oft<;n wanting. 

Sweat. — Over whole body on waking at 4 a.m. Early morning 
sweat. 

The fevers of Gambogia occur while diarrhoea ie prevalent. The 
paroxysm consists almost wholly of the cold stage; the others being 
light or wanting. 

6CI^£MITT1I. 

Characteristic— Adapted to children; yonng people; women of 
a nervous, hysterical temperament; irritable, sensitive, excitable; 
onanists, both seses. 

Desire to he quiet, to be let alone, does not wish to speak, nor 
have any one near her for company, even if the person be silent (Ign.). 




Complaints: from exciting or bad news (ftom pleasant aurprises, 
Coff.i: sudden emotions; tlie anticipation of any unusual ordeal; 
general depression from heat of sun or summer. 

Vertigo: spreading from the occiput; with diplopia, dim vision, 
loss of sight; seems intoxicated when trying to move. 

Children: fear of falling, seize the nurse. '-'•■■■ 

Lack of muscular co-ordination; giddy, confused: muscles refuse 
to obey the wUl. 

Headache: beginning in cervical spine; pains extend over the 
head, causing a bursting sensation in forehead and eyeballs (Sang., 
SiL, begin in same way. bnt are serai-lateral); worse from smoking. 

Sensation of a band around the head above the ears; scalp sore. 

Fears that unless constantly on the move, the heart will cease 
beating (would cease beating if she moved. Dig.). 

Aggravation. — Drtiii|» weather; belVire a tbuuder storm ; autldea 
emotions; bad newa; rest. Smoking tobacco. 

Amelioration.— In the cold, opeu air. 

Type. — Quotidian ; tertian ; same hour of the day with every 
paroxysm (Aran., Cedr., Sabad.). Periodicity cstends throughout 
its entire pathogeDesia ; all its fevers are of a regular tyi>e, but char- 
apter^xed by dinnrders of innervation. Simple, uncomplicaled cases. 
When the remittent takes on the intermittent type (reverse of Bapt., 
Eup. perf., Quin.). 

Time. — Alternoon and evening paroxysm 2, 4, o and 9 p.m. Fever 
vilhout chill at 10 a.m. iBapt., Natr. m.). 

Prodrome. — Sudden mental emotions, the anticipation of any un- 
usual ordeal, fright, grief, bad news, may hasten chill or produce 
diorrhtEa. Could tell when chill waa about to return, us incontinence 
of urine would set in. Thirst, but does not drink much; hurts to 
■« allow. 

C'liIU. — Wlllioid third. Chill commeneea in the hands and feet (in 
recent cases — in old chronic cases, Natr. m.). Chill ascending from 
feet ; ehi/l and ehiltinest, etpecialhj along the gjiine ; ninniiig up the back 
irom loint to nape of neck, and following each other in rapid wave-lik-; 
succession from sncrum to oedpvt (running up and down the spine, 
Eup. purp.j. ChiJliDesa uith cold hands and feet, headache, and 
heat of head and face. Chilliness with tired, languid feeling iu back 
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GEIiiEMIUM, 



and limbs; wants to avoid all musculttr exertion. Feet feel ns if in 
very cold water. Coldness ia so severe as to be painfuL Sleepy ns 
chill is leaving (Apia). Nervous chill, the skin is warm; want« to be 
held that he may not shake so much. Child wants to be held bo that 
he will not shake so hard (Lach.^ 

He-at,— Without thirst; intense burning. General heat, tnoetlj 
about the head and face. Warmth over the whole body, as if sweat 
would break nut, then chilly down the back. Directly after the chili 
comes a flying heat and pricking in the skin, rapidly followed by per- 
spiration, which at times is profuse, and lasting from twelve to twenty- 
four himrs(Cauat,). Seat in thefiKe, aleep or tifejiy, stupid, beeotted; 
with half-waking, muttering delirium; tired, vmhU to lie diU (Bry.), 
or great nervous restleseneae ; sensation oi falling, m ekUdren; diild 
gbarta and grajrpt attendant or crib, and itereami out front fear of falling. 
Semi-stupor; cannot open his eyes or think correctly; vertigo, stagers 
as if intoxicated. Sensitive to light or noiae (Bell. — intolerant of 
DoiHe, Caps.]. Long-lasting heat; far Into night; pain in one leg; 
jerking of the limbs. 

Sweat. — Profuse, which relieves the pain. Sweat coming gradually 
and moderately, always relieving the jiains (sweat relieves all the symp- 
toms, Natr. m.). Sweats freely from slight esertioii (Psor.). 
Perspiration, sometimes profuse and continuing from a few hours to 
twenty-four hours, with langour and prostration. Sweat most profuse 
on genitalia. 

Tongae, — Coated yellowish-white, or nearly clean, or with white 
centre aud red margins. If coat«d thickly, breath fcetid. Taste: 
bitter, foul, with blood-colored saliva. 

Pulse.^ — Irregular, intermitting, yet full (Dig.). Small, weak, 
feeble, almost imperceptible. 

Apyrexiik.^ Often waniing, or very thort. Heat and ]>erspiration 
are so extended that many fevers are more remitting than intermit- 
ting. Oreat prodration of whole mutcular sygtem. Headache, aggra- 
vated by smoking tobacco (Ign. — relieved by smoking, Aran.). Pa- 
tient is nervous, irritable, easily angered (,Chani. — very irritable, 
Anac, Bry.). 

Intermittent fever ; Patient wants to be held during the chill (Lach.); 
sleep throughout heat ; thirst during sweat ; muttering delirium when 
half awake; absence of all gastric and hepatic symptoms.

Gelsemjura is one of the few remedies that has the regular periodic 
fever, vntlwttt ehill. It divides the honors equally with Arsenicum in 
the treatment of children's inlcrmittents, from which it is distinguished 
iby the regularity of the paroxysm, absence of thirst, and the burning 
"jver and restlessness. The child is neither so weak and prostrated 

or ptile and feehle as tn the Areenicuni fever. Sensation of fulling is 
lA genuine symptom, ofl«n occurring in children. Gctseniium is always 

be thought of in recent unwim plica ted cases, where chill begins in 
sxtremities (in chronic cases. Natrum mur,). Also whtit a remittent 
takes on the intermittent lypo, or vice versa.

— Adapted to women inclined to obesity, who 
anffer from habitual constipation, and whose history reveals a tendency 
to dehiying menstruation.

HYOSCYAMUS. 

Characteristic. — Adapted to persons of sanguine temperament: 
who are irritable, excitable, nervous, hysterical. 

Diseases with increased cerebral activity but of a non-inflammatory 
type, as in hysteria or delirium tremens. 

Convulsions; of children from the irritation of intestinal worms 
(Cilia); of labor; or during the puerperal state. 

Delirimn: with restlessness, jumps out of bed, tries to escape 
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makes irrelevant answers ; thinks he is in the wrong place ; talks 
of imaginary wrongs, but has no wants, makes no complaints. 

In delirium, Hyoscyaraus occupies a place midway between Bella- 
donna and Stramonium; lac^ the constant cerebral congestion of 
the former, and the fierce rage and maniacal delirium of the latter. 

Fears ; being left alone ; poisoned ; bitt«n ; sold ; to eat ; to take 
what is offered. 

Bad effects of unfortunate love ; with jealousy, rage, incoherent 
speech, or inclination to laugh at everything ; followed by epilepsy. 

Lascivious mania. 

Dry, spasmodic, nocturnal cough; worse when lying down, relieved 
by sitting up. 

Spasmodic affections are apt to be epileptoid in character. 

Intense sleeplessness of irritable, excitable persons, from business 
embarrassments, often imaginary. 

A^ravation. — EveoiiigB; night; during racDECs; mental aSl-ctions; 
jeulimsy, uuimppy love. 

Amelioration.— Stooping (head); sitting up (cough). 

Tj'pe.— Tertian ; qunrtan. 

Time. — 11 A.M. — alternate days. 

Chill. — Without thirst. Commencing in the fed and nnuiing up 
the spine to nape of neck. Coldncaa runa from small of back to the 
nape of the neck [commencing in hanih and feel^ and nmning up the 
Bpine to nape of neck, Gels.).

Apyrexla. — Extreme weakness ; illusions of vision, apote before the 
eyes ; month dry, difficult to swallow liquids, bicmugh, nausea ; vertigo 
and pressure in the head. 

lONATIA (Strychnoa). 

Characteristic. — Especially adapted to the nervous tempera- 
ment ; women of a aensitive, easily excited nature ; derk hair and 
skin, but mild disposition ; quick to perceive, rapid in execution. 
In striking contrast with the fair complexion, yielding, lachrymose, 
bat slow and indecisive Pulsatilla. 

The remedy of great contradictions : symptoms often, and suddenly, 
directly opposite (eontimiaUy changing, no two attacks alike, Puis.). 

Mental conditions rapidly, in an almost incredibly short time, 
change from joy to sorrow, laughing to weeping. 

Persons mentally and physically exhausted by long concentrated 
grief; involuntary sighing, and a weak, empty feeling at pit of 
stomach, not relieved by eating. 

Bad effects of anger, grief, or disappointed love ; broods over im- 
aginary trouble in solitude. 

Children : reprimanded, scolded, sent to bed, get sick, are convulsed 
tn sleep. 

Headache, as if a nail were driven out through the side, relieved 
by lying on it 

Cannot bear tobacco. 

In talking or chewing, bites inside of cheek. 

Sweat on the fece, of a small spot only, while eating. 

Prolapsus ani from moderate straining at stool. 

Hemorrhoids: prolapse with every stool tave to b« replaced. 
Stitches up the rectum (Nitr. ac.). 

Cough : dry. spasmodic ; after warm drinks ; every time he stands 
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still dnruig a walk ; the longer be coughB the more the irritation to 
cough increases. 

Roaring in ears relieved by music. 

Pain ; in small circumscribed spots ; oversensitive to. 

In most cases Ignatia should be given in the morning. 

Aggravution. — Tobacco ; coffee ; bmndy. Contact ; motion ; strong 
smells ; mental emotions, grief, etc. ; cold air. 

Amelioration.— Warmth ; bard pressure ; lying on the back. 

Type. — Qiidtidiau ; tertian ; quiirtan. Irregular ; continually chang- 
ing, especially by the abuse of Quinine (Eup. perf.]. 

Fostponing or anticipating ; the former the rule, the latter the ex- 
ception (postpones or anticipates, Gamb.). 

The attacks are irregular both in periodicity and evolution of their 
Btnges. 

Time. — Irregularity of hour, eharaeteTviiie. Paroxysm at sun- 
(4ct. late in aflernoon or evening ; then fever heat nearly all night. At 
all periods. 

PriHlroiue. — Violent yawning and Btretehing; eometimee terrible 
ahuddering. 

Chill. — AhwygwHh great thirst /or large quantitien of water (s&m^ 
but in all stages, Brjr, — before aud during chill, Caps., Carb. v., Eup. 
perf, ), only during chill ( if thirst in any other stage, it is light and 
in short spells). Chill commences iu upper arms and spreads la back 
and cheat (iu both arms at once.

One ear, one eheek, and tide of Hie fitce red and burning (oitc cheek 
red and hot, the other cold and pale, Cham.) ; hut 'Wnves with cold 
nose ; heal of the face, with coldness of the hands and feet ; continuous 
quick alternations from heat to cold. Heat and coldness of single 
parts [Apis, Bell.j.

Iguatia is adapted to recent mild cases, or long-lasting and compli- 
cated ones, particularly those occurring among women and young 
pewple ofa highly nervous organization. No remedy has thirat during 
chill and in no other stage, chill relieved by external heat, and lieat 
aggravated by external covering, so prominently marked ss Ignatia. 
The Ignutia patient is able to resume liia occupation as soon as [mt- 
oxysm is over. Ignatia is indioated if the tertian type has become 
quartan after taking large doses of Quinine.

Palpitation, worse from least exertion (fi'om least motion, Dig.). 

Sensation as if the heart were squeezed together (see Cac). 

lodum and Lycopodium are complementary. 

A ggravul ion.— Warmth ; wriiji|]iii;; u)> tlie Jieaii : cannot liear hat 

Amelioration. — Cold air ; washijig in cold water. 
Tj'pe. — Quartan ; tertian- 
Time. — Any hour; often at night. 

Chill. — Shaking chill, or unusual chilliness, even when in a warm 
room. Hands, nose, feet icy-cold ; cold feet the whole night. Chill 
frequently alternating with heat. 

Heat. — Quartan fever, wth a constant diarrhoea on the days 
free from fever (with urticaria when fever hiis been suppresswi, 
Elat.). Hot flushes of heat over the body I Fer., Sep.). Inlenial 
heat, wilh coldness of the surface. Buroiug heat of the hands (.burn- 
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ing lieBt of palms of hands and soles of feet, with cold feet, Sulf.}. 
Ffver witli dry akin, weak and rapid pulse, twitching of the muBclee, 
•nd more coldness than heat of skin. 

Sweat.^With thirst. Debilitating, sour sweat all over in the morn- 
ing hours, with great weakness of the limbs. Profuse, cold, viscid 
BWeat at night. Palms of hands sweat con Linn ally. Cold feet sweat 
eaeily ; so acrid thai it corroiies the skin (Graph.). 

Toi^rnfi. — Thickly coatol. hrown in centre, white at the edges. 
Balivatiun : salty or sour taste. 

ApjTexia. — tbuntcnnnce mlhw; didreiaed look; ravenous hun- 
ger, must eat every few hours; left hypochondriac region 
hard and acutely sensitive to pressure. Emaciation, debitity, 
rtMtlfafriHis. Gt-te anxinu^ iind worried if he does not eat, yel loatt 
fie»h all the time while eatin;/ freely. 

IFECACTTANHA. 

Characteristic. — Adapted to cases where the p,stric symptoius 
predominate (Ant. c). 

In all diseases, as well as intermittent fever, the constant and con- 
tinnal nansea is guiding. 

Nausea: profuse saliva; vomiting of white, glairy mnciis; with 
distended abdomen : sleepy afterwards ; worse from stooping. 

Stomach feels relaxed as if hanging down (Staph.). 

Stool : grassy green : white mucus , bloody : fermented ; preceded 
by griping, pinching pain about the umbilicus, as from a hand, each 
flnger seemingly pressing sharply into the intestines, aggravated by 
the slightest motion. 

Hemorrhage : bright red from all the orifices of the body : uterine, 
profuse, clotted, heavy oppressed breathing during ; stitches from 
navel to uterus ; cutting across from left to right (from right to left. 
Lye.) : large accumulation of macua in the bronchi, difficult to raiae 
(Ant t.). 

Intermittent dyspepsia, every day or every other day at same 
bonr. 

Oversensitive to heat and cold. 

Complementary to Cuprum. 
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Ag^raTatiou. — Slijjhtcat inotiun ; worse in winter and dry weather^ 
warm, iiiuUc duutli winds (Euph.); warm mum; night. 

Amelioration.— liest ; closing the uyea. 

Type. — Quotidian ; tertian ; <juartnn. Apt to postpone and het'ome 
irregular. 

lime.— 9 or 11 AJt. (10 to 11 A.M., N«tr. m.) and 4 p.m. 

Fever, without chill, at 4 p.m. 

C&nse. — Irregularities and indiecretions in diet. Cases dru^ed 
with Quinine and Areenic. 

Prodrome. — Violent retching ; yawning, stretching, backaclie, 
headache, and profuse flow of saliva, ^avitea. 

Chill.— Without thirst. Chilliness; he is always viorae when in a 
warm place. External coldness u-Uh external heal. Chill «f orse in a 
wrarin room; or from external heat (Apis — relievwl by exter- 
nal heat, Ars., Ign.), lenaeneil by dmtkixg nnd in the open air (Cauat. 
— aggravated bv drinking, Caiis., Cinch,, Eup. perf.). S/tivfr- . 
ing; tlien chillineas, wUk colilness without thint, at 4 CM. The hands 
and feet are icy^iold, and wet with cold sweat, with rednese of one cheek 
and palene^ of Uie other. Chill aliort and usually not severe, with or 
without nausea and vomiting. Paroxysm begins by an internal chill, 
made wuree bi/ external heal. 

Heat.— With Ihimt ; ruiually long-lading, over whole body, with alter, 
nate eoldneaa and palenea* of face ; naiitea and vomiting; anxious, op- 
prested breathing, and dry, Kaeking cough, oflen exciting nausea aud 
vomiting (cough with pleuritic stitcher, Aeon. — dry, teasing cough, 
before and during chill, Rhus — trough during chill and heat, Bry. ); 
cold hands and feet. 8udden heat about 4 p.m.. with sweat on arms 
and back ; heat of entire body in the evening. External heat without 
internal heat (see Ign.). One hand cold, the other hot (Dig., Lye). 
Heat about head and fece, sometimes with, often without, redness of 
cheeks, with dilatetl pupils and prostration of liody and mind. 

Sweat. — Sudden attacks of sweat in a room ; on upper parlaof bndy; 
increased hy motion and in the open air (Bry. — lessened by motion, 
Caps.) ; by being out of doors ; cold on the forehead ; tour tweat with 
turbid Mrine; stains yellow. Nausea and vomiting may be present. 
Always worte during tteeat; belter after il (relieved by sweating, £up. 
pcrf.. Gels., Natr. m.). Light meeat in uncomplicated cases', biit 
may be tour. Sweat becomes profuse only after abuse of quinine. 



Mny ciogli in sweating alnge. Sweat luay ouly amount to a cold, 
Sticky, clammy feeling of the akin in some cases, 

Toiupie- — At first clean; then coated yellowish or white; pale in 
all cases. Taate hitter, sweetish, like rnncid oil. Desire for sweets, 
dniiities. 

Apyrexia. — Never clear ; disturhed by more or leas gastric trouble 
(Ant. c. Puis. I; loeanf appetite, nausea and vomiting. Slomaehfeeli 
remixed and seenvt fo fta/iy down looee (Staph. ), Aversion to food (aver- 
sion to meat, Am.); bad taste in the mouth, languor and debility, 
with absence of sleep. Bitter taste of everj'thing eaten (Bry. — every- 
Uiing tastes bitter except water. Aeon.); profuse secretion of saliva, 
and vomiting after eating, 

"Short eliUU; lung feeer; cold handt and fed; great opprenaion of 
^e chcsl, he can kardly breathe. Alwuvs after previous drugging with 
yuiHine."— N. A. Roth, H. K, 1874. 

" Intermittent fever ; unnsea aud vomiting predominate ; slij^bt chills 
Kre followed by much heat, with thirst and no subsequent ]Kr8piration. 
Fever consequent upon abuse of Quinine; slight chilliness without 
tbirst, nftenvurds violent heat, with thirst, nausea and vomiting, 
dyppiicea, stitches in tlic chest, liuoliv copious perspiration." — Lippe. 

If paroxysm has been suppressed by Quinine, Ipecac- 
uanha is all the more indicated. 

Jielaptet from improprieltM in di'et always an additional indication 
loT Ipecacuanha. This is a very common cause of a return of paroxysm 
md one frequently overlooked by physicians. 

The persistent nausea, which doea not always amount to vomits 
mg, that is usually present in every stage, is the "guiding symptom" of 
Ipecac , although it may he and often is indicated when neither nausea 
nor vomiting is present. When fever returns in another form, after 
wuppremon. by Quinine, and symptoms do not clearly point to any 
remedy, if natitca or vomiting were preeenl in frat onact of ditease, 
Ipecac, will nflen cure. 

Chill not market! and distinct, being cither a chilliness up and 
down the back or a mingling of chills and heat ; half nn hour the 
longest. If thirst in chill, may continue during chill aud heat, 
although rarely eu severe in heat. Great lamiude and tnearlneti daring 
chill. Chill usually followed by nuuseo and vomiting, first of contents 
of stomach, ofterwards of bile. Hot ttage lasts four or Hve hours, and 
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even all night. Svcnl light, partial, on single parts (Bry.), eour. If 
mixed with Quinine cachexia, profuse, tour, and goaking the bed 
through. 

In the irregularity of the different stages of the paroxysm, as well 
as the uuiverxality of its Indication, IjiccaonanliB reetmbles Arsenic; 
and should always be thought of where indiscretions in diet may have 
been the cause of original attack, or have produccil a relapse. The 
greaied prodrailon ocean during cltill (the prostrotiou of Arsenic, ia 
greatest after heat). 

In his " Forty Years' Practice," Jahr places Ipecacuanha at the head 
of the list of remedies in the treatment of intermittent fever, and recom- 
mends ita administration in commencing the treatment of every case. 
He says : " I almost always commence the treatment with Ipecac.*', 
unless some other remedy is distinctly indicated. I ^ve a few globules 
in water, a teaspoonful every three hours, beginning immediately after 
the chilL By pursuing this courae I have cured many cases of 'fever 
and ague' by the first prescription, thus saving myself a good deal of 
necessary seeking and comparing. If it docs not help altogether, it 
changea the character of the fever bo that Am., Ars., Ign., Niix v., etc., 
will complete the cure." 

This advice is also given by J. S. Douglas in Ins work on Intermit- 
teot Fever, p. 80 ; and a number of our closest and most successful 
prescribers have adopted it, with apparent success. H. V. Miller says; 
" I am apt to give I|>ecac. when I do not clearly see the indications for 
another remedy. Then it serves to clear up the case and prepare the 
way for some other remedy to complete the cure." 

I cannot endorse the above indiscriminate use of Ipecac., on prlttei- 
pie; it is empiric practice, and will certainly be attendeil with many 
mortifying failures. That it is infinitely superior to the more preva- 
lent, empiric and indiscriminate use of Quinine ; and attended with len 
failures and less constitutional derangements, I have no doubt at all. 
If the attack can be traced to dietetic irregularities, this adviisof Jahr 
is undoubtedly sound ; the best proof being its success at the bedside. 
A case like the following very often occurs in practice: 

A messenger is sent many miles fur some medicine for " ague ;" nud 
that is all the information we can obtain. If we do not prescribe some 
one else will ; and rather than lose a patient and have it said that wo 
cannot cure " so simple a thing aa ague " we make a " chance ahot," 




and, unless we have found the " gentti ^tdemicua" of ike s 
w n)>t to fail aa to cure. 

ThU is, in my opinion, the opportunity to follow Jahr'a advice and 
exhibit Ipewic.; and it would be infinitely better tor our patietit, our 
trhoot of medicine, and our projettioiuil reputation, if we did so instead 
of sending Quinine. Ipecac, covers a much larger range of symptonia 
than Quinitje, and, in a case like the abuve, will cure more patienls. 

lu regard to this routine habit of prescribing Ipecac., Dr. Charge 
■ays: ''I have know'n practitioners, highly cooimendable in other 
nspecte, who always began with Ii>ecac., under the pretense that, after 
it, the case waa better outlined and the choice of the true 8|>ecifio was 
CoDse<iuently easier. This is simply an encouragement to indolence. 
Ipecac, presents itself to us with so clearly defined features, that it is 
inipoeeible with a little attention not to recognize at once the cases 
which call tor it." 

CLINICAL. 

Case I. — Mrs. , a lady about 3-5 years of age, had been sick 

with chills and fever for nearly two weeka. No regularity of paroxysm ; 
cMU light and of short duration, though so weak she must go U> l>ed 
during chill; heat long but not very violent; no thirst during chilly 
stage, but much thirst all through the heat; tongue thickly fiirred 
irilh a white, pappy coating; complete loss of appetite; and great 
Weakness and prostration during apyrcxia. Constant nausea and occa- 
nonal vomiting were marked symptoms Irom the outset. For the last 
ibur days was compelled to Keep her be<l. Had taken two grains 
Quinine three times a day, and was taking Gelsemium and Arsenicum 
in alternation every two hours. Ipecac' relieved promptly. No 
more chills. — H. C. Allen in Advance, Dea, 1878. 

Case U. — Miss Alice B., ret. 11, black hair and eyes, had long been 
■object to attacks of ague, for which Quinine hod been eiiocesafully 
given, without preventing recurrence of paroxysm with every new prov- 
ocation. Chill every other day, she sliivers awhile, then ghakes for 
fuenfy mimiles. Headache, hands fir^t cold. Nausea as the chill goes 
off; nautea all the time. No thirst with the chill. Heat following the 
chill ; thirst with the heat. Perspiration when the fever passes off. 
Found her covered upon the sofa shaking with a chill when I visited 
ber. Blank powders to take during the afternoon and Ipecac.'" 
(Fincke) in talte at bedtime. Was in l>ed nest day most of the lime; 
following day at play. Cured.— J. H. P. Fbost, M. M., Oct., 1874. 

Case III.— A Swede girl, 26 years old, has had ague three years, 
always treated with Quinine. Has a bard chill every other day at 1 
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or 2 P.M. Continual naiuea and vonntin^ of bitter, bilious matter, and 
everything taken into the domach. Chill very violent, with great thirri, 
drioking only a little nt a time. Tuwards the last (of cold etawe) has 
chilia aud fliiBhcs of heat, then great heat and profuse sweat, but the 
nuiuea and vomiting pereiet through all ataget. Saw her whcD fever wm 
at its height. Ipecac, cm. (Swan) in six teaspoonHils of water, one 
every hour. No return after lapse of several weeks.— Geo. H. Cakb, 
Organon, April, 1879. 

C'ahe IV,— Mr. T., ft woodcutter, had ague for years, every e|)ring 
and fall. Was treated nine weeks with Quinine without effect. First 
panixysm at 10 a.m., while iu the woods. Aching in bones and j«in 
through the temples, with heaviness in forehead. Chills up and down 
the hack, with yredt thirat, lasting fifteen minutes. Was not a " regular 
shake;" accompanied bv great languor and weakness, so that "he fell 
d<wn in a bunch." Then came nausea and vomiting, followed by a 
burning fever, which lusted until 2 p.m. Thirst and throbbing head- 
ache during the ftiver, followed by profuse sour sweat. Paroxysm had 
postponed until it now came on at -5 or 6 p.m. A second parnx^m 
now occurred at 9 a.m., which became more and more severe, Feb. 
8th, Ipecac.^. Feb. 10th, the p.m. paroxysm had disappeured, and on 
the 11th the morning one also. Well to date. — Stebj.IKo Morihson, 
if.Jf., May, 1879.

The e»ur emcta- 
tions, sour tade, sour noeut, sour vomiting, are much more re!ial>le 
guides, because more oft«u present- No siogle syniptoiu, however 
guiding, is Butficieut to warnmt a prescriptiou. If the totality corre- 
sponds, Lycopodium will cure, irrespective of time of paroxysm. Tiie 
general symptoms of Lycopodium are aggravated from 4 to 8 PJIi,, and 
if present, constitute an additional indication. 

Frodrotne. — Sometimes flushes of heat, and nausea and vomitiog 
precede the chill, without thirst.

Constipation ; stool large, hard ; knotty, like sheeps' dung : difB- 
cnit to pass ; crumbling at vei^e of anus. 

Drine ; pale yellow ; can only be passed by bearing down with ab- 
dominal muscles. 

Menses : with great excitement at every period : flow black, clot- 
ted; spasms and pain extend into thighs: metrorrhagia, worse at 
night in bed. causing hysteria. 

Leucorrhoea: after exercise: with every stool; with uterine 
Spasm ; followed by metrorrhagia. 

Great tendency to foot-sweat (SIL). 

Aggravation.— At night; when riding on horsebaek ; swi liathing 
<g«iut weakneaa); cold. 

AmeliunitJon. — A\'armth ; in bed ; exercise. 

Type — Qimtidian. Same every day. Huudaehe every sis wetks. 

Time— I, 6, 7, 8 P.M.— 4 to « P.M. wDrsG (Hep., Lye, Sab.—

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Profuse perspiration attends nearly every complaint, but does not 
relieve and may even increase tlie suffering (profuse perspiratioii 
relieves, Katr. m., Verat.). 

Ptyalisra ; profuse, fetid, metallic-tasting saliva. 

Dysentery; stools slimy, bloody, colic, fainting: great tenesmus 
during and after, followed by chilliness, and a " cannot flnish sensa- 
tion." The more blood and pain the better indicated. 

Homing sickness ; profuse salivation wets the pillow in sleep. 

Manunffi painful, as if they would ulcerate, at every menstrual pe- 
riod : milk in breasts instead of the menses. 

Cough: dry. fatiguing, racking : in two paroxysms; worse n^bts:

While it is true that time is but one element in & case, and that we 
must always obtain the totality or majority of symptoms, it is also true 
that the niurniug paroxysm predominates, especially at 11 A.M. 

" During my travels in Hungary, in the malarious plains of the 
Theiss and Maros, as well as during a prolonged residence among the 
Guanei Indians, of South America, I used a cheap remedy which 
radically cures every case of ague in twenty-four hours by taking one 
or, at the utmost, two doses of it. I order a good handful of fine, clean 
kitchen Salt to be thoroughly roasted — if possible, in a new pan, or 
at least, in one thoroughly cleansed — over a slow fire, till it takes on a 
brown color, similar to tliat of lightly roasted coffee.

Case X.- April 21sl, 1878, John H., let. 29, seaman, had fever and 
ague two or three times a day, with watery vomiting, iu Calcutta, iu 
September, 1H77. Was in the Calcutta Hiapital three weeks for it, 
then took emetics, Quinine and tonics. Left at tbe end of three weeks 
cured; but before he was out of port the ague retnme<l, or be got 
snother and he had a five months' voyage borne to the port of Liverpool. 
During tbe first three months of this homeward voyage he had two, 
three, four, five attacks a week, and took a great deal of a jtowdcr from 
the captain, which, from his description was probably Cinchona bark; 
then the fever left him and tbe following conditions 8uper\-eucd, viz. :

— Pain in side and leg went away en- 
tirely in three diiys, and the water clt'Ered at once ; but the pain re- 
turned on the forth day in the left calf only, which to-day is red. pain- 
ful, swelled and pits.

NITRIC ACID. 

Suitable especially to lean persons of rigid fibre, dark complexion, 
blacfe hair and eyes— the brunette rather thaii blonde— nervous tem- 
perament 

Persons suffering with chronic disease who take cold easily ; are 
disposed to diarrhosa ; very seldom to those who suffer with consti- 
pation. 

Old people, diarrhoea and great weakness. 

Excessive physical irritability. 

Pains: sticking, pricking, as from splinters; suddenly appearing 
and disappearing ; on change of temperature or weather ; during; 
sleep ; gnawing here and there, as from ulcers forming. 

Diseases which depend on some virulent poison : mercury, syphilis, 
scrofula ; In broken-down, cachectic constitutions ; hateful and vin- 
dictive. 

Often anxious about his own iUuess; constantly thinking about his 
past troubles ; mind weakened and wanders, 

Ozena : green casts from the nose every morning. 

Diarrhcea : great straining but little passes ; as if stayed in ree- 
tun and could not be expelled (Alum.) ; pain as if rectum and anus 
were toni or Assured ; violent cutting pain after stool, lasting for 
hours. 
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Urine: scanty, dark brown, strong-snielliiig, lite horses' urine; 
cold when it passes ; turbid, looks like remains of a cider barrel 

Dicers : easily bleeding, pricking pains especially on contact ; zig- 
zag, irregular edges : base looks like raw flesk ; exuberant granola- 
tlons ; after mercury or sypbllis or both, engrafted ou a scrofulous 
base. 

Hemorrhage: from bowels in typhoid; after miscarriage or post- 
partum ; fh)m overeiertion of body. 

Complementary to Caladium. 

Follows well after Calcarea, Hepar. or Thuja, but is most effective 
aftar Kali carbonicum. 

Should not be used before or after Lachesis. 

A^raTatJOn. — Eveuiug and at oight; contact; change of tempt? ra- 
tiire or weather ; on wnking ; while walking ; rising from a seat. 

Amelioration. — While riding in a carriage (the reverse of Coc); 
^m eructations. 

Type. — Quotidian; tertian. 

Time. — Afternoon and evening. 

Chill. — Continuous ckUlinest in the evening, before going to led and 
nfier lying down; in bed, wor»e from uncovering or moving (Nux v.). 
Chill in the aft«rnoon while in the open air, for an hour an<t a half; 
silerwards dry heat in bed, with delirium and a sort of half-waking, 
dreamy stat« ; meaU and sleep towards evening. Cliilliufsa in the after- 
noon, for an hour ; then heat over the whole body, for a quarter of an 
liour ; afterwards profuse persj)iration over the whole body for two 
liourg : there is no thirst in eitlier oold or hot stages. Cold hands, 
T»ith «i/rem« ill-humor. Constant eolilneiis of the feel as far up as the 
calves. Icy-eoldnet* of soles of feel, preventing sleep at night. 

Heat. — Dry. internal at night ; desire to uncover {Aeon.}; pricking 
all over, as from needles. Dry heat of hands and face in fluslics, with 
sweat of hands. Constant paroxysms of flushes of heat, of 
single parts, or over entire body (Fcrr,, Sep.). The blood 
seemed hot at nighl, especially in the hands, preventing slee|>. Great 
heat in the face and hands ; or heat in face, with icy-cold hands, 
Dryness of the throat. 

SwMt, — All over the entire body after eating (Carh. an.). Sweat, 
with cold hands and blue nails. Sweat sour, offensive.

Pulse. — During heat full, hard and tense. In old cBses irregular ;

XUX MOSCHATA, 

Characteristic. — Adapted especiaUy to women and cMldren of & 
nervous, hysterical temperament : to people with a dry akin who 
rarely perspire. 

AU the ailments are accompanied by drowsiness, sleepiness, or aa 
inclination to faint: complaints canse sleepiness. 

Absence of mind, cannot think ; ^at indifference to everyttung. 

Changeable humor ; one moment laughing, the nest crying (Ign.j. 

■' Sudden change from grave to gay, fh)m lively to serene." 

Great dryness of the mouth ; tongue so dry it adheres to mouth ; 
saliva seemed like cotton ; throat dry, stiffened, no thirst 

Sensation of great dryness ; without real thirst and withont dry- 
ness of the tougue. 

Abdomen enormously distended after every meal. 

Diarrhcea : from cold drinks ; boiled milk ; dentition ; during preg- 
nancy ; with sleepiness and fitintlng. 
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' every menstrual nisus. mouth, throat, and tongae become iutol- 
erabiy dry, especially when sleeping. 

Leucoirhcea. in place of menses ; awakens with dry ton^e. 

Pain, nausea and vomiting, caused by pessaries, relieved by Nox 
moschata. 

Sudden hoarseness from walMng a^inst the wind (Enph., Hep.). 

Cough, caused by: getting wanti in bed; overheated; during 
pregnancy (Con.) ; bathing ; standing in water ; living in cold, dark 
places : loose after eating, dry after drinking. 

Soreness of all parts on which one lies (Bapt.). 

Fatigued, must lie down after least exertion. 

Aggravation. — Cold, wet. windy weather; cold food; water and 
washing; riding in a oarrtuge (Coc.) ; motion; lying on painflil side. 

AmolioratiOD. — Rest ; dry weather ; warm room ; wrapping up 
,.rn,ly. 

Type. — Tertian ; double tertian ; quartan ; double quartan. 

Time.— 7 A.M , 1, 5, 6, 9 p.m. 

Chill. — Without thirst. Skin cold and blue over the whole body, at 
5.l!0 r.H. Became cold, cliilly and pale on going into open, eepeciaily 
damp, cold air. disappeared at once in a warm room (worse in a 
warm room, Apis). Coldness eommtncing in lefi am and lower Hmba 
(in left hand and arm, Carb. v.), in frequent attacks, and clear inter- 
miseions between, with desire to sleep beUoeen attacks. Chill from un- 
covering (Nux v.); hands and feet icy~culd and as if numb from cold- 
ness (Rhus). As chill progressed became very drowsy, and at close 
of chill fell asleep (Apis, Nux v.); continued through heat, which 
was very light.

At seven o'clock every morming the chills set in and increase, hut. in 
the midst of this progreesiou of chills, the patient hecoines drowey, and, 
nhen the chills cease, is fast asleep. The hut stage is very slightly 
pronouniini, the patient eontiniies to sleep; on awakening great dry- 
ness of throat ; fever, with colliquative diarrhtea." — A. Charge. 

ToD^e. — Coated white, dotted with red papilhe. "Cotton" saliva, 
ttieh/ dry lip*, and tongue adhering to roof of mouth, without any actual 
dryness or real thirst. Can only digest highly seasoned food. 

NUX VOMICA. 

Characteristic. — Adapted to thin, irritable, choleric persons, 
with dark hair and bUious or sanguine temperament (Usposed to be 
qaarrelsome and malicioas. 

Debauchers of a thin, irritable, nervous disposition. 

" Nils vomica is chiefly successful with persons of an ardent charac- 
ter ; of an irritable, impatient temperament disposed t« anger, spite, 
or deception." — ^Hahuemann. 

Oversensitive: to external impressions; noise; odors: light or 
music: trifling ailments are onbearable; every harmless word offends. 

Persons who are very particular, careful, zealous, inclined to be- 
come excited or angry. 

Bad effects : of coffee, tobacco, alcoholic stimulants ; highly seasoned 
food; overeating; over-mental exertion; sedentary habits; loss of 
sleep ; aromatic or patent medicines ; sitting on cold stones. 

One of the best remedies with which to commence the treatment of 
cases that have been drugged by mixtures, bitters, vegetable pills, 
nostrums and quack remedies, especially aromatic or " hot medicines." 

Pains are tingling, sticking, hard, aching, worse trom motion and 
contact. 

Cannot keep from falling asleep in the evening, while sitting, 
hours before bedtime, and wakes at 3 or 4 AM.; &Us into a 
dreamy sleep at daybreak, &om which he is hard tfl arouse, and 
then feels tired snd weak (with many complaints). 

Eructations: sour, bltt«r; nausea and vomiting eveiy morning, 
with depression of spirits ; after eating. 




Constipation : frequent onsuccesslU desire, passing smaJl quan- 
tities of fBBces, sensation as if not flnislied. 

Should be given on retiring, or what is better, several hours before 
going to bed. 

Complementary to Sulphur. 

Is often indicated after Ipecafiuanha, which it follows weU. 

AggruTation. — Morning; niwitiil exertion; after enting; contact; 
noiee; tmger; overeating; spicea ; narcotics; dry weather. 

Anielioratioil. — Evening; rest; lying down, and in damp, wet 
weather (Caust.)- 

I^'pe. — Fevers of every type. Simple ; quotidian ; tertian ; quartan ; 
but like Natr. mur. it is more frequently called for in the mnruiug 
paroxyBDi and in the tertian type, than perhaps in any other. Every 
spring (Lach.,Sul£). ADticipating; congestive; monthly; after the 
menses ; apoplectic intermittent^. 

Irregular in paroxysm ; may come on at any hour of the day, and 
return at the eoiue hour, or earlier, or later. 

Irregular in stage; may consist of heat, then chill, then sweat; or 
sweat, then chill, then sweat again ; or external heat and internal chill 

Timc^Nightor early morning, 6 to 7 A.M., 11 A.M., 12 m^ 
4,5,6 P.M.; 7 to 9p.m. Evening paroxysm usually lasts all night 
(Lye, Polyp., Puis., Rhus). 

Fever, without chill, at 6 or 7 p.m. 

Canse. — Typical cases are apt to occur in men of active, "rushing," 
busineea habits, nervous, dyspeptic from worry, care, too much mental 
and too little physical exertion. Irregular, unseasonnble, rapid eating; 
too much coflee, tobacco, stimulants; late sup)>er8, late hours. 

Prodrome — Intolerable drawing pain through the thighs and legs, 
that obliged him lo draw tkem up and drelch them ouL Prostration. 
Sensation of paralytic weakness, especially in the limbs. Oflen hetU, 
and sometimes sweat before the chill.

Legs 
feel weak and paralytic; head heavy, dull, with vertigo and severe 
frontal headache, especially in morning, puiua are pressive, pulisatiiig, 
sticking, worse in temples and sinciput ; face pale and wasy, as in 
chlorosis; debility; soreness of liver and spleen, which are sensitive to 
least pressure ; loss of appetite and obstinate constipation, with frequent 
but inetfectual inclination (rarely canine hunger and diarrhcea) ; great 
sensiuvenese in and distension of the epigastrium. Vomiting of food 
or bitter fluids and sour mucus ; emaciation ; anxiety ; and great weiik- 
neas of the whole body.

Ipecaouauha may 
anticipate. Ignatia anticipates and postpones. 

By many pr')fe8Biiig homceopaths Nux vomica is used in alternation 
with Ipecacuanha, ajid they boast of their succees iu the treatment of 
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r»gue. Hiiwevpr successful sudi treatment may be, it is routine prac- 
tice, and, like the empiricism which leads the other school to the indis- 
criminate abuse of Quinia, must ofteii fail.

(Bar. c. Mill.). 
Diseases : of first and second cliildtaood; from fright, bad effects of. 
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the fear still remajmng (Aeon., Hyos.); from charcoal vapors; of 
drunkards. 

All complaints : with great sopor ; painless, complains of nothing, 
wants nothing. 

Screaming, before or during the spasm (Apis, HeU.). 

Sleep: heavy, atnpid: with atertorons breathing, red fece. eyes 
half-dosed ; after the spasm. 

Sleepy, but cannot sleep : sleeplessness with acnteness of hearing ; 
clock striking and cocks crowing at a great distance keep her awake. 

Bed feels so hot she cannot lie on it : moves often In search of a 
cool place ; mnst be uncovered (see Am., Bapt.). 

Want of susceptibility to remedies ; lack of vital reaction (Garb. 

V8g.). 

Digestive organs inactive: peristaltic motion reversed or para- 
lyzed ; bowels seem closed. 

Constipation : of children ; corpulent, good-natnred women (Graph.), 
from inaction or paresis ; fWim lead ; stool, hard, round black halls 
(CheL, Plnmb.. Thuja), Involuntary, especially after fr^ht (Gels.^. 

Urine : retained, bladder full ; postpartum ; nursing children after 
passion of nurse ; in fever or acute illness. 

(In Stramonium we have suppression ; while in Opium the secretion 
Is not diminished, the bladder is fuU. but fulness is unrecognized.)

CharacteriBtic— Adapted to persons of origlnaJIy strong; con- 
stltntions, who have become debilitated by loss of animal fluids ; 
sexoal excesses (Chinch.); violent acute diseases; cha^jln; a long 
ssooession of moral emotions, as griet care, disappointed affections. 

Is very weak, apathetic ; indifferent to the affairs of life ; to those 
things that used to be of most Interest 

In children and young people who grow too rapidly (Cal.) ; pains 
in back and limbs as if beaten. 

Patient trembles, legs weak, stumbles easily, or makes missteps. 

Interstitial inflammation of bones; scrofulous, syphilitio, mercurial; 
periosteum Inflamed, pains burning, teanng, as if scraped with a 
knife (Khus) ; carles, rachitis, bat not necrosis. 
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Urine ; looks like milk mixed with jelly-like, bloody pieces ; de- 
composes rapidly ; prot\ise urination at Right, of clear watery orioe 
which forms a white cloud at once. 

Onanism ; when patient is greatly dlstreBsed by the onlpability of 
the act. 

Aggravation. — At rest ; at night ; cold, dry weather.

Tongue.— Red streak in the middle of the hingue. Cruvex refre»h- 
ing, juicy food. 

Pulse. — Weak, small, irequent ; irregular; intermitting one or two 
beats. 

FEOSFHORTTS. 

Characteristic. — Adapted to tall, slender persons of sanguine 

temperament, fair skin, blonde or red hair, quick, lively perceptions 
and sensitive nature. 

Young people, who grow too rapidly, are inclined to stoop (walk 
stooping, Sulf.) ; chlorosis ; anfemia. 
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Apathetic ; nnwillmg to talk ; amswers slowly : moves sluggisbly. 

Weary of life : foil of gloomy forebodings. 

Great nervoiis debility; trembliBg. 

Weakness and prostration ; of whole body ; weariness, trom loss 
of vital fluids. 

Sensation of weakness and emptiness in stomach and abdomen. 

As soon as wat«r becomes warm in stomach It is thrown np. 

Constipation : ffeces slender, long, dry, tongh and hard like a dog's ; 
■voided with difficulty (see Canst., Prunns), 

DiarrhcBa : as soon as anything enters the rectum ; profuse, pour- 
ing away as leom a hydrant ; watery with sago-like particles ; the 
anus remaining open (Apis); involuntary; during cholera time. 

During pregnancy; unable to drink water; sight of it causes 
vomiting; must close her eyes while bathing (see Hydroph.). 

Hemorrhagic diathesis; slight wounds bleed profusely (Lach.). 

Hemorrhage ; frequent and profuse, pouring out freely and then 
ceasing for a time ; hsmoptysis ; metrorrhagia, cancer ; vicarious, 
ftvm nose, stomach, anus, urethra In amenorrh<Ba. 

Cannot talk, the larynx is so painful ; cough, going &vm warm to 

oold air (rev. of Bry.). laughing, talking, reading, eating, lying on 

left side. 

^L Pain : acute, especially in right chest, worse from pressure (even 

^H slight) in intercostal spaces, and lying on left side. 

^K Acts most beneficially when patients suffer from chronic diarrhcea. 

Complementary to Arsenic, with which it is also in isomorpMo 
relation. 

Follows well after Cinchona or Galcarea.

Persons of irritable, morose disposition: impatient, restless mood, 
with doll stupid feeling in the brain. 

Great mental prostration, increased by mental exertion, which also 
causes rapid respiration and a feeling of great anxiety. 

Teeth deft sidei elongated, sore; pain unbearably sevei-e, boring, 
digging in sound teeth ; worse from contact and extremes of heat 
and cold. 

Bad effects of excessive nse of tobacco, especially the mental 
anxie^ ; digging toothache and i^quent attacks of sudden sneezing 
with profuse, watery, bland coryza.

Cold chills with gttose-flesh at 2 p.m., run- 
ning over the body, worse when moving about ; lingers cold. Coldnesa 
of body with ehiveruig ; head feela irritable ; feet and legs culd ; hands 
cold even in a warm room, 

Heftt. — With thirst; great excitability, anxiety, nieiital agony, reat- 
IcBeneag; room seenis hot and dose; oppreieion of chest, rapid respira- 
tion ; hrbathtng difficult, ns if thcru was no air in the room (aiixiuus, 
tippre^ed breathiug, Ipec. — air of room intolerable, Apis J. Burning 
hext of head, tflce, handH imd feet; head feels but, [taiuful, dull aud 
Btupid, Hands hot and clainmy.

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(laiiy pBroxvBma or repeated every 2, 3, 4, 7 or 14 dfiya, CiiBes which 
Lave proved iutractfthle to Quinine aiid all the popular remedies or 
Cebrifugea. CharacteristicB, recurrence of paroxysm in daytime, wilh. 
ft relaxation of spLhicter vesicae. 

PODOPHYLLUM. 

Characteristic. — Adapted to persons of bilious temperaraent, 
who suffer from gastrointestinal derangement, especially after abuse 
of Mercury. 

Pains : sudden attacks of jerking pain. 

Depression of spirits ; imagines he is going to die or be very ill 
(Ars.). 

Headache, alternating with diarrhcea (Aloe). 

Painless cholera morbus ; violent cramps in feet, calves, thighs ; 
watery, painless stoola. 

Difficult dentition ; moaning ; grinding the teeth at night ; head 
hot and rolling from side to aide. 

Diarrhea of children ; during teething ; after eating ; while be- 
ing washed, dirty water soaking napkin through. 

Diarrhoea ; early in morning, continues through forenoon, followed 
by natural stool in evening (Aloe), and accompanied by sensation of 
sinking or weakness in abdomen and rectum. 

Stool; green, watery, fetid, profuse (Cal. c); gushing out iJatro„ 
PhoB.); chalk-like, jelly-like (Aloe); undigested (Cinch., Ferr.); yellow, 
meal-like sediment; prolapse of rectum, before or with stool. 

Prolapsus uteri: from overlifting or straining; after parturition. 
In early mouths of pregnancy, can lie comfortably only on stomach. 

Affects right throat, right ovary, right hypochondriimi (Lye.). 

Aggravution.— In early moining ( Nux v., Sulf.) ; hot weather 
(dinrrha-R). 

Ameliomtion. — Evening; external wannth ; pressure. 

Type. — Qiiulidiaii ; tertian; quartan. Periodicity marked. Murn- 
iiig iMiroxycm prednniinBtes, Intermittent may become remittent. 

Time.— 7 A.M., characteristic. Light paroxysm may occur in 
evening. 

I'rodroniP. — Backache; severe in bimbnr region. QnMrie and 
bilio'M tymplovvi are marked, mmei'mes for daye bffore the paroxyrm. 
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Chill. — Without thirst, vitli prexgiiig paini m oS?^ fitipoelionJria, 
and dull nching in knefi, anklet, dboum and wriain. Feverish during 
the afternoon, with ocCHsional chillinesa, which vKm not re'icvcJ by the 
kent of ttave, but wm relieved by fovenng up VMirmly in bed. Great 
loquacity; consciousness, but canuot talk, because he forgets the 
words; or tries to talk ciintiniially, but he forgets the words he wishes 
to employ I Marum v.). Chilly on first lying down in evening, with 
incoht^renl talking during the imperfect semi-sleep.

Characteristic^Adapted to persons of indecisive, slow, phleg- 
matic temperament; sandy hair, blue eyes, pale face, easily moved 
to laughter or tears; affectionate, mild, gentle, timid, yielding 
disposition. 

Weeps easily ; almost impossible to detail her ailments without 
weeping. 

Pains : drawing, tearing, erratic, rapidly shifting from one part to 
another (Kali b.j ; are accompanied with constant cliiliiness, and the 
more severe the pain the harder the chill ; appear suddenly, leave 
gradnaUy, or tension, which increases until very acute, and then "lets 
np with a snap " (toothache, neuralgia), 

Symptoms ever changing : no two chiUa, no two stools, no two 
attacks alike ; very well one hour, very miserable the next 

Thlrstlessnesa with nearly all complaints. 

Gastric difficulties from eating rich food, caJie, pastry, especially 
fat pork or sausage ; the sight or even thought of pork causes 
disgust. 

Derangements at puberty : catamenla, suppressed from getting the 
feet wet; too late, scanty, slimy, intermitting flow, with evening 
chilliness. 

Sleep : wide awake in the evening, does not want to go to bed ; 
first sleep restless, sound asleep when it is time to get up ; wakes 
languid and unrefreshed (rev. of Nux v.). 

Styes, especially on upper lid (Lya— lower. Staph.) ft-om eating 
bi. greasy, rich food or pork. 

Threatened abortion ; flow ceases and then returns with increased 
force; pains spasmodic, excite sufi'ocation and fainting; must have 
fresh air; during chill. 

After abuse of ChamomiUa, Quinine, Mercury, Sulfur. 

Complementary to Lycopodinm, Sulphuric acid. Follows well after 
Kali b., Sepia, Sulfur.

Vertigo when standing or walking, is worse when lying down 
(better when lying down, Apis). 

Dreams of great exertion; rowing, swimming, working hard at 
his daily occupation, 

Comers of mouth ulcerated, fever-blist«r8 around mouth ; exan- 
thema on chin. 

Aggravatioil. — Before n storm; cold, ivet iveiitJior; at night. p»pe- 
cidlly after midnighl; anylhiiig cold. Rest.

"The great characteristic of Rhus \a that, with few exceplions, Ihe 
pains oeeur and are aggravated during repone nnd are amelionUed bg 
molion. Tim statement, however, retinires aomo expltinntion. la »A- 
dition to the symptonts of Rhue, which resemble pamlysiH, there aro 
also groups of symptoniB resembling muscular and articular rbeunia- 
tiam. These rheumatic symptoms come on with severity during repose 
and increnee m long as the patient keeps iguiet, until they emnpel him 
to move. Now, on first attempting to move, he finds himself very atifl^ 
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and tlie tiret moveiueut is exceedingly painful. By oontiiiiiing to more 
ftr a lillle while, however, the stifiiiesa is relievetl and the paina de- 
eideillr deereaNe, the pittient feeling mnuh better. But this improve- 
L dues not go on indefinitely. After moving uimtiuitiiualy for a 
■ shorter period, and fiudint; cmnfiirt therein, the paralytic 
(^mptouiB interpose their exhau»>tiDg protest, und the patient Im coDi- 
Kllcd, from a sensation of lassitude and powerlessness, to suspend his 
Dovements and to come to reiKieo.

CLINICAL. 

A girl, wl. Ifi, tall, slender, fair, light hair and eyes, had ague for 
six months, conmieneing in full of the year. First two months it was 
tertian, but under allo|>atbie treatment it aeaumed present form. 
Every four weeks li> the day she was taken in the morning with a 
severe chill, lasting two or three hours, foUuwed by very high fever 
et^ually long as chill; and this succeeded by profuse sweating; the 
entire paroxysm consumed nearly all day. The attack was re[>eated 
a second and third time, with an intervening well day; aft«r which 
wue disappeared iindl expiration of four weeks from commencement. 
The girl had never menstniated. This was all that could be learned 
fn)m person applying for medicine; patient was not seen. Quinine 
bad been given without effect. 8cpia, for two weeks. No return of 
agu«, but insleihl menses, with entire return of bealtb. — UamiltoN

SILIGEA. 

Characteristic. — Adapted to the nervous, irritable, sangfiiine tem- 
perament ; persons of a scrofnloos diathesis. 

Constitutions whieli suffer from deficient nutrition, not because 
food is lacking in quality or qnantity, hut from imperfect assimila- 
tion (Calcarea) : ovaraensitive. 

Scrofhlous. rachitic children with lai^e heads; open sntures; 
much sweating about the head, which must be kept warm by 
eit«mal covering ; large bellies ; weak ankles, slow in learning to 
walk. 

Persons of light complexion ; flue, dry skin ; pale face ; weakly, 
with lax muscles. 

Diseases: caused by suppressed foot-sweat; exposing tbe back to 
any slight draft of air; ttora vaccination (Thuja) ; chest complainto 
of stone ontters, with total loss of strength. 

Want of vital heat even when taking active exercise (Ledum, 
Sapia). 

Has a wonderful control over the suppurative process, whether it 
be the soft tissue, periosteum or bone; maturing abscesses when 
desired or reducing excessive suppuration (chiefly affecting soft 



Children are obstinate, headstrong, cry when kindly spoken to 
(see lodium). 

Inflammation and suppuration of tbe lymphatic glandalar system 
in any part of the body. j, !Jj^^ ^^, , 

Vertigo; as if one would fall forward, froln looking up (Pulsa- 
tilla — looking down, Ealmia. Spigelian 

Chronic, sick headaches, since some severe disease of youth ; rising 
firom the nape of the neck to the vertex, as if coming from the spine 
and locating in one eye, especially the right, relieved by pressure 
* and wrapping up warmly. 

Constipation, before and during menses ; difficult, hard, with great 
straining, as if rectum was paralyzed ; stool that has already pro- 
truded recedes again. 

Complementary to Thi^a. 

Qraphites, Flnoric acid, Hepar follow well 
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AggraTation.— Cold ; motion ; during niensea ; during new moon ; 
uncovering, especially the head. 

AniMliOPStion. — Warmth, especially from wrapping up the head ; 
all the symptoros, except gastric which are relieved by cold food (^see 
Lye). 

Type. — Periodicity not characteristic, Rtagea ill defined. 

Time. — Midnight to 8 a.m.; 10 a.m. to 8 p.m. 

Evening chill Irom 5 to 6 p.m. Chilly all day. 

Fever without chill 12 to 1 p.m. 

Catise. — If the fever can be traced to a suppressed f<mt-sweat, Silicea 
is the first remedy to be thought of. 

Chill. — Without thirst, on every movement (Arn., Nux. v.), 
very chilly all day; in the morning fell avleep from exceptive weari- 
neM. Very ekiUy ecen in a imrm room. Cramp-like chill in the evening 
in bed, with shivering. She did not dare to put her foot out of bed on 
adeouni of coneequent ehUlinetg (Bar. c, Canth.).

AwTK to vmrmfood; desire only for cold things (see Lye.)- 

^pyrexia. — The constitutional symptoms developed during this 
Btage are numerous aud always reliable. 

SFIOELIA. 

CharacteriBtic. — Adapted to anffimic, debilitated Bnbjects, of 
rbeamatlc dlatbesis ; scrofiiloas cbUdren afflicted witb ascarides and 
Imnbrici iStajmom). 

Body painfully sensitive to touch ; part touclied feels (MQy ; toacb 
sends shudder through the whole frame. 

RhemnaUc affections of heart 

Nervous headache; periodical beginning (in A.M.) at cerebellnm, 
spreading over head and locating In eye. orbit, and t«mple of left 
side; pain pulsating, violent 

Intolerably pressive pain in eyeballs : could not turn the eyes 
without turning the whole body. 

Prosopalgia: periodical left-sided, orbit eye, malar bone, teeth; 
from morning till sunset: pain tearing, burning; oheek dark red. 

Toothache from tobacco smoking. 

Pains in cheat are stitching, needle-like. 

Dyspnoea, must lie on right side or with head high (Cac. Spong.). 

Chest affections, with stitch pains synchronous with pulse, worse 
from motion. 

AggravatioD. —From motion ; noise ; touch ; inspiration ; turning 

Amelioration. — Lying on right side witli the head high (eee 
8pong. )- 

Type. — Quotidian ; periodicity marked. 

Time. — Morning ; at same hour. Evening paroxyem ie rare. 

Cause.— Rheumatic exposure; or occurring in connection with 
periodic neuralgia of head, face or chest. 

Chill. — Every morning, at eame hour; alternates with heat or per- 
gpiration, especially on the back.

Spennatorrh(fia ; features sunken ; guilty, abashed took; emissions 
followed by backache, weak legs, prostration and relaxation or 
atrophy of sexual organs, 

Apathetic, indifferent low-spirited, weak memory from sexnal 
abases. 

Mechanical injuries from sharp cutting instruments, post-surgical 
operations; colic fiMim lithotomy or ovariotomy (see Bismuth, Hepar}. 

Styes, chalazffl, on eyelids, on upper lids, one after another, leaving 
hard nodosities in their wake. 

Toothache ; during menses ; sound as well as decayed teeth ; paia- 
fiil to t«nch of food or drink, but not from biting. 

Teeth are black or show dark streaks through them; cannot be 
kept clean ; crumble, decay on edges. Scorbutic cachexia. 

Ostitis of phalanges, with sweating and snppnration. 

Arthritic nodosities of joints, especially the fingers (Caul., Colch.). 

Type. — Quotidian; tertian. 

Time. — y A.M.; same time every day, 3 P.M., evening. 
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FrodrODie.— Ravenous hunger for days (flce Cina, Sil.). 

(Mil. — Without ihirat. Chill predominates. Shaking chUl of 
whole body, with hot cheeks, oold hands, wHrni forehenil, writhout 
subsequent heat or thirst ^Scp., Sulf. ). 8hiv«?riug over whole 
body, iciUuntt third or subsequent heat. Chill with t^ucee-fleah 
about 3 P.M., which was relieved by exercise in open air. Chill 
ascends from the neck over the head and face, or tranijieiit shivering 
running down the back (transient chilla run up the bnck. Sulf.).

STBAHONIirU. 

CharacteriBtic^Adapted to diseases of young plethoric per 
bods; egpecially children, in chorea, mania, fever. 

Delirium; simulates Belladonna and Hyoscyamus, yet differs in 
degree. The delirium is more furious, the mania more acute, while 
the congestion though greater than Hyoscyamus is much less than 
Belladonna, never approaching a true inflammatory condition. 

Convulsions with consciouHness (without. Bell., Cie., Hyos.); 
renewed by sight of a light, a mirror, or water. 

Desires light and company ; worse in the dark and solitude : 
awakens with a shrinking look, as if afl^d of the first object seen. 
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B with most complaints. 

Disposed to talk coatinnoiisly (Cic, Lach.). 

Imagines all sorts of things ; that she 18 double, lying crosswise, 
etc (see Petr.). 

Desire to escape, in delirium (Bell., Bry., Opium, Rbns). No pain 
with most complaints. 

Twitching of single muscles or groups of moacles, especially of 
upper part of body. 

Aggravatiuii.— lu the dark; vhen alone; looking at bright or 
glistening ubjecUi ; toucli ; after sleep ; attempting to swallow. 

Amelioration. — From etimpany ; lighl ; warmth. 

Tj'pe, — Quotidian ; double quotidian. 

Time. — B to 7 A.M. At all periods, day or night. 

Fever without chill, noon and midnight (11 A.Af. and 11 P.M., Cac). 

Chill.— Without Ihirst. Shaking ohill through whole body, with 
aioglejerka, partly of wliule body or only single litnbB, clbowe andknee- 
joinifi. Chilliness runs dmvn along the back as from cold water (tis if 
dashed with cold water, Rhus, Sab.). Qeiieral eoldnexi of the jvhole 
body, with red lace (Arn.), hot head, and twitchings i)f the limbB. 
ChilU, with great sensitiveness to uncovering (excessively 
wnsitive to cold air, Camph.— chill through and through from the 
slightest uncovering in wiimi air, Thuja). Skin ic'j-eold, and covered 
with cold twent, hands 'iiid feel livid (V'ernt.), Face, hunde and feet 
blue and cold (Camph., Verat.). Coldness of the limbs.

Heat. — With thirst. Violent fever at noon, returning at midnight 
(11 A.M., returning at 11 p.m., Cac). Heat of head and face, then 
coldness of whole body, then general heat, with anguish; eleeps during 
heat (Api^ Ign. stalls asleep during heat and sweats profijseiy. 
Pod. ). if usea and vomiting in evening followed by violent, anxious 
lieat. Heat over whole body from the least motion (least motion re- 
lieves the heat, Caps.), Dry, glowing heat over whole body, with 
redness of head and face, and coldness and paleness of the rest of the 
bo<iy (Bell., Opium).

During fever, in children, they cry out in sleep ; start suddenly, 
twitch and jerk ; eyea half open ; pupils dilated ; urine suppressed. 

Stramonium, like Nux v., cannot bear to be uncovered in any stage; 
but not for the same reason. The Nux patient is cold and chilly, if 
uncovered in the slightest, even cold on moving in bed ; while the 
Stramonium patient is cold, and with the eulduess conies immediately 
violent pain. 

CLIXICAL. 

E. C, set. 28, had aunatroke twice, aflerwards was subject for some 
time to epileptic convulsions, which only occur at present during febrile 
stage of paroxysm. Has had quotidian ague tour or live times in last 
three months, each time suppressed by Quinine, Chill usually began 
at 9 or 10 a.m., with pain in the head and limbs, great thirst, head- 
ache, nausea and vomiting. Fever comes on slowly, with congested 
face, eyes heavy and dry, and general muscular twitchings. During 
convulsion the eyes become bright and staring, body rigid, jaws locked, 
frothing at the mouth, with sensibility. Duration of paroxysm from 
five to fitleeu minutes, after which he is unconscious uf all that trans- 
pired. Sometimes three or four spasms in succession. When I saw 
him, June 2d, he had been having chills, followed by convulsions, for 
.four consecutive days. Had terrible headache, high fever, and pre- 
senting symptoms heralding approaching convulsions. He received 
one drop Stram. tincture in water. In fitleen minutes heat and red- 
ness of face and head disappeared, and he was free from J^in aud con- 
versing freely, as well as any member of the family. He was cured 
with a single dose. — Dr. Fahnstock, Am. Ob»., — 1872, p. 364, 

SUIFUE. 

Chaxacteristic. ^Adapted to persons of a scrofoloas diatheeis, 
satyect bi venous congestions, especially of portal system. 
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Persons of nervous temperament, quick motioned, quick tempered, 
plethoric, skin excessively sensitive to atmospheric changes (Hep., 
Psop.). 

Most suitable for lean, stoop-shouldered persons who walk and sit 
stooped. Standing is the worst position for Sulfur patients; cannot 
stand; walk stooping like old men. 

Dirty, filthy people, prone to skin affections (Psor.). 

Children cannot bear to be washed or bathed (In cold water, 
Ant. c); emaciated, big-bellied; restless, hot. kick off the clothes at 
night (Hep.); have worms, but indicated remedy fails. When care- 
fhUy selected remedies fail to produce a favorable effect, especially in 
acute disease, it frequently serves to rouse the reactive powers of the 
system (in chronic diseases. Psor.). 

Scroflilotts chronic diseases that result from suppressed eruptions. 

Complaints that are continually relapsing; patient seems to get 
almost well, when disease retams again and again. 

Sick headache, every week, or every two weeks, prostrating, 
weakening isee Sang.), with hot vertex and cold feet 

Constant heat on top of head; cold feet with burning soles; wants 
to find a cool place fur them; puts them out of bed to cool them off; 
cramps in calves and soles. 

Hot Hushes during the day. with weak, faint spells. 

Weak, empty, gone or faint feeling in the stomach about 11 A.M.; 
cannot wait for dinner. 

Diarrh(Ba: after midnight; painless, driving out of bed early in 
the morning; as if the bowels were too weak to retain their contents. 

The discharge both of urine and faces is painfnl to parts over 
which they pass. 

Drowsy in afternoon, after sunset ; wakefulness the whole night 
(Nux v.). 

Nightly suffocating fits ; wants doors and windows open. 

Complementary to Aloe. 

Aggravation.— At rest; staQiling; after niiduight; warratli of bed; 
waehiiii,'. biithiiig; changeable weather. 

Amelioration. — Heat ; dry, warm weather; drawiDg up the llmba; 
lying rm tiic right side. 
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Type. — Qu"ti(iiaii; rluuble <jUoti<iian; tertiun. In regular par- 
oxyaius. Yearly (Aw., Carb. v., Lath., Natr. m., Thuja). 

Time. — Not characteristic; at all jjeriodB. Morning; aitemoon; 
evening; night. Evening predominaDt ; 8, 9, 10 a.m., 12 m.; 1. U, 5, 
6.7.8.9, U and 12 P.M. 

Prodrome.— Evening fever without chill. Thiret (Caps., Eup., 
Puis. — but ran only drink in prodrome and apyresia, CimexJ. 

Chill.— Without thirst. Frequent internal chilliness. ChUll- 
nvtn, with headache in the evening (Sep.), disappearing after lying 
down. Aching in forehead with restlessness, relieved when sweat 
comes on. ChUlineaa and shivering over yehole body, writhout subse- 
quent heat or thirst (Bov.). Chillinese and rigor, with blue nails, 
jtale face, heavy, giddy head, not relieved by heat of stove, but by 
lying down.

[ Intermittent fever is a lerrible searcher after weak organs ; and Sulfur 
B frequently required in all forms of the disease — acute and early, or 

I chronic and later — to combat some latent malady aroused during the 
couree of the fever. If we would use Sulfur more and Quinine less, 
our success would be much more satis&ctory, both to our patients and 

I ourselves. 

"The autiperiodic virtue of Sulfur does not apply simply to pyrexia] 

I intermittents, but it also comprehends intermittent neuralgias, which 
consist of attacks tif pain on the right side of the face and head, which 
begins at the maxillariee and finally extends along the orbital nerves,

THUJA OCCXDENTALIS. 

Characteristic. — Adapted to hydrogenoid constitntlon of Gran- 
vogl which is related to sycosis as effect to cause. 

Thuja bears the same relation to the sycosis of Hahnematm — fig- 
warts, condylomata and wart-lUte excrescences upon mnooM and 
cntaneoos surlaces — tbat Sulfur does to psora or Meroary to 
syphilis. 

Acts well in lymphatic temperament, not very fleshy, dark com- 
plexion, black hair, unhealthy skin. 

Bad effects of vaeclnation (Silioea). 

Vertigo ; when closing the eyes. 

Headache : as if a nail had been driven into parietal bone (Coffea. 
Ignatia) ; or as if a convex button were pressed on the part ; from 
sexual excesses; from tea (Selenium). 

Abdomen: as if an animal were crying; motion, as of something 
alive : protrudes here and there like the arm of a fatus. 

Distressing, burning pain in left ovarian region, when walking or 
riding, must sit or lie down (Crocusi, worse at each menstrual nisns. 

Diaxrheea : in early morning ; expelled forcibly, vrith much flatas 
(Aloe) ; gurgling, as wat«r from a bung-hole, 

Sweat only on uncovered parts. 

Skin: looks dirty; brown or brownish-white spots here and there; 
warts, seedy, pediculated; eruptions, only on covered parts, burn 
after scratching. 
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The flesh feels as if beaten ofT the bones (as if scraped, Rhus). 

Complementary to Sllicea. 

Follows well after Nitric acid. 

Ag^raTutiun. — At night; from heat of bed; at 3 a.m. and 3 p.m.; 
'from cold, anil cold damp air; alcohol; narcotics. 

Amelioration. — Warmth ; in the open air. 

Type. — ^Quotidian, same time every day. Yearly (Cur!>. v., Lach., 
Bulf.). 

Time.— 3 A.M., characteristic ; 10 A.M., 3 P.M., 5, 6, 7, 7.30 
P.M. After midnight. 

Fever without chill 10 to 11 a.m., or 10 to 11 P.M. {Cue— 12 M. luid 
13 P.H., Sulf.). 

Cause. — The iudlcatiou is more certain if the system be coiitami- 
nated with sycotic or gonorrheal poison. 

Prodrome. — Chilly and weak some time before the paroxysm. 

Chill. — With thirst. Chill beginning in the thighs. Violent 
tkakin;/ fhill, for a quarter of an hour, about 3 A.M-, followed by thirst, 
then profuse perspiration all over except on the head. Staking chili,

Bitter, sour taste ; had tu get up 
in the night and rinse out the mouth (Nux v.). 

Thuja helped in some cases, where the fever consisted in mere chilli^ 
with external and internal coldn^s (with thirst in same), followed bj 
general sweat, without any previous heat. — Ann., — II, p, 39) 

CLINICAL. 

Andrew Mc , Kt. 26, a resident of East Saginaw, Michigan. 

Eight years ago, had intermittent fever, which was " broke up " witlt 
massive doses of Quinine, only to return from time to tine, especi&llj 
every Spring and Autumn, only to be again suppressed in a simili 
manner with Quinine. When fever first appeared, paroxysm can 
every alternate dav, at 10 t« 11 a.m.. attended with bone pains, violei 
headache, and at times nausea and vomiting. 

February, 1)182. — Has now had chills and fever every day for sevf 
weeks. Chill from 5 to 7 p.m.; severe, shaking; must sit close to, 
stove, although external heat does not relieve. Chill begins in kneM 
and thigh*, and gradually extends to hips, thence over body, lasting 
from one to two hours. iSome thirst in chill, but drinking aggravates. 
Heat, with thirst; drinking rei'reshes; continues until 1 or 'I A.U. ; veJT 
restless; severe headache. Sweats profusely on his legs, where chilL 
began ; less on his body ; never on bis head ; when he sleeps, oeascr 
when he awakes. ■ Tongue clean ; appetite and digestion eood ; ud 
feels perfectly well as soon as paroxysm is over. The cbill Deginnin; 
in knees and thighs, the time of its appearance, the character of the 
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eweatiDg stage, aud the entire freedom £roin ill'feeliag during npyrexia, 
determined the selectiou of Thuja'", four dosea during in terra issiou. 
Cured. — H, C, Allem, Medical Admnee, XII., — p. 296. 

VERATBUM ALBUM. 

Characteristic. — Adapted to diseases with rapid sinking of the 
vital forces. 

Cold sweat on forehead, with nearly all complaints. 

Mania ; with desire to cut and tear everything, especially clothes. 

Cannot bear to be left alone ; yet persistently refuses to talk. 

Attacks of fainting, from least exertion (see Carb. v.). 

Sensation of a lamp of ice on vertex. 

Face; pale, blue, collapsed; features sunken; red while in bed, 
becomes pale on getting up (see Aconite). 

Constipation ; stools lai^, hard ; from inactivity of recttim ; in 
children when Nnx vomica, though indicated, fails to relieve. 

Cholera; vomiting and purging; stool profuse, watery, gushing, 
prostrating, after fright 

Dysmenorrhcea, with vomiting and purging (Amm. a). 

Bad etfects ; of oplnm eating, tobacco chewing. 

A^ruTation. — After drinking; icecre.im; before and during stool. 

AmelioratioD. — Uncovering head ; sitting or lying. 

Typ<t. — Quotidian; tertian; quartan. Congeative; pernicious; aink- 
iDg, Periodicity strongly niarlced. 

Time. — 6 A.M. Characteristic — certain. Fevers of nursing 
childreu ; coldnesB predominates. 

Prodrome. — Sweat often marks the commeucement of paroxyara 
(Nux v.). 

Cantte. — Choleraic. Intcrmittenia occurring during cholera epi- 
demics. Often the genus epidemieus. 

Chill.— H^A thlrgt. Daily ehill, with violent shaking, vertigo, de- 
lirium, nausea, paleness of the face, and spasms. Seiiere, long-Inking, 
eongesfive chill, not relieved bij external warmth (Aran., Camph.). 
Chill, writh coldness and thirst, f'lr half an hour, wllhonl tubae- 
quenl heat, with great weiiknesa of thighs and limba (every oth^-T dnv). 
Internal chilliness running from the head to the toes of 
both feet, with thirst. Shaking chill, with sweat, «l fii^t ivarm 
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bill soon passes off into gonenil colJnegs. Calilntm of lite v-hoU body, 
inereased by driukijig lArs., Caps., Eup., NuX); UfeHed by get- 
ting out of bed (increased by even putting hands from under bed- 
clothes, Bar. c, Canth.)- Coldni^s:^ nt tinier: lieiU, with pnifuii« 
sweat at others.

Heat. — With thirst, mostly internal ; with no desire to drink, or 
continued thirst for cold drinks, the beverages are never cold enough. 
Heat asceiiils from extremities to head (chill descends). Heat stream- 
ing up the back into the occiput (chills running in successive waves 
from aiicrum to occiput. Gels.). Head hot, dull, confused ! (iret wtrm, 
then persistent cold sweat on the forehead. Redvexnond k^at 
nf the face; bunnng ami rediii'M in Ihe cAeetw, with coutraiHcd pupils 
and cold feet (Opium— with diluted pupils, Bell.j. Blood runs 
colli through the veins (Rhus-nine hot, Ars.). 

Sweat. — Witlumt third, which is profime. cold and clammy (profuse 
sweat, wiM tliirnt. Ats., Cinch.). Sweat always with deathly 
paleface; ofeitslve. biltiT'i'VielHiig. rldliHiHj ije/lmi: EnaUy jiretijiiri-f 
on ever;/ motion (Bry.. Hep.), Cold sweat on the forehead; 
after every stcol ; after vomiting of mucus, t^wtuit olten lie- 
gins before the chill aud crjntiuues through ]>aroxysn) uiiiil next chill. 

Tongwe.— Coate<l white or yellowish-lirown ; cold, red tip and 
edt/e»: twollea. Voracious appetite. Craves toldfruitt, ice wnfrr.jnirjf 
food, MHmts everything coliL Aversion to warm things. Huuj;cr and 
appetite between paroxysn:s of vomiting. 

Pulw. — Small, weak, slow, and growing oontinually weaker during 
the apyrexia. 

Ap}l'exia, — There is great general exhaustion and rapiil sinking of 
strength; oppression of the chest; deep sighing; face pale and oold, 
vilh Ktfeal on foreiiead. The heart's impulse very weak in the iuter- 
niission, as well as during tlie paroxysm; fuiutiug; there are cramps 
in the stomach, abdoiiieu aud limbs; great thirst il' much vomiting luid 
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diarrhcon, and vice versa; extreniitii's per^Utently cold. Skin bluish, 
cold, inelaalic, with deficient reaclion. 

We raay riK|iiire to compare Elaterium with Veratrum which it re- 
Bemblee in the guddeuiiCBS of its unset, the protiiseneas of its evacuntiuns, 
and ite great pru§Lratiou. But the eliaracteristio predominance of the 
cold stage will serve to diatinguish between them. 

Like Camphor, the cold stage m so well marked that it overshadows 
all the others; the hot stage in light and otteu wanting altogether. 
When the hot stage is present the temperature is rarely elevated, and 
is often actually diminished during heat, Thejre is such a general 
lack of vital heat, and slow and weak reaction, that the patient scarcely 
recovers from one paroxysm ere another begins. 

The above makes one of our best pictures of the " sinking," " con- 
gestive." or "pernicious" forms of intermittent fever. The patient 
thinks he will die; and the physician shares his tears. The allojiath 
now resorts to stimiilante for the present; and Quinine to prevent the 
r«tum of ftiture paruxystns. Shall we, on that threadbare plea of pscudo- 
homceopaths. that " there is not time for homieopathie remedies to act," 
follow his example? Those are not lacking "in faith," but in krwvil- 
edge, who " desert their colors under lire," The homoHtpath who 
knows his Materia Medica will cure mek ca»et without resorting to 
"rational " (?) uncertainly. If he do not know his Materia Medica, 
be is justified in resorting to anything to try to save his patient ; but 
lite treatment should go by its right name, and the failure to cure 
should be properly credited. Every homceopath is responsible fur not 
knowing what he professes to practice, 

"Among the great number of intermittent fevers there is a formida- 
ble pyrexia called pernunoun, because it may carry off the patient in 
the second or third paroxysm; he dies probably from the excese of 
poisoning. This extremely violent pyrexia forms no exception to the 
rule; and, like all other pyrexia, finds its most prompt and certain 
reme<ly in the drug which is most homteopathic to it. But here a deli- 
cate question arises which should be solved at once : What shall we do 
in the presence of a pernicious fever in which we have reason to fear 
sudden death, iu the sec-ond or third paroxysm? Find the homce- 
opHthic remefly. Without doubt, pruieiples are inflexible, and I know 
no means more powerful to w)ndiat the radicalism of the false than to 
oppose to it the radicalism of the true. 
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"We have a law of cure wliieh has always shown itself triuni^haut 
when rigorously applied. Why should we l)e unfaithful to it ? I aee 
no reason. The violence of the diBease? But the more urpiut the 
faaetc, the more highly ought we to value the shortest road. Nuw, the 
most promjit and certain means of curing any disease whatever, how- 
ever pernicious we may au]ip(»e it, pi.msisls in opposing to it the homee- 
opathic remedy. Then, instead of renouncing in this emergency the 
application of our law, it is best to conform to its requirements. The 
greater the danger, the greater this ohligation." — A. Charoe, M.D. 

" When we have to do with au art whuee end is the saving of humnn 
life, any neglect to make ourselves thoroughly masters of it, becomes a 
crime."

CLINICAL. 

Case I. — Man, eet. 30. Has hml several chills, every other day. 
Chill cumiiiences with coldness in abdomen, spreading thence all over 
bodv, frequent, this, watery stools; coldness became general, hut no 
shaking ; nreathing much oppressed and labored ; stools become bliKxly, 
finally nothing but pare blood running Irom the bowels steadily (in- 
voluntarily) ; part of time blood thin and bright red, afterwards dark 
and thick. Prottrntion a exce^ve; speeehteimeM. The chill had 
lasted eight hours and the patient seemed on the point of death. 
Verutr.'"" in water, a teas|>i>onful every half hour, was given. In 
about three-iiuarters of an hour he began to feel warm; in two hours 
he was in a ijuiet sleep. No return of chills. China"* was pven 
twice daily for remainmg weakness. — J. G. GiLCHRiar, Med. Inv., — 
VII, p. 79. 

Case II. — "The only remedy with which I have ever succeeded in 
relieving severe congestion during chUl. It has moie coldness than 
heat (reverse of Arsenic), cold perspiration and great prostration, and 
is almost the only remedy that will modifv a paroxysm afler it has set 
in."— C. Pearson, U. S. M. and S. J.,—April, 1866. 



MINOR REMEDIES. 

^THUSA. — Adapted to diseases of childreo, especially during 



Great intolerance of milk in nureing children; it is thrown up 
almost as soon as swallowed, curdled or not curdled, by a sudden spas- 
modic vomiting, then weakness causes drowsiness for a time. 

A drawn condition about nose and mouth — a weli'markcd linea 
naealia — giving the face an expression of paiu and anxiety. 

Sensation : of a band around the head and chest tCac, Sulf.) ; of 
head, chest, back, as if in a vise ; as if head, face and hands were 
swollen. 

Great weakne^ ; children cannot stnnd ; cannot hold up head 
(Cale. p., Sil.). 

Convulsions and spasms, with clinched thumbs, red face, eyes turned 
domtwardt. 

The febrile symptoms usually occur in the morning and are accom- 
panied with great lassitude and tendency to delirium, which disappears 
during sweat. 

Chill. — Violent, without thirst, through whole body, with general 
and external coldness. Coldness of abdomen, objective and subjective ; 
of extremities; with red iaee; with horripilation; with rigors and 
atiflbess of the limbs. 

Heat. — General, with complete adipsia. 

Sweat. — From least bodily exertion ; on going to sleep ; cannot bear 
to be uncovered during sweat (Aeon., Nux v.) ; relieves delirium, 

ALSTONIA. — This remedy has frequently proved efficacious in 
chronic cases in which the paroxysms have been repeatwlly suppressed 
by Quinine. It will sometimes postpone the day of chill, and may 
change or convert an anticipating into a regular type. But aufficieut 
data have not yet been accumulated to |)roperIy assign this remedy its 
place in the therapeutics of intermittent fever. 

The paroxysm occurs in the forenoon — from 9 to 11 a.m. The thirst 
comes on during the prodrome and heat (during prodrome and sweat, 
Cinch.). 
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Hmt. — ^Wiib Lea<iache, backache, aud thirst for large 4uatitilies i>f 
water, which is thrown up sometimes a£ soon as it reaches the etomach 
(Ars., Natr. m., Phos.). 

The sweating stage is not marked. Our knowledge ia empiric, 

chiefly clinical. 

AGARICUS.—Best adapted to persons with light hair and com- 
plexion ; muscles and akin lax. Old {leoplt^ with indolent circulatiuD. 

Burning, itching and redness of various purts, like chilblains; of 
ears, nose, face, hands, feeU 

Sensation: as if ice-touched, or ice-cold needles pierced the akin 
(hot, burning needles, Ars.). 

Chorea; alt degrees, from simple involuntary motions and jerks of 
single muscles to a dancing of the whole body. 

Involuntary movements while awake; ceaeo during sleep. 

Spine: sensitive to touch; worse mornings; before thunder-storm; 
from every motion, every turn of body; burning, shooting pains deep 
in spine. 

Chill. — General, through whole body; from above downwards 
(Verat.); in ojwn air; on slightest movement, or from raising the bed- 
clothes; in back as if water were running down. 

HSftt. — Almost wanting; chiefly on upper part of body. Swollen 
veins. 

Sweat. — Profune; greasy, but not offensive (CHuoh.); all night; 
during sleep; from slight exertion or bodily effort; on front of body, 
esjiecially about the legs, The face, neck and chest were wet with cold 
perspiration. The sweat, though profuse, is not debilitating. 



ASAFCBTIDA. — In phlegmatic, scrofulous persons, who ore sub- 
ject to venous, hemorrhoidal congestions (see Sulf.). 

Syphilitic patients who suffer from hone diseases and abuse of 
mercury. 

Scrofulous children are clumsy, bloated (Apis). 

Pain like from splinters (Uep., Nitr. ac. ) ; attended with numbness. 

Globus hystericus; sensation in the oisoph^us as if the peristaltic 
motions were reverseil. 

Time.— 8 to 9 a.m. ; 3 to 4 p.m. 

Chill. — Chill, coldnera, dryness of skin. Chills run over the body, 
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tsi«x'iiiily back and loins, from time to time. Chill every flay at 3 to 
4 P.M., with cold feet, cold hands and bluish nails; salivation and 
eractatinue smelling of garlic. 

Ueftt. — Of the fiiee, after eating, with anxiety, sleeplesanera, cold 
hiuids and feet, and unbearable »t.ilches in the head, but ivilboiit thirst. 

Sweat> — Cold on forehead and limbs. 

BENZINUM. — There is nothing marked about the cold or hot 
Btages of the Betitinvm fever; indeed, the heat is oft«n wanting. But 
like Pdrofetim and all its products, Benzinum has both profuse and 
partial sweat. Sweat of single parte is very characteristic. 

Chill. — From extremities of liDgera and toes to chest, head a&d 
yertes. 

Sweat. — At night, eoplou*, general, warm and very exhausting 
(Ciuch.); followed toward morning by perspiration only on the breast, 
in the axOta and on the side not lain upon (reverse of Aeon., Bry., 
Nitr. ac). 



CALADIUM. — Phlegmatic persons, with lax muscular fibre. 

Asthma: after eating, with frequent eructations of very little gas, 
atif the tlomaeh were full of very dry food; when rash on forearm dis- 
appears; in alternation with rash on chest; with great oppression, as 
if mucuB would suitbcate him. 

Sudden corrosive itching on small spots, nose, cheeks, toes; must 
touch the parts, but cannot scratch them. 

Complementary to Nitric acid. 

(Thill. — Without thirst; in the evening orafter midnight; beginning 
in abdomen and extending to fingers and toes, which were icy-culd. 

Heat. — With thirst; internal; as from oppressive heat; disappears 
during sleep; of hands, face, abdomen, with cold feet, before midnight; 
after midday sleep, then sweat. 

Sweat. — Towards evening, with prostration, yawning, sleepiness. 
After heat, eickly sweat, which attracts the fiies very mvck (Sumbul). 
Amdioration of all complaints as aoun as the sweat breaks out 
(Ntttr. m.). 

CANCHALAGUA. — Especially for vernal intermittenia (Gels., 
Lach., Sulf.> 
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Cliill. — Severe, e8|«cially down the spine (Verat.); violent, witli 
chattering of the teutli; with extreme palenesB of the fat's, hands and 
lips; all liver body, eBpeeially iu bed at night; with nausea, vomiting 
of nineuB colored with bile. 

Heat. — In whole body, better in open air. 

Sweat. — Not profuse, but causes a shrivelling of the lingers and toee, 
like a washerwoman's (_Ant. c, Merc, Verat.). Face, lips and hands 

Apyrexia. — Excellent appetite as soon as paroxysm is over. Con- 
stipation, stool hard, dry, knotty. 

CARBOLIC ACID. — Mtaematie Jeveri. with enlargement of 

spleen. Intermittent and remittent fevers occurring in the autumn, of 
a low, intractable form, or with a marked tendency to typhoid ; tongue 
coated dark brown; sordes on the teeth. 

Chill. — Without thirst; in the open air. Chilly and sleepy, though 
silting in a warm room with a hot fire; from the face downwards; 
with flushed face. 

Heat. — Severe; alternating with chills of short dtiratiou. 

Sweat. — At night ; copious, was covered with perspiration. 



CASCARILLA.— Chill.— H7M thirst for learm drinks (for warm 
drinks in prwlrome, Eup. perf.) ; alight when walking in the opea air, 
which immediately disappeared on standiag still, but returned after 
walking again. 

Heat. — W^h thintand datire for warm drink* (Ce<l., Eup. purp.); 
anxious of the whole body, and a alight sweat followed by sleepiness. 

Sweat. — Slight, on the back, when walking in the open air. Pro- 
fuse at night, drenching the clothes, but not debilitatuig. 

" Cannot drink anything but hot drinks during fever." — A. O. Hak- 

DKSHTEIN. 

The thirst and desire for warm drinks is as marked aa under Cedron. 
and both remedies have proved very efficacious in the treatment of 
intermittent^ occurring in the lower Mississippi valley. The late Dr. 
Hardenstein, of Vicksburg, relied upon QitcarUla when he Ibund this 
symptom present, and aaya it rarely failed to cure. 

COLCHICUM. — The following instructive case should have ap- 
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pearcd in il« proper place iu the clioical record of Colchlewn: In the 
autumu of 1866, L. C, let. 30, was attacked with ague of the quotidmn 
type. The case lasted some eighteen days, a chill every day, tind 
every day alilie. It began at 10 a.m. with violent tbiret, intense head- 
ache, greatly aggrnvnted liy the slightest motion, so that the patient 
lay on his right side with his head ulmoet down to hie knees, and 
moved only when the distrea^i was eo intense he could not avoid it. 
Wanted to be covered, but no relief from the covering. Chill lasted 
about an hour, and was followed by intense heat tasting alwjut two 
hours, with continuance of thirst and headache, when the sweat l>egan, 
with immediate relief of all the symptoms. He received a single dose 
of Sryoitia""' . The next day the chill returned and I got this addi- 
tional sympt'im: Ae could n-jt bear the sight or smell of food. This 
suggeeted Colchieam, but, careful not to spoil the ease by too hasty 
prescriptions, I gave Sac. lac. I took time to study Coklncum. My 
attention being given almost wholly to the fever eymptonis, I concluded 
Gilckicum did not cover the case, and gave A'air, m.*"", one dose. 
The chill returned the next day ; but Hering says Natrum is a slow 
acting remedy, and I thought we must give it time. I waited four 
days with just the same chill every day. Soon it appeared that every 
day the chill began with a desire for cold water, immediately after 
swallowing which he begins to be cold in the stomach, the coldness at 
once becoming geueral. It is not necessary for me to mention the 
various remedies he received, us I lloimdereil day alter day trying to 
cure interniittent fever, with that symptom of the appetite prominent 
before me all the time. At length a triend called, and I asked him to 
go with me to see the case. He did so, and, making hia examination, 
took copious not«8 of the symptoms, till he struck that symptom of the 
apjietlte, when he whispered to me " Colchicum." " Yes," I said, " but 
that is the only symptom of it in the case." He finished his examina- 
tion, and we gave Sac lac. The next morning my friend called at my 
utfice and said: "That case is Colchicum or Cocculus; I am not sure 
which." "Well," I said, "if you say Colchicum, here goes;" and 
putting a vial of Fincke's 21 M. in my pocket, I went at once to see 
my patient. I found him in a chill, as usual. I gave him Sac. lac. 
b solution, once in two hours, and left a powder of Colchicum 21 M. 
to be taken as soon as the paroxysm was over. He never had another 
chill. 
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Moral. — Treat the patient, not the iliBeaae, — Wm. A. Hawi.hy, M.D., 
Advaiux,— XIII, p. 20;. 

CORNUS FLOR.— Has beeii uaed in fevers of a flupjioee.! m!a»- 
mutie oriffin. 

Prodrome.— The paroxyBm U preceded fijrdaya by sleepiness; slug- 
gish flow of idea&; headache ofa heavy, dull character; nnufsea, vomit- 
ing, loss of appetite ; bilious or watery diarrhoea. 

Chill.— Severe, with cold, clammy skin, nausea, vomiting and vio- 
lent paina in abdomen, 

Heat. — With thirst ; bursting, throbbing headache; pronounced 
cerebral fulness and at times stupor; ekia hot but moist; pulae full, 
rapid, hard. 

8w«lt. — Often wanting. When present is aggravated or brought 
on by slight exercise and is attended by great debility, 

Apyrexla. — With more or less gastric irritation and painful diar- 
rhoea. Weak, languid, with loss of appetite. "When all tiie stogea 
seem aborted and the patient says his chills amount to nothing." 

CROCUS.— Adapted to the nervous, hysterical subject. 

Hpasniodic contraction of single sets of muscles fHyos., Stram.j. 

Sensatitin of something living, jumping, in various parts, eepecialiy 
in stomach, abdomen, arms. 

Hemorrhage ; epistaxis. hiemoptysis, menorrhiti^iii, the blood dark. 
almost black, tenacious, stringy. 

Aggravation. — Motion (iiemorrhage). 

Amelioration. — Open sir (symptoms almost entirely disappear). 

Chili, — With thirst; in the afternoon, increasing toward evening; 
with shivering from the back down the legs. 

Heat. — With thirst; internal flushes with pricking and crawling in 
the skiu; principally of head and fece, with paleness of cheeks. Vio- 
lent heat over whole body, worse in the head, with intense redness 
of face and distention of blood-vessels (Cinch., Cham. ), great thirst 
without much dryness of the mouth. 

8w€at. — Scanty; only on the lower half of body; or only at night, 
then cold and debilitating. 

CUPRUM. — Complaints which may be traced to a repercussed 
eruption or suppressed foot-awoat, as a possible cause. 
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Chill. — Over whole body, most severe on the estreinitiee. Icy-eold- 
B of the whole body, and severe craiupa in extremities. 
^^ Heat. — Internal, debilitating, exhauBting. Fliiahea of heat, with 
ioraiug of the soles (6ulf.). 
' 8w«t.— Cold at night; plamniy. 

CYCLAMEN.— Great lassitude, particularly of the knees (Coco.). 
Enervation of the whole body, burdeuaome to move even a limb. 
The derangements of the digestive tract and female sexual organs 
e often accompanied by Bemi-lateral headache (usually left side), at- 
ended with nausea, vomiting, vertigo, obscuration of sight or abaolute 
dindness. 
Aggravation. — At night, when at rest; while reposing; fat food. 
l^ill. — WithoiU third; in the evening; with ^rcal scnsUivenesa to 
r and uncovering (Bar. e., Calc, c.,Canth.). AJternato chill and 
~ heat. 

Beat. — Without thirst; principally of the face; succwda the chill. 

Sensation of heat through the whole body, particidarly in the face and 

^in the hands ; the hands continue cold a long tiioe. tiencral heat 

nfter eatiug. Heat of various parts, with swelling of veins of hands. 

f Sweat. — At night, during sleep; not profiise, but offensive. Slight 

aweat over whole body on waking from sleep at night. 

Tongue. — Coated white or yellowish-white. TaatJ? flat, putrid, of- 
fensive, qualmish, with disgust for food, e6pe<;ially fet food (Aat. c, 
Ipec.,Puls.). 

The fever is partial in all its stsgi-s. The chill generally predomi- 
nates, and like its cognate Pulsatilla, usually occurs in the evening, 
~ md is without thirst, ThirsUessnets charaelertdio.

plaulRtions at Mnisou-Currfie, which iu now become our Mother- House. 
This estate was, six years ago, an immense territory covered with brush, 
dwarf-palms, ami remiered very unhealthy by the neigh l>orhocH] of the 
Btaguaiit waters of Harach. In 1869 and 1870,88 fast aa the brush 
waa destroyed, we planted a considerftble quantity of Eucalyptut in 
groups, or beside paths the whole length of our fields and gardens, and 
the result was most marvellous; for the intermittent fever, which oflen 
stopped our orphans in their agricultural labor, has gradually disap- 
peared, so that to-day this domain, formerly the most subject to feveis, 
is now one of the most healthy suburbs of Angiers." 

Fevers of a relapsing, obstinate and prolonged character; of a 
miaemalic origin, in which the spleen becomes affected early in the 
diseaiw. It is at first swollen and sensitive, then becomes more resist- 
ant, harder, bunchy on its surface. Vertigo is pronounced in all its 
stages. There is a dull congestive lieadache; malaise; rheumatic 
pains of a jerking, tearing, stitching character, worse at night. 

Our pathogenesis of this remedy has not been sufficient to give us 
any definite indications for its use. It is used as a substitute for 
Quinine, by the other school of practice. 

EUPHORBIUM. — Vsually a morning paroxysm. 

Chill. — Of the whole body in the morning; while walking in tlie 
open air. Constant chilliness, with constant sweoL Shivering; over 
the whole body ; over llie back, with glowing cheeks and cold hands. 

Heat. — Great, the whole day; all the clothes seemed burdensome, 
even hia whole body was too heavy for him, as if he had carried a 
great load. 

Sweat. — In the morning, from the feet over the whole body; some 
thirst. Morning-Bweat ; on the neck, thighs and legs; sometimes cold 
on the legs. 

HYDRASTIS.— Nearly all complainU are attended with weak- 
ness and great physical prostration (Ars.). 

AfliiftionB of mucous membranes; the secretions are increased and 
become tenacious, ropy (Kali b., Teucr.); erosions. 

Cachectic persons, with marked disturbance of gastric and hepatic 
functions. 
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FaintDeee, sinking, goneness at the stomach, and violent palpitation 
of the heart. 

ChilL — Morning or evening; especially in the back or thighs, with 
ttchiug; around shoulders and chest; pulse slow. 

Heiit. — In flushes, over face, neck and hands. Great heat of the 
whole body, at 10 p.m., followed by great debility. 

Swest. — Profuse, offensive of the genital organs. 

KALI BROM. — Acts mure satisfactorily in children than in 
adults. Especially adapted to large persons inclined to obesity. Acne 
of the face in young fleshy people of gross habits. 

Painful fliuhingi of the face, at the climacteric. 

Type. — Quotidian. 

(.!hIIL — Chilliness, and a general feeling of coldness, more pro- 
nounced about the estremiti&j. 

Heat* — Like the cold stage, this is not very strongly marked. Heat 
in the &ce, and fugitive flushings here and there. 

SwOftt. — Abundant and viscid, all over the body. This stage is un- 
usually long lasting and exhausting. 

LACHNANTHES.— Torticollis: neck stiff, head drawn to one 
side; pain in the nape as if dislocated, when turning the neck or bend- 
ing the head backward. 

Sensation: as if a piece of ice was lying on the back between the 
shoulders; of burning, in sacrum, in spine four inches above the small 
of back, of palms of Lands and soles of feet. 

(3lill. — With thirst; body ley-cold, relieved by hot flatirons, but 
nut by external covering (_Caps:) ; bead burns like Are (see Am.). 

Heat. — Drj'. feel burn; restless tossing about with rumbling in ab- 
domen. Burning heat, red face, worse on right side; after heat, cir- 
cumscribed dark redness of face, also worse on right side (see Cbel., 
Song.). Flushes of heat alternating with chilliness. Evening fever 
without chill, worse from 6 to 12 p.m., with red cheeks and red face 
(woree on upper part of face> Fever with somnolency (Apis'i. 

Sweat. — After 12 p.m.; after a restless sleep. Morning-sweat. 
Skin cold, damp, clammy and sticky. Sweat with vertigo. 
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LAUROCERASUS.^Painle^neas with most complain ts^Sirara.i. 

BUeases stteuded with rapid ainkiog of the vital forces (Camph., 
Verat.). 

Deficient reaction, want of energy of vital forces, especially in 
aflectioDS of the chest. 

LoDg-laetiog fainting spells. 

Irresistible Bkepiness; after dinner; in the evening. 

Chill. — With thirst; in the afternoon or evening. Violent chill 
and coldness, with shivering, Di>t relieved by external warmth; cold- 
ness and shaking chill, not relioved by heat of stove, alternating wilfa 
burning heat. Deficient animal heat (Led,). Vertigo; stupor, and 
apoplectic symptoms (Opium). 

Hcat> — After the chill; from evening till midnight; descending the 
back (see Verat.), 
'Sweat. — During und after the heat; after eating; rarely profuse. 

MARUM.^ — Very indolent both mentally and physically. 

Clilll. — Over whole body, with icy-cold handle, and frequent yawn- 
ing and stretching; always after eating (Bell., Kali c.,'Nux v. — aft«r 
eating and drinking. Asar.); from talking about unpleasant things. 

Heat.— Frequent feeling of flushing heat in the face, without ex- 
ternal redness. Increased heat and exaltation in evening, vnih great 
loquacity (Lach.). Great mental excitement and loquacity during 
fever heat. 

NATRUM SULPH.— Should be thought of for the intermit- 
tents which are brought on, or are always made worse by the damp, 
moist atmosphere at the seashore (Arsenicum, Natnim mur.). 

Time. — Afternoon or evening paroxysm. 

Chill. — Internal, with yawning and stretching; with coldness the 
whole night; in the evening; as if fever would set in, with desire for n 
warm stove. Chilliness; generally in the evening, going off in bed; 
at night waking with shaking aud chattering of the teeth, as from 
coldness. During chill forehead and hands are warm. 

Heat. — Frequent flushes of heat, towards evening. Dry heat o^-er 
whole body as if perspiration would break out, several afternoons. 
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Swrat. — Prof'uae, without tbirst i 
scrotum while sitting, towards eveniii|

PARIS QUAD. — Hemluohe aggravated by tliinking. Contrac- 
tive, pressive pain in forehead, oa if scalp were constricted and the 
bone@ scraped sore; e^et feet a« if projecting, with a sensation at if a 
thread wan lightly drawn through the eyebaU and badaeard into the 
midille of the brain. 

Dull pain in nape of neck; feels stitT and swollen on turning it; 
weary, as from a great weight lying upon it; worse from exertion, 
better from rest anil in open air. 

Chill-^-Moslly towards evening; in the chest, abdomen and lower 
limbs, with goosofleah, yawning and ic^-cold feet; with Internal trem- 
bling. Coldnees of the wliole right half of the body, from the head to 
the feet, while the other half was of natural warmth (sec Rhus), 
Biuali icy-cold spots here and there in the skin. The coldness pro- 
duces a drawing, contracting sensation in skin and all parts of the 
body as if drawn together by the cold. 

Heal. — Starts from nape of neck and descends the hack ; In the fhce ; 
with sweat of upper part of body. The fingers are alternately hot and 
cold as if dead and of a dead color (Ced., Sep. Staon.). 

Sweat. — In the morning, when waking, with hi ting- itching that 
compeU scratching ; iirofiwe ; on waking, about 3 a.m. 

PETROSELINUM.— In the herbarium of Horstius, oa early as 
1630, this remedy is mentionetl as having cured catarrhal, quotidian 
and tertian fevers. But like all similar cures, they were purely em- 
pirical and practically worthless, Vesical or urinary symptoms are 
usually pr€»ent as valuable coDcomitontfi. There is fretjuent desire to 
urinate, recurring nearly every half hour, caused by a crawling, stitch- 
ing, titillating in the foma navicularis. Drawing, burning, irtifMng in 
■ fuiuta nia/ieularig, that after urinating changed to a cutting- 
btting (see Canth.). 

Tj'pe. — Quotidian by preference ; tertian. Periodicity strongly 
marke<l ; the stages are regular both iu their evolution and successioa 
(Quinine). Adapted to acute, non-miasmatic fevers, which appear to 
depend upon defective assimilation or perverted innervation. 
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Apjrexla. — There ure twitching, jerkiug pains in the epigastrium, 
flatulent eructutioOB, colic, nausea and vomiting; Btools while, dBT- 
coloretl (Pod.). 

PHELLANDRIUM.— Adapted to persons of a feeble, irritable, 
lynipliiitic constitution, with weak and deficient reactioii. 

Time.— From 4 to 10 p.m. — 4, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10 p.m. 

(llill .^-Coldness and chilliness, with frequent shaking, ai>out 8 P-U., 
continuing even after lying down; internal, could scarcely get warm 
iu l>ed until midnight, though the skin waa not cold to the touch. 
Shivering; as if dashed with cold water (Rhus, Saba.); not relieved 
by warmth of stove. Chilliness an<l shivering over whole body, with 
gooseflesh on the arms and cutting pains in epigastric region. 

Heat. — Of the head and face, with burning and redness of the face, 

Sweat. — Slight; intermingled with heat; often wanting altogether. 

There may be present as concomitante catarrhal and pulmonary 
affections, loaa of appetite, emaciation, sleeplessness, diarrhtea and night- 
sweats. 

"Jn. Frank reports (Fatk. Med. Tran*., Paris, 1835) that lie cured, 
without a failure, the intermittent fevers which prevailed during the 
spring and summer uf 1801 with Phellandrivm. But, he adds, imme- 
diately after that, in the following years, the same means employed in 
the same disease failed. What more evident proof of the necessity of 
absolutely and always individualiKiug in pathology and therapeutics? 
The law of cure is immutable; there is no caprice about it; caprice is 
the appanage of physicians! Pkeltaiidrium cured the fever of 1801 ; 
with the testimony of Jn. Frank no one has a right to doubt it; and 
if it failed iii the following epidemics it'was because the medical con- 
stitution was no longer the same; and, not knowing how to individual- 
ize, Jn. Frank has left us a memento, but a sterile one. If, however, 
he had left us the minutely exact portraiture of the fever of 1801, he 
would have left us the characteristics of Pkeilandrium, and the success 
which he obtained, instead of being lost to us, might have been re- 
pealed." — A. Charge, M,D, 

ROBINIA. — Gastric symptoms are usually prominent. There is 
excessive acidity of stomach; the child smells aour (Rheum). Eruc- 
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UitioiiB and vomitiug of intenaively sour fluid, setting the teeth on 
edge (Lye, Siilph. ac.)- Sick hendftche, with irritability, deapondency 
and acid eructations and acid vouiitiug (witli sweet saliva, sweet 
vomiting, Iria). 

Chill, — Efli^ccially in nfternoon and evening; feels frozen, as if the 
blood did not circulate (Lyc.)> Hands cold. 

HeaL — With intense thirst; frothy saliva; piiaty, nauseous taste; 
cerebral congestion; soporous sleep, violent cramps of extremities and 
threat prostration. Heat and sensation of drowsiness over the whole 
body; face pale, with circumscribed ralness of cheeks, bemlache, 
nausea, coUc and thirst (see Lachn.)- 

Sweat. — Copious, oily, fetid, especially on tlie scalp and face. 

SABIN A. — Great lassitude, weariness, heaviness, with deapondency. 

Chill. — Chilliness all day; one chill after another, on lying down in 
the evening. Shivering, with obscuration of sight, followed by sleepi- 
ness. Shuddering, with gooseflesh. Cold feeling in right limb, as if it 
were standing in cold water (see Sep.). 

Heat.— Burning, of the whole body, with great restlessness. Flushes 
of heat in face, rest of body chilly; with icy-cold hands aud feet. 

Sweat. — Night-sweats. Sweats easily; on the feet. 



SARSAPARILLA.— Dark hair and complexion. Scrofulous 
and sycotic atii>clions. 

Especially adapted to tettery eruptions, worse in spring and sum- 
mer; and to affections of urinary tract. 

Urine: passes gravel or small calculi; blood with last of urine; 
sand in urine or on diaper, child screams before or while passing it 
(B<)r., Lye); passes in a. thin, feeble stream; dribbles while sitting, 
standing passes freely. Severe pain at conc/imon of urination. 

A^raTation, — During chillitii*s. 

Amelioration. — Soon as be becomes warm (during heat); in open 
air, if he does not move about. 

Time. — Mostly in forenoon (Eup. perf., Natr. m., Nux v.). 

CIlUl.— Predominates (day and night): chilliness and frequent 
shuddering, running from feet upward; of whole body, especially of 
the feet; not relieved bv heat of stove. 



Heat'. — III the evening, with ebullitions of bliwii and palpitaiioa of 
heart. Feela better in the evening when heat comee on. 

SwORt. — Ouly on the forehea<i ; in the evening; during lever heat. 



STANNUM.— Pnin begins lightly, increases gradually to Its 
highest [lart, then gradually declines. 

Excessive prostration of mind and body, must ait or lie down. Great 
weakness in the chest; great loss of etreugth in arms and legs; the 
amis have no strength in theui; the legs cannot support the body; 
when about to sit down falls upon the cbair in the attempt. 

Chill. — Over whole body at 10 a.m.; with coldness in the handa, 
deadness of the fingers, and numbness of their tips (PariB, Sep.); in 
the evening over the back; slight, but with chattering of the teeth, as 
from convulsion of maeseter muscles; only in left arm, or only in left 
I^; knees and feet very cold (Carb. v.). 

Heat, — From 4 to 5 p.m., with sweat; of single part«, back, chest, 
abdomen, liml>s. Anxious heat as if sweat would break out. Burn- 
ing heat in limbs. 

Sweat. — Profuse after 4 a.m. every morning. Morning-sweat, mostly 
on the seek, nape of the neck, and forehead; smells mouldy, musty; 
debilitaliiig from least movenieat, 

TARAXACUM. — Mapped tongue, which it covered with a vJiite 
film, «'('(/) a »ai»ation of rawiieMg in it; iiflenvurds tliia film comes off in 
pieces, leaving dark red, tender, and very teiunlive tpoU (see Lacli., 
Natr. m.). 

Tinifi. — 8 P.M.; at night, with gastric ailmcnta. 

Chill. — Great cliiUinese aft«r eating, and especially after drinking 
(Bell., Caps., Kali c, Lob., Marum). Long-lasting chill; when he 
falls asleep, sweat breaks out, mostly on the head. Nose, himds and 
tips of fingers are icy-cold. 

Heat.— Sensation of heat, and heat in fiice, with redness (Lacli.). 

Sweat. — With thirst; copiom; at night; with pain in spleen; all 
over body on falling asleep in the evening (Cinch.) ; debiUfattnff tutjhi- 
mwats, causing biting of the skin. 

The abundant, debilitating, nocturnal perspirotioD is the guiding 
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symptom of Taraxacum. It occurs invariably at night, and differs 
from CincJiona in that the latter, although abundant and debilitating, 
comes on night or day when covering up.

VALERIANA. — For nervous, irritable, hysterical subjects, in 
whom the intellectual faculties predominate and who suffer from hys- 
terical neuralgia of the limbs. 

Headache, with violent pressure in the forehead, followed in a few 
minutes by sticking in the forehead, over the orbits ; soon the sticking 
changes again to pressure, and so on in constant alternation ; the stick- 
ing is like a darting, tearing, jerking, as if it would pierce from within 
outward. 

Chill. — Short; with third; begins in neck and runs downward (heat 
begins in neck and runs down the back, Paris) ; with fainting during 
chill (in heat. Aeon.). 

Heat. — ^Long-lasting, severe, with thirst and dull headache; with 
r^tlessness and neuralgia of the limbs ; indigestion ; often with sweat 
on the face. In evening; spells of fugitive heat; after eating; with 
thirst. Hot stage predominates. 

Sweat. — Profuse, especially' at night, but not debilitatmg; from 
exertion, with violent thirst; often attended with or followed by heat.
